fpracie. The meſlage ( which was prinapally 
"dc regr pA Wmter) 20 FL. 
ſhould make a propoſition and requeſt tothe 
king of Spaine' m the behalfe- and names of 
the Englth Catholiques, that the king would 
ſend an armie hither mo England , and that 
the forces of the. Catholiques im. England 
ſhould be prepared to ioyne with ham & doe 
him ſeruice. And further, that hee ſhould 


moue 


mouethe king ofSpaine to beſtow ſome pen- 
fions herein England , vpou ſundrie perſons 
Catholiques, and deuoted to his feruice; And 
moreouerto giucadueruſement that the ſaid 
king of Spaine making vie of the generall dif- 
contentment that young Gentlemen 8 Soul. 
diers were in , might no doubt by relicuing 
their neceſsities haue them al at his deuotion. 
And becauſe thatin all attempts vpon Eng- 
land,the greateſt dithcultie was euer tound to 
be the tranſportation of Horſes;the Catholiks 
in England would aflure the King of Spaine 
to haue alwayes in readinefle for his vie and 
{eruice 1500. or 2000, Horſes againſt any ocs 
calion or enterpriſe. Now Winter, 
vndertaking this Negociation , and with Tef- 
mond the Iefuite comming into Spaine , by 
meanes of Father Creſwell the Legier Ieſuite

Preſently after whoſe-death was Chriftopher 
Tight, an other meflenger ſent ouer unto 
Spaine by Garnet, ( wholikewiſe did write:by 
him to (reſwell tor the furtherance of the Ne- 
gociation)Catesby,8 Treſham,in the name & 
behalte of all the Romith Catholikes m Engo 
land, aſwell to carrie newes of her Maiefties 
death;as alſo to continue the aforeſaid N ego» 
ciatioti for an Inuufiowandpentions,. which 
by Tho.YYinter had beforebeendealtm:And 
in the Spaniſh Court about Two moneths at- 
terhis arriuallthere,doth (briftopher YYright 
meerwith Guy Finkes ,/who vpon the two 
and twentieth of Ione was imploygd our-of 
Flaunders fromBruxells by Six Wiliazt Gt 
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ley, Hugh Owen, (whoſe fingerhath beenein 
eucry Treaſon which hath been of Jate yeres 
detected, ) and Baldwyn the Legjer Ieſuire n 
Flaunders, from -whome likewiſe the ſaide 
Fawkes carried letters to ( reſwell in Spaine for 
the countcnancing and turtherance of his afs 
taures.

ſes, of excellent parts, howſocuer molt perni- 
tiouſly ſeduced, abuſed, corrupted,and lefui- 
ted , of very competent fortunes and States; 
Beſides that Percy was of the houſe of Nor: 
 thumberland, Sir Y//illiam Stanley, who prin- 
cipally imployed Fawkes into Spaine, and 
Ibn [Talbot of Grafton, who at ho teaſt-is1r 
caſe of miſpriſion' of High Treaſon, both of 
great and honorable families . Concerning 
thole of the ſpiritualty, itis likewiſe fallly ſaid, 
that there is neuer a Religious man in this 
action. For I neuer yetknew a Treaſon with- 
out a Romiſh Pricft : but in this there are ye- 
ry many-Icſuites, who are knowen to! haue 
dealt, and paſſed through the whole action:

Concerning this 
Sec, their Studies and practifes principally 
conſiſt in' two 32, to wit, in 4.928. ou 
Kings, and diſpoſing of Kingdomes: ther 
proteſsion 8& dodtrine is aRehgion of diſtin- 
ctions, the greateſtpart of thembeing with- 
outthe text, and therefore in very deede, idle 
and yaine conceits of their owne braines , not 
hauing Membra diuidentia, that is,all the parts 
of the diuiſion warranted by the word of 
God, and Vbilex non diſtinguit , necnos diftine 
grere debemus .

as the old Romanes are faide tohaue done 
with their Viceroyes, or pettie Kings, who in 
eftect were but Licutenants vato them , to 
crowne & vncrowne them at their pleaſures.

But ſuppoſe that a Prince thus accurſed and 


depoſed,will eftſoones returne and conforme 
himſelte to their Romiſh Church , ſhall hee 
then be reſtored to his State, and agamere- 
cetue his Kingdome? Nothing lefſe; For faith 
Simanca , Si Reges aut aly Principes Chriſtiani 
fati fint Heretict , protinus ſubieFti & coaſalk 
ab eorum dominio l:-berantur , Nec Ins hoc reews 
perabunt , quamuis poſtea reconcilientur Feele- 
fie. O But Sanfta Mater Eccleſth ninquian 
claudit gremium rediunti, Our holy Mother 
the Church r.euer ſhuts hex boſome to ame 

F z Con- 
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Conuert. It is true,ſay they,but with a diſtin- 
ion, Quad Animam: Therefore lo hemay, 
and ſhall be reſtored, thatis, ſpiritually,in re- 
ſpect of his ſoules health. Axoad Animam hee 
{hall againe be.taken into the Holy Church, 
but not Quoad Regnum, in reſpect of his Kings 
dome or State temporall hee mult not be re- 
ſtored. The realon 1s, Becaule all hold onely 
thus farre , Modo non fit ad damnum Ecclefie : 
So that the Church receiue thereby no detri- 
ment, I but ſuppoſe that ſuch an vnhappy de- 
poſed Prince haue a: Sonne , or Jawtull and 
right heire, and hee.alfo not to be touched or 
ſpotted with his Fathers crime, ſhallnot hee. 
at the leaſt ſucced and bee inueſted into that 
Princely eſtate? Neither will this downe with 
them: Hereſie 1s aleprofie, an hereditariedi(- 
eaſe. Et ex leproſts parentibus leproſi generan- .. 
tur fily. Ot leprous Parents come leprous 
children. So that fayeth Simanca:: Propter 
Hereſim Regs , nonſolum Rex regno priuatur, 
(ed &+ eius filg aregni ſucceſSione pellitur,cot no- 
fter Lupus, (who 1sindeed Fir ſecundim Nos 
men eius., 2\Nolte alwell in nature as name,) 
luculenter probat. Now if any man doubt 


whome they here meane by All Heretique, 


(reſwell 


the late Traitors. 
Grfſwell in his booke called Philopater giuesa: 
plaine reſolution , Regnandi Ius amittit (ſaith 
nee) qui Religionem Romanam deſerit , Hee is. 
the Heretique we ſpeake of,,euen whoſoecuer: 
forſakes the Religion ofthe Church of Rome, 


hee is accurſed ,depriued , proſcribed , neuer 


to beabſolued but by the Pope himaſelfe , ne-. 
uertobe reſtored citherin himſelie or his po- 
{teritie. 

Oneplace amongſt many out of (reſwels 
Philopater ſhall ſerue to giue a taſte ot the Ie- 
fuiticall ſpirits and done, which is: Se, 2.

That 1s, Thus interence alſo doth the whole

doubtedly belecued ) that if any Chriſtian 
Prince whatſoeuer , ſhall maniteltly turne 
from rhe Catholike Religion , and defire or 
ſeeke to reclaime other men from rhe ſame, 
hee preſently falleth trom all princely power 
ns, and that alſo by ons pane 
torce of the Lawe it ſelfe both diuine and hu- 
mane, cuen before any ſentence pronounced 
againſt him by the ſupreme Paſtor 8& Tudge. 
Andthathis Subiedts of what eſtate or con- 
dition ſoeuer, are freed from all bond ot oath 
of Allegeance , which at any time they had 
made vnto him as to their lawful Prince. Nay, 
that they both may aad ought (prouided 
they haue competentſtrength and torce) caſt 
out ſuch a man from bearing rule amongſt 
Chriſtians , as an Apoſtata, an hereticke , a 
backflider and reuolter from our Lord Chniſt, 
and an enemie to his owne ſtate and Com- 
mon 
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mon wealth, leaſt perhaps hee might infe& 
others, or by his exawple or command turne 
them trom the taith. And this is the certaine, 
reſolute, and vndoubted Iudgement of the 
beſt learned men. But Treſham in Is booke 
De officio Principis ( briftiani , goech beyond 
al the reſt,tor he plainely concludeth and des 
termineth that itany Prince (hall but fauqur, 
or ſhew countenance to an hereticke, he pre- 
ſemly looſeth his Kingdome. In his fifth 
Chapter, hepropoundeth this probleme, Ar 
aliqua poſsit ſecundum ( onſcientiam ſubditis e 
Ratio, cur legitimoſuo Regi, bellum fune / 
moneant , whether there may bee any lawfull 
cauſe, iultifiable in conſcience, for Subieds to 
take Armes without finne , againſt their law- 
tullPrince and Soucraigne, The'reſakuwion is, 
Si Princeps hareticus fit & obſlinat@ ac pertina- 
citer intolerabilis, ſummi Paſtoris dinina poteſta- 
te deponatur 3+ alind caput conſlituatur ,cui ſub- 
diti ſe inngant,, &3-legitime ordine C7 authoritate 
tyrannidem amoueant . 'Princeps indulyendo b4- 
reticos non ſolam Deum offendit , ſed perdit 6&5: 
Regnun @ gentem . Their conclulion there- 
torc'is,that for herefie as aboue 3s vaderſtood, 
a Princeistobe depoſed, aud his Kingdome 
| beſtowed 
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beſtowed by the Pope at plealure,, and that 
the people vpon paine of damnation, are to 
take part with him whom the Pope ſhall fo 
conſtitute ouer them. And:thus whuleſt they 
imagine with the wings of their light teathe- 
red diſtinctions to mount aboue the cloudes, 
and leauel| of vulgar conceites, they deſperat- 
ly fallinto a Sea ot grolle abſurdiues,blaſphe- 
mie, and impietie. And ſurely the Ieluites 
werelſo farre ingaged in this Treaſon, as that 
ſome of them ſtickenorto fay,thatifitſhould 
nuiſcarrie;thatthey were vtterly vadone, and 
that \it would-ouerthrowe the State of the 
whole ſocietie' of the leſuites: And I pray 
GoD thatiin this,' they: may prooue true 
Prophets, thatthey may become like the Or- 
derof Templary , to called for thatthey kept 
neerethe Sepulchre at Jernſalem,who were by 
a generall and vniuerſall Edict in one day 
throughout Chriſtendome quite extingut- 
ſhed; as being Ordo impietatss, an order of im- 
ptetie. Ld fo from allſeditionand prime conſpis 
racie , from all falſe\doftrine and bereſie ,, from 
hardnes of hart &+ contempt of thy word <9 come 
mandement , Good Lord deliver vs. Their pro- 
teſtationsand pretences , are to winne ſoules 
to 


to G © D, their proofes weake, light, andof 
novalue, their concluſions falſe , damnable, 
and damned herefies : The firſt mennoneth 
G © D,the ſecond ſauoreth of weake and fraile 
man, the laſt of the Deuill, and rheir praiſe 
ealily appeareth out of the dealing of their 
holy Father. 

Henry the third of France for killing a Car- 
dinall was Excommuwnicated, and after mur- 
dered by James Clement a Monke : That fat 
doth Sixtus Qwntus then Pope i ſtead of or- 
derly cenſuring thereof, not onely approoue, 
but commend in a long Conliſtorie Oration: 
That a Monke,a Religious man faith he,bath 
{laine the vahappie French King in the mids 
deſt of tus hoſte, Itis Rarum, inſigne , memos 
rabile facinus,a rare,a notable, and a memoras- 
ble Ac, yea further, It is Facinus non ſme Dei 
optimi Maxim particulari prouidentia &+ diſþo- 
fatione, Exc. A tat done not without the ſpe- 
clall prouidence & appointment of our good 
GoD, and the ſuggeſtion and afiſtance of 
his holy Spirit, yea a farre greater worke 
mw e ſlaying of Holofernes by holy 
HKAaith.. 


Verus Monachus fiftum occiderat., A truc 
G Monke 
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Monke had' killed the falſe Monke, tor that, 


as Was reported, Henry the third ſometimes - 
would yle that habite when hee went in Pros 
celsion: And tor France,cuen that partthere- 
of which entertainerh the Popiſh Religion, 
yet neuer could ofancient time brooke this y- 
ſurpedauthoritie of the Sea of Rome: Name- 
ly thatthe. Pope had power to Excommuni- 
cate Kings , and ablolue Subie&s trom thew 
Oath of allegeance: Wh:ch polation 1s ſo di- 
rectly oppolite ro ail the Canons .of the 
Church of France, and toall the Decrees of 
the Kings Parliament there, as tharthevery 
body of Sorbone , and the whole Vnuwertine 
of Parts condemned it as a moſt ſchulmaricall, 
peltilent and pernicious dodtrine of the Ie- 
{uites, as may appeareina Treatifemadeto 
the French King, and fet our 1602. intiuled, 
Le franc diſcours, But to returne to theTefu- 
tes, Catesby was refolucd by the Iefuntes, that 
the Fact was both lawtull and mertorious, 
and herewith hee per(waded and ſetledthe 
reſt, as any ſeemed to make doubt.. | 
Concerning Thomas Bates,» ho was ( ateſ- 
byes man,as hee was wound into this Treaſon 
by hisMaſtes; fo was hee reſolued, when hee 
/ doubted 
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doubted of thelawfulnefſe thereot,by the do« 
rine of the leſuites. Forthemaner, « was af- 
ter this ſort; ( atesby noting that his man ob- 
lerued hin extraordinanly , as -fuſpecting 
ſomewhat of that which hee the ſaid Catesby 
went about , called him to him at his lodgmg 
in Puddle-wharte,and in the preſence of Thoe 
mas Winter, asked him what hee thought the 
buſineſle was they went about, for that he of 
late had fo ſuſpiciouſly and ſtrangely marked 
them. Bates anſwered, that hee thought they 
went about ſome dangerous matter, whatſo- 
euer the particular were : whereupon they a{< 
ked him againe what heethought the buſines 
might be, andhe anſwered that hee thought 
they intevded ſome dangerous matter about 
the Parliamenthoule, becauſe hee had beene 
ſent to get a lodging neere vnto that place. 
Then did they make the faid Bates take an 
Oathto bee ſecretinthe Aﬀtion, which being 
takenby him , they then rold him that it was 
true,that they wereto execute a great matter; 
namely to lay Powder vader the Parliament 
houſetoblowitvp, Thetirtheycalfo told hini 
that heewas toreceme the Sacamebrforthe 
more alſucance , and thereuponhee went to 

Jab G 2 Con- 
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Confefion'to the faid 'Teſmond the Ieluite, 
and in his Confeſfcion told him that hee was 
to conceale a very dangerous piece of worke, 
that his Maſter (atesby and Thomas Winter 
had-unparted ynto him , and ſaid heemuch 
feared : matter to be vtterly valawtfull, and 
therefore therem defired the: counſell of the 
leſuite, and reuealed vnto hum the whole in- 
teat and purpoſe of blowing vp the Parlia« 
ment houſe vpon the firſt day ot the Allemb- 
ly, at whattume the King , the Queene , the 
Prince, the Lords Spirituall and Temporal, 
the Iudges, the Knights,Citizens and Burge- 
ſes, ſhould all haue beene there Conuented 
and met together. But the Icfuite being a 
Confederatetherein before, refolued and 1n- 
couraged him in the Action, and ſaid that he 
ſhould be: ſecret m that which his Maſter had 
imparted vnto him, for that it was-tor a good 
cauſe. Adding moreouer , that it was not 
dangerous vnto him; nor any offence to con- 
ceale it: And thereupon the Ieſuite gaue him 
Abſolution , and Bates recewed the Sacra- 
ment ot him., in the companie of his Maſter 
Robert, Catechy and Thomas Winter. Alſo 
when Reokewoodn the preſence of ſundrie of 

the 
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the Traitors (hauitg firſt recerued the Oath 
of ſecrecie)had by ( atesby imaparted vnto him 
the Plot ofblowing vpot the King and State, 
The ſaid Rookewood being greatly amazed 
thereat, anſwered that it was a matter of con=- 
ſcience to take away ſo much blood; but Cas 
tesby replied that he. was reſplued, aud-that 
by good Authontie(as commnng fromthe tfu- 
periour of the Iefuites) that in conſcience it 
might bec done, yea though it were withthe 
dettrudtion of many linocents , rather then 
the Adtion fhould quaile. Likewiſe father 
Hammond abſolued all the Traitors at Ro- 
bert Winters bonuſes vpon Thurſday afterthe 
Diſcouerie ofthe Plot , they being then in 0- 
pen Rebellion : And therefore , Aos & Rex 
magne caxeto', and {ct all: Kings take heede, 

how they cither fauouror giue allowance or 
conniuence ynto them. 
- . 2 \Fhe- ſecond conſideration refpecteth 
the perfans againſt whome this Treaſon was 

mtended , which are, 1.'the King who is 
Gods annointed, Nay it hathpleaſed God to 

conmynicatevnto hum-his ownname. Doxs,

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vniuſt vſutpation,, astheDcuill and the Pope: 
But Poteftatint as hauing his power deriued 
from God within hes texntories, 2. their na- 
turall he ge Lord 8& dread Souerazgne , whoſe 
iuſtintereſtand title to this Crowne, may bec 
drawen from before the Cunquelt, andit hee 
werenot a King by Delſceat, yet deſerueqhee 
to be made one tor his rare and excellent En- 
dowments 8& Ornaments both of body and 
mind.. Looke into hus true and conttantReli 
gjon and Pictie , husTuſtice ths Learning a- 
boue all Kmges chriſtened, his Acumen - his 
Izdgement, hisMemorie. and'you will ay 
that hee is indeede Solzes prieteritismaior,nett- 
or g, futuris. But becauſe | cannot ſpeake whar 
I would, Iwill torbeare to ſpeak whatLcould. 
Alſoagainſt the Queene,amoſtgracous and 
gracetull Lady, amoſt'verwuous, truittull,and 
bleſſed Vine, who hath happily broughr 
forth fach Olivebraunches;asthat #4 benedi- 
tone erit Memoria eins, hermemorieſhallbe 
bleſſed of all our poſtertie. Then againſt 
the Royalliſlue malc;, next vader God, and 
atten our Soucraignethe future hope,” com- 
fort, toy, and lite of our State. And asforpre- 
ſeruingot the good Lady Hizabeththe kings 
165 7 daughter, 
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daughter, ſhouldobly hauebinforatimets 
haue (crued their purpoles , as being thought 
a fir,proiet to; keepe others in apperite tor 
their own further aduantage; And then God 
knoweth what would -haue become of her. 


'Toconclude, againſt all the moſt Honorable 


and prudensCounlelters, & all the true hear- 
ted-and worthy Nobles,allthe Reverend and 
learned Biſhops, all thegraue Iudges and Sa- 
ges of the Law/all the prucipal Kmaghts, Gen- 
trie , Citizens , and:Burgefles of-Parkament, 
the flowre of the whole Realme. Horret Aris 
musItremble cuen torhinke of it : Miſerable 
defolation, No King, noQgerne, noPnthee, 
no ulye male,no Counſellersof State, no No-< 
bilitie, no Biſhops,no Iudges. O barbarous, 
and more then Scythuanor:/Thracian crueley} 
No mantle of holnefle can'\couer it, no'pre- 
rence of Religion can excufe it, noſhadowof 
good intention can'extenuate it,'.Godiund: 
heauen condemne it,manandearth deteſt ir, 
the oftenders. themſelueswere aſhamed of , 
vvicked people exclaime againft ir, and'the- _ 
{oules of altrue Chrittian fubiects abhorees tt, 
nuſerable but yer ſodaine had their: ends bin.

140. 5.' The proude have laied a ſnare for mee, 
and ſpread a net abroad, yea and ſet trappes in 
my way: But letche-ongodly fall into their own 
nets together , and let me ener eſcape them . \Nee 
may ſay , If the Lord himſelfe had not beene on 
aur fide, yea if the Lord himſelfe had not beene on 
our fide , when men roſe op againſt vs , they had 


ſwallowed os op quicke , when they were ſo 


wrathfully diſpleaſed at cvs : But praiſed be the 
Lord, which hath - not giuen cos oner for a pray 
onto their teeth. Our ſoule is eſcaped eurn as a 
bird out of the ſnare of the Fowler., the ſnare is 


broken, 
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broken and we are delivered , Our helpe ſlandeth 
in the name of the Lord Which hath made heauen 
and earth. | 

3 The third Conſideration reſpects the 
time when this Treaſon was conſpired: wher- 
in note that it was Primo Jacobi , euen ar that 
time when his Mateſtie vied ſo great lenitie 
towards Recuſants, inthat by the ſpace of a 
whole yecre and foure moneths, he tooke no 
penalue by Statute of them. So farre was his 
Maieſtie from ſeueritie , That beſides the be- 
nefit and grace before ſpecified , hee allo' ho= 
noured all alike with aduancement and fa- 
vours, and all this was continued vntill the 
Prieſts Treaſon by Watfon and (larke: But as 
there is Miſericordia puniens , lo is there like- 
wiſe Crudelitas parcens : For they were not on- 
ly by this not reclaymed, but (as plainely ap- 
peareth) became far worſe , N ay the Romiſh 
Catholiques did at that very time certtfie that 
It wasvery like , the King-yvould deale rigo- 
roully with them , & the ſame do theſe Trai- 
tors now preted,asthe chiefeſt motive, wher- 
as in deed they had Treaſon on foot agataſt 
the King before theyee his face in England : 
Neither afterwards for all the lenitie hee vied 
H to- 
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towards them,would any whit delitt or relent 
from their wickediattempts. Nay,(thatwhich 
commeth next to bee remembred in this part 
of their arraignewem) they vvould picke out 
the time of Parliament for the execution of 
their hideous T reaſons, wherein the floure of 
theland being aſſembled, for the honour of 
God, the goodot his Church,and this Com- 
mon wealth , they mightas it were with one 
Blow, notvvound , but kill and deſtroy the 
vyhole State : So that vvith theſe men, Inp#u- 
nitas continuum affe tum tribuit peccands , leni- 
tic hauing once breda hope of Impunrie,be- 
gat not onely Inſolencic , but Impenitencie 
and increaſe of ſinne. - 

4 Wee are to. confider the place,which 
was the ſacred Senate, the houſe of Parlia- 
ment. And vyby there? for that fay they, vi» 
iuſt Lawes had formerly beene there made a. 
gunk Ono es: Therefore that vyas the 
neſt place of all others to reuenge it, &ta do 
Tuſticein. Ifany askevvho ſhould haue exe. 
cuted this their Iuſtice , it vvas Iuſtice Fawkes, 
aman like enough to doe according to his 
name. If by vyhat Lavy they meant to pro- 
cced; it vvas Gunpowder Law fitfor Tuftices 
of 
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of hell. Bur concerning thoſe Lawes vvhich 
they fo calumniate as vniuſt, it ſhall in fewe 
vyordsplaiuely appeare,thatthey were of the 
greatelt both moderation and equitie that 
euer vyereany. For trom the yeare 1, Hliz, 
vnto 11. all Papiſts came to our Church and 
ſeruice vvithout ſcruple. I my ſelfe haue ſeene 
Cornewallis, Beddingfield,8: others at Church: 
fo that then for the {pace of ten yeercs, they 
made no conſcience nor doubt to Communi- 
cate vvith vs in prayer: But when once the 
Bull of Pope Pius Quintus vvas come & pub- 
liſhed,vvherin the Queene vyas accurſed and 
depoſed, and her ſubiects diſcharged of their 
ebedience and othe, yea curſed if they did 0- 
bey her: Then did they all forthwith refraine 
the Church , then vvould they hauenomore 
ſoaetic with vs in prayer: So thatRecuſancie 
in them is not for Religion, butin an acknow- 
ledgement of the Popes power, and a plaine 
manifeſtation vyhat their iudgement1s con= 
cerning the right of the Prince in reſpect of 
regallgower and place . Two yeeres after 
DiR; Anno-13. Eliz, was there a Law madea- 

gainſt the bringing in of Bulles, 8c. Amo 18. 

carne Mayne aPriefſt to moue (edition. Anno 
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2.0. came Campion the firſt leſuite , who vvas 
ſent to makeaparty herein England, tor the 
execution ofthe tormer Bull. Then followes 
treaſonable bookes. 4nno 23. Eliz, atter fo 
many yeeres (ufferance , there were Lawes 
made againſt Recu {ants , & ſeditious bookes, 
The penaltie or Sanction for Recuſancie,was 
not loſie of life or lime or whole State ; but 
onely a pecuniane mul& and penaltie, and 
that alſo vntill. they would ſubmit and con. 
forme themſelues,8&againe come to:Church, 
as they had done fortenne yreres before the 
Bull. And yeta{terwardsthe Iefuites and Ro- 
miſh Prieſts: bothicomming dayly wto-and 
ſwarming within the Realme,8& mfufing con- 
tinually this poyſon into the Subiets hearts, 
that by reaſon of the ſaid Bull of Pius Quin- 
tus, her Mateſtie ſtood excommunicated and 
depriued of her kimgJome, aud that her Sub- 
ects were diſcharged of all obedience toher, 
endeaouring by all-meanes to drawe them 
trom Seve Cath and allegeance to her Maie- 
ftte,, and toreconcile them to the Church of 
Rome, Then 27. Ez. A Lawi vvas made, 
that irſhould be treaſon for any (not tobee a 
Prieſt & an Engliſhunan , borne the Queenes

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natural ſubject ) but for any.being ſo bome 
her Subie& , and made a Romiſh Pneſt, to 
come into any of her Dommions ,. to inte 
any her loyall Subjects ,, with their treaſona- 
ble and daranable perſwaſtons and pradtiſes: 


yetſo, that-it concerned onely. ſuch as. vvere 
made Pricttes fithence her Maieſtie came 


'  theCrowne,andnot before. yn 


Concerning the execution ofthefe Law 
itis to bee obſerued likewiſe , that whereas in 
the Quinquennic , the fwe-yeeres af: Queene 
Mazy , there were cruelly put to deathabour 
300. perſons for Religion ; In all her Maie- 
ſties tune by the ſpace. of 44. yeeres and 
wardes, there were for treaſonable practiſes 
executed in all not 3o. Prieſts , nor aboue fiue 
receluers and harbourers yi _ , and for 
Religion not any one. And here by the way, 
I FM thoſe of Parkemein to ny x Pu 
1isnow queſtioned and doubted, whether 
the Law of Recuſants and reconciled perlons 
doeholde forlreland alfo, and the parts be- 
youd the Seas : Thati,wherherſuch aSWere 
there reconciled bee within the afle of 
the Statute or not,, to the end it may be clea- 


redand prouided for. 
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Now agamſtthe vſurped power of the Sea 
of Rome,we haye of former times about 13. 
ſcuerall Aes of Parliament : So that the 
Crowne and King of England is no wayes to 
be drawen vader the goucrnment of any for- 
raine power whatſocuer , neither oweth duty 
to any,but 15 I ynder God himſelt. 
Concerning the Popes tor 33. of them,name- 
ly vato Siluefter, they were famous Martyrs. 
But Quicwng, defiderat primatum in terris , in- 
ueniet confuſionem in celis: Hee that deſires 
primacie ypon earth, ſhall ſurely finde confu- 

{ionin heauen. . 
Thefitth conſideration is of the end,which 
wasto bring a finall and fatal confuſion'vp= 
onthe State. For howſoeuer they ſought to 
ſhadow their unpietie with the cloke of Reh- 
gion , yet they uitendedto breede a confuſt- 
on fit togetnew Alterations, for they wentto 
ioyne with Romiſh Catholikes and diſcon-

he ſaid that hee knew not of : which were an-

tore the reſolution of ſuch adeligne. Keyes 
ſaid thar his eſtate and fortunes were deſpe- 
rate, and as good nowasan other time , and 
for this cauſe rather then tor an other . Bates 
crauedmercie. Robert Winter mercie. John 
Grant was a good while mute, yet atter ſub- 
miſlely laid, hee was Guilte of a Couſpiracie 
intended, but neuer efteted. But Ambroſe

TheProceetlings apuinit 
charbehalfe yntilt che 23, yeere of her Maie- 
ſtiesRaigne, 'And'tharalſo impoſing onelya 
Mule or penaltie ypon it, vntill conformitie 
were offered and ſhewed. Amo 26. Eliz, 
came'Parry with arclolution from Cardinall 
de Como and others , that it was lawtull to kul 
her Maicſhe, asbeing excommunicated and 
depoſed : Whereupon her Maicttte entring 
into confaltation how (together with her 
ſafetic and theproteQtion other Subiects) the 
might augyd the mannent dangers, and yet 
draw no blood from theſe Prieſts and Iefuits,

Andthis was 
at m— _— Great Armado of 
Spaine , which the Pope bleſſed and Chrilt- 
ned by the name of, The inaincible Nawie, was 
by the inſtigation of that high Pricft of Rowe, 
preparing and colleting _ of many 
parcels, out of divers parts, w they could 
be bought, or hired, or borrowed, and there. 
fore may be called,a compounded Nauic,ha- 
wing, it 15 8. greatShips. ThePuryeyors, 
and forerunners of this Nauic and Inuaſion, 
were the Icluites, and Garnet among them 
being a Traicor, cuenan his very entrance and 
fooung in the Land . But the Queene with 
her owne Ships, and her owne Subiects did 
beate this Armado, GoDÞ himſelte (whoſe 
cauſe indeede it was) fighting for vs againſt 
them , by Fire, and Seas, and Wiudes, and 
Rockes, and tempelts, ſcattering all,and des 
{troying moſt of them. For offen/ſo Creatore, 
offenditur oMns (reatura , the Creator being 
ottended, cuery creatures readily armed to 
reuenge hisquarrell , m which reſpe&hee is 
called theLordoof hoſtes.. So that of 15 8. 
ſcarſe. 40. oftheir Ships returned torheir Bar 
of their owne Hauen,, and asit is reported, 
OE b..- molt 
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moſt ofthemallſo periſhed, in ſomwch, that 
in this reſpe&t , we may ſay of Queene Eliza- 
beth, asthe Poet writeth of the Chriſtian Em. 
perour, O niminm dilefta Deo,cui militat ether, 
Et coniurati veniunt ad claſsica vents. 

Obſerue here, that about the time of this 
Inuaſion , there being in Spaine met in Con- 
ſultation about that buſineſle , the Cardinall 
of Auſtria, the Duke of Medma , Count Fuen- 
tes, two Iriſh Biſhops , with ſundry Militarie 
men, and among{t others Winſlade an Eng- 
Iſh man; The Inſh Biſhops percewung that 
they expected a partie of Catholikes in Eng- 
land, reſolued that true it was, that it wasnot 
Ps todocany good herem England,vn- 
eſſe there were a partie of Catholikes made 
betore hand. Butluch ſaid they, was thePo- 
licie of England, as that could neuer be eftec- 
ted : Forifany fuſpition or feare aroſe, the 
Catholikes ſhould quickly bee eithzr ſhut vp, 
or quite cutoft. Oh faith an olde Souldier 
there preſent , Hoc facit pronobis, that makes 
for vs : tor by that meanes their ſoules ſhall 
goe to heauen for their Religion, their bodies 
to the earth for their Treaſon, and their 
lands and goodsto ys as Conquerours : and

this was that indeede they principally aymed 
at. Note here, that fithence the Ieſuites ſer 
foote in this Land , there neuer paſſed foure 
yeeres without amolt peſtiferrt and pernici- 
ous Treaſon, tendmg to the ſubuerſion of the 
whole State. After that hottile Invaſion 11 
88. theleluitestellagainero ſecret and Trea- 
ſonable practiſes: For then, in the yeere 92. 
came Patricke Cullen , who was incited by Sir 
V/V illiam Stanly, Flugh Owen, Iaques Frannces, 
and Holt the [eſuire, and relolued by the ſaid 
Holt to kill the Queene, to which purpoſe he 
receiued abſolution, and then the Sacrament 
at the hands of the ſaid lefutte, together with 
this ghoſtly counſell, that it was both lawfull 
and meritorious to kill her. Nay ſaid Jaques, 
thatbaſe Laundreſle ſonne, (who was a con- 
tinuall pratiſer both with this Cullen and o- 
thers, to deſtroy her Maiettie ) The State of 
England is and will bee (o (etled, that vuleſle 
Mitre EL1ZABETH be ſuddenly taken a+ 
way, all the Dewlsin Hell willnot be able to 
preualle againit it,or ſhake it, 

Now: Cullkens Treaſon was accompanied 
with a Bookecalled Philopaterwri cten torthe 
abetting and wacraatiag of ſuch a deuiliſh

at in generallb (reſwellthe legierTeſuite in 
Spaine, vader the name of Philopater, An- 
no 94. came Williams and Torke tothe fame 
end,viz, To kill the Queene, being wrought 
to vndertake fo vile and deteſtable a fate by 
father Holt the leſuite, and other his com- 
plices - And thereupon the ſaid Williams and 
Vorke in the lefuites Colledge recerued the Sa- 
crament together of tather Zolt , and other 
leluites,to execute the ſame. And that Trea- 
ſon likewife was accompanied with a Booke 
written by the legier Ieſuire and Refoy at 
Rome, Parſons, vnder the name of Doleman, 
concerning Tutles, or rather uttles : alewde 
and a lymg book;tul of talſhood,torgery and 
walediction. . Anno 97. came Squire from 
Spaine, to poyſon he: Maieſtie,, incite, dire- 
Cted,and warranted by Walpole aleſuite,then 
reſiding there: at whoſe hands hkewile after 
abſolution,he rectiued the Sacrament; aſwell 
to putthe practiſe m execurion, as to keepe it 
ſecret. All the'e Freafons were freely and 
voluntarily contefled by the parties them- 
ſelves, vnder their owne hands;-and yet re- 
maine extantto beſcene. 

In the yeere 1601. when pradtiſes failed, 
Q- 2 then 
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then was Force againeattempted; For then 
( as in the former Arraignement hath beene 
declared ) was Thomas Winter wnployed to 
theKing of Spaine, together with Te/mond the 
[eſuite, by this Garnet, who wrote his Letters 
to Arthur alias Toſepb (refwefl, (the only man 
whoml haue heard ot to change his Chriſti- 
an name ) the legiereſuite in Spaine, for the 
turtherance of that negotiation, which was, 
as hath bene ſaid, To offer the ſeruices of the 
Engliſh Catholikes to the King, and todeale 
further concerning an Inuaſton , with pro- 
miſe trom the Catholiques heere of forces 
both.of men and horſes-ro bee in a readineſle 
ro ioyne with him. This negotiation by the 
meanes of Creſwell to. whom Garnet wrote, 
tooke ſuch efte&t , that the two Kingdoraes 
ſtanding theu ia hoſtilitie, the propdfition of 
the Engliſh Romuiſh Catholiques was accep- 
tedandintertained, Anarmie to Inuade (as 
hath bene ſpecified in the former Arraigne- 
ment) promiſed, And 100000. Crownesto 
bee diſtributed amongſt Remanifts and dil(- 
contentedperſons, making of a partie in Eng- 
land, and for the furtherance of the ſaid ſer- 
uice granted, In the-meane time the King 
earneſtly

earneſtly deſired, Thatif the Qvzz Ne of 
England ſhould happen to die , he might re- 
cetue preſent and certaine Aduertſemenr 
thereot. 


Now this Treaſon was accompanied with clement.s. 


the Popes owne writing, For now doeth the 
Holy tather cauſe to be ſent hither ro Garnet 
two Brietes or Buls , one to the Clergie, and 
an other to- the Laitic :- wherein obſerue the 
Title, the Matter, the Time. The Title of 
the one was,Dilefts filys,Principibus, ex Nos 
bilibus Catholicis Anglicants ſalutem &* Apoſto- 
licam benediftionem : that is, To our beloued 
ſonnes the Nobles and Gentlemen of Enge 
land which are Catholiques, greeting, and 
Apoſtolicall benedition. The title ot the 0- 
ther was, Dile&i filys Archipresbytero, & res 
hiquo Clero Anglicano, &rc. To our beloued 
ſonnes , the Arehprieſt , and the reſt of the 
Catholique Clergje. . The matter was , that 
after the death of her Maicſtie, whether by 
courſe of Nature or otherwiſe, whoſoeuer

fore they had ſecne his Maicſties face , was 
Chriſtopher Wright mployed into Spaine , by 
Garnet, Cateſby, and Treſham, to gue adue:- 
tiſement ot the Queenes death , and tocon- 
tinue the tormer negociation of Thomas 
Winter. And by him alſo doeth this Garnet 
write to Creſwell the Ieluite 1n commendati- 
on, and for aſsiltance and furtherance of hts 
buſineſle. 

Asalſo inthe 22. of Tune following , was 
Guy Fawlkes ſent out of Flaunders , by Bald- 
wine the Ieſuite, by Sir /Yilam Stanley , and 
Hugh Owen about the ſame Treaſon, and by 
Letters from Baldwme dreted and com- 
mended to Creſwel the Legier Iefuitin Spaine, 
for rhe procuring of his diſpatch,as inthe for- 
mer Arraignement hath beene declared. In 
the ſamelune-doeth Garnesthe Superiour,to- 

ether with Gerrard and other Iefuites and 
lefuited Catholikes labour, not onely in pro- 
uiding of Horſes , which by Themas Winter 
and _— Wright ypon their ſeuerall ne- 
gotiation they in the names of all the Catho- 
likes in England , had promiſed the King of 
Spaine to afsiſt and doe him Seruice withall ,at 


ſuck time as the faid King fhould ſend his 


Forces 
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Forces to inuade, either at Milford Hauen,or 
in Kent, as hath before beene ſhewed, Burt 
alſo did by force of the faid two Bulles or 
Breetes , diſſwade the Romiſh Catholiques 
from yeelding their due obedience to his Ma- 
ieſtie, for that he was not of the Romane Re- 
ligion , contrary to the practiſe of the true 
Church and Churchmen, that vadergoe 
Warres , Ferendo , non feriendo , with pati- 
ence not with ſtrookes , their weapons being 
properly Orationes &* lachryme , prayers and 
TeAares. 

In the ſame Tune 9g. which was 603, primo 
Lcobi, brake out likewiſe the Treaſon of the 
Romiſh Prieſts, YYatſon and Clarke , as alſo 
thatother of Sir Y/alter Raleigh and others. 
But the Teſuites ſeeing that the Peace was 
now in greatforwardneſſe;and hauing aduer- 
tiſement alſo, that the King of Spaine did now 
diſtaſte their propoſitions, ſo that there was 
no further hope left for Force, then fell they 
againe to ſecret practiſe . As for the Buls or 
Breefes before mentioned, when Catesby had 
informed Garnet, that King I amzs was pro- 
claimed, and the State eyed ; they were by 
Garnet, as himſelfe hath affirmed,burnt. But

by (a pelt.|zat. Traitor) conterre togerher,and 
Catesby in generall tellech him (though moſt 
falſely) that the, King had broken promiſe 
with the Catholikes, and theretore afluredly, 
there would bee ſtirres im England belore it 
were long. In September toilowing , mectes 
( atesby and Thomas Percy , and ater an vn- 
w(t,but a grizuous complaintmadeby ( ateſ- 
by oi the Kings proceediags, {orrhat contra- 
ric to cher expectations , his Maieſtie both 
did hold, and was like conunually tonmne 
the ſame courſe , which the Queene before 
had held, Percy preſeatly breakes forth to 
this demilifh ſpeech , That there wasno way 
but to kill the King, which hee the ſaid Percy 
would vidertake ro doe. But Catesby,as be- 
ing Verſuto ingenio @F profunda perfilia , a 
canniag,a wily, anda deepe Traitor, tuten- 
dig to vic this ſoturious and fierie a ſpirit to 
a farther purpoſe, doeth as it were ſtroke him 
for his great forwardneſle , yer with lageand 
ſtayed counſe!| rels him : No Tom, thou

Plotto greater aduantage, and ſuch a-one as

In fanuariem the firlt yeere of his Mateſty, 
Garnet tooke out a general Pardon vnder the 
great Seale of England, of all treafons, which 
Pardon his Maicttie of his grace granted to 
all men at his firſt entrance 1ato his kingdom, 
virder the name ot Henry Garnet of London 

3ent. but therein he neuer vied any ot his a- 
las diftius Walley , Farmer, or any other othis 
fained names. Bur Catesby tearing leſt any of 
thoſe whom he had or ſhould take mto Con- 
federacie , being rouched 1a conſcience with 
the horror of ſo damnable a tat, might giue

Win- 
ter, and Fawkes meete, and hauing vpon the 
holy Euangeliſts raken an cath ot ſecrecy and 


conlſtancieto this efte, 
Yo- ſhall fweare by the bleſſed Triiitie,and by 


the Sacrament you now purpoſe to receiue,ne- 
ver to diſcloſe , direfly or indirefly, by word or 
circumſtance , the matter that ſhalbe propoſed to 
you to keepe ſecret , nor deſiſt from the execution 
thereof, vntill the reſt ſhall giue you leaue. 


They all were confefled , hadabſolution, 
and recetued thereupon the Sacrament , by 
the hands of Gerrard cheleluite then preſent.

Buls or Brectes betore , For that ſaid he , it it 
were lawfull nocto receiue, orLo repell hun, 
as the ſaid Buls or Breetes did import, then is 
it lawtull alſo to expell or caſt him out. Vpon 
the 7. of Iuly 604. was the Parliament proro- 
gued vntill the 7. of Februarie; And in No- 
uember tollowing , Thomas Bates , being (as 
hath beene declared more at large inthe tor- 
mer Arraignment) fetched in by ( atesby his 
maſter, to paiticipate in the Powder-rreaſon, 
for better aflurance of his ſecrecie , and pro- 
ſecution thereot, is by Greenewel the Teſuite 
confeſſed, encouraged, and tolde, that being 


. .: 
for a good cauſe,hemight and ought noton- 


ly concealeit, as commutred RN. him in ſe- 
cret by his maſter, but turther ſaid, that it was 
no fn ce at all,but wſtifiable and good. A- 
bout this time was Robert Keyes taken into 
the Contederacie, and by ( atesby reſolued of 
the lawtulnefic thereot from the ITeluits. 

In the 11. of December they entred the 
Mine: and in March following which was in 
1605. was Guy Faulx {ent over to Sic William 
Stanley with leiters trom Garnet, to Baldwine 
the Legicrleſuite there, torake order that a- 


gainſt 
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ainſtche time of the Blow, the forces might 
brought neere to the Sea ſide, to the cnde 


thac they might ſuddenly be tranſported into 
England, And there doth Faulx by conſent 
ot the contederates , giue Owenthe Othe of 
{ecrecieand perſeuerance,and then acquaints 
him with the whole Treaſon : Who ha- 
uing beene a molt malicious and inueterate 
Traitor , greatly applauded it, and gaue his 
conſent and counſell for the furtherance ther- 
of. In May 1605. fell out certaine Broiles in 
IPales by the Romiſh Catholiques , at what 
time alſo Rookewooed was by Cateſby acquain- 
ted with the powder treaſon, and refolued of 
the lawtulues of the ftatby himas from the 
Ieſuites. Now doth Garnet write to the Pope, 
that commandement might come from Fi 
Holineſle, or els trom Aquaniua the generall 
ofthe Ieſuites, for the ſtaying of all commori- 
ons of the Catholiqueshere in England, in- 
tending indeed to ' their whole reſt of the 
Catholique Romitſh cauſe , vpon the powder 
plot, = in the meane time to lull vs afleepe 
m ſecuritie, 1n reſpect of their diftembled 
_— and conformitie, as alſo leaſt mpc- 


ment might bee offered to this maine plot 
S by 
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- by reaſon of any ſuſpicion of the ſtring of 


Papilts, or ot 19quirie after rhem vpon Occa- 
ſion of any pettie commorions or broiles.But 
when he turther defired, that it might bee fo 
entoyned vpon cenſures, that latter requeſt 
was not graunted, leaſt it might indeed be an 
impediment to the powderplot. 

Inlune tollowing doeth Greenewel the le- 
fuite conſult with Garnet his Superiour, ofthe 
whole courſe of the powder treaſon at large. 
\Wherin obſerue the politique & fubtile dea- 
ling of this Garnet. Firſt he would not (as he 
faith) confer of it witha lay man (other then 
(atesby whom he' fo much truſted) why ſo ? 
becauſe that might derogate from the reue- 
rence ofthis place, That a leſuite, and a SuUPpe- 
riour oithem, ſhould openly 1oyne with lay 
men 1n cau'e of ſo much blood ; And therfore 
fecondly,as he would coſult of it witha Prieſt, 
and a Iefuite one of his owne order and his 
fubiect; ſo for his further ſecuritie, heewould 
conſult thereof with Greenwel the Ieſuite,as in 
a difguited conteſsion, And being informed,, 
thatthe diſcourſe would be too long-to repeat 
kneeling, he anfwered that he would conſult 
with him of it-in conteſsion walking, and ſo 
ACCor- 
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accordingly in an ambularoric conteſsion, he 
at large diſcourſed with him of the whole plot 
of the powder treaſon, And thata protector 
(atterthe Blow giuen)ſhould be choſen our 
of ſuch of the Nobilitieas ſhould be warued 
and reſerued. 

In this Moneth likewiſe was there a great 
conference and conſultation betwixt Garnet, 
( atesby, and Francis Treſham, concerning the 
{trength of the Catholiques in England,to the 
end that Garnet might by letters ſend direct 
aduertiſement therotto the Pope; for that his 
holineſſe would not bee brought to ſhew his 
inclination concerning any Commotion or 
riſing ofthe Catholique part , vntll ſuch time 
as heſhould be certainly informed that they 
had ſufticient and able Force to preualle, 

Andin Augutt following, Garnet in a con- 
ference had about the acquainung of the 
Pope with the Powder treaſon , named and 
appointed Sir Edmund Baynam tor to carrie 
that meſſage to the Pope, yet not to him as 
Pope but to him usa temporallPnnce, &by 
him doeth Garnet write Letters'in that be- 
halie; asalſo tor ſtaying of Commotions, vn- 


der paine of Cenſures, well knowipg that be- 
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fore his Letters could be anſwered, the houſe 
of Parliament (according to their debgnes ) 
ſhould haue beene blowen vp,and the whole 
State ouerthrowen. Burt this tricke hee vied 
like athiefe,thatgoing toſteale and take Par- 
triches with a ſetting dogge , doeth rate his 
dogge for queſting or going too neere, yatill 
he haue laid his net ouer them , for teare the 
game ſhould be ſprung, and the purpoſe de- 
teated. 

In this Moneth alſo doth Garnet write to 
Baldwine the legier leſuite in the low Coun- 
treyes , inthe behalte of Cateſby , that Owen 
ſhould moue the Marques tor a Regiment of 
horſes for him the ſaid Cateſby , not with any 
intent, as it was agreed, that ( ate/by ſhould 
vadertake auy ſuch charge, bur chat vnder co- 
lour of it, horſesand otherneceſlaries might 
be prouided without ſuſpition to turmiſh the 
Trattors. 

In September following doth Parſons the 
Ieſuite write to Garnet, to knowthe particu- 
lars ofthe Proze& 13 hand, tor the journey to 
Saint FPinfrides Well in this Moneth. It was 
butalergon,, to haue better opportumtie by 
colour thereof, to conferre and retire them- 
ſelucs 


the late T raitors. 


ſclues to thoſe parts. 

In October doeth Garnet meete the other 
Traytorsat (ougbton in WParwickſhire,which 
was theplace ot Rendenous, whuther they re- 
ſorted out of all Countreys. 

Vpon the firſt ot Nouember Garnet open- 
ly prayeth for the good ſucceſle of the great 
Action, concerning the Catholique cauſe in 
the beginning of the Parliament; And prayer 
is more then conſent. For, Nemo orat ſed qui 

ſperat & credit. Hee in the prayer vied wo 
verſes ot a Hymne , Gentem auferte perfidam 
credentium de finibus , cot Chriſto laudes debitas 
perſoluamus alacriter. 

Now was the Letter with the L. Momits 
ezle, whoſe miemorie ſhall be bleſſed, on the 
tourth of Nouember : by the prouidence of 
the Almightie , not many houres betore the 
Treaſon ſhould haue bene executed , was it 
fully diſcouered. 

On the «. of Nouember, being the time 
when the Traitors expected that their devi- 
liſh practiſe ſhould have taken efte&, they 
conuented at Dunchurch vnder colour ot a 
great hunting match, appointed by Sir Ene= 
rard Digby, as being a man of qualitie and ac= 
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compt thereabout, purpoling by this meanes 
to furniſh themſelues with company tortheir 
intended ln(urreion and Rebellion;for that 
men being gathered together, anda tumulr 
ſuddenly raiſed, the Traitors thought, that e- 
uery or moſt ot them would tollow the pre- 
ſent fortune, and be ealily perſwaded to take 
part with them, And that they might eafily 
ſurpriſe the perſon ofthe Lady Elizabeth then 
being ia thole partes , in the L. Harringtons 
houſe. 

Vpoa the 6. ot Nouember , early in the 
Moraing, ( atesby and the ſaid Contederates 
diſpatched Tho, Bates witha Letter to Garnet 
the ſuperiour of the Ieſuites,who was(asthey 
well knew ) then ready at Comton neere vato 
them, earneltly intreating his helpe and a'ft- 
{tance,for the raiſing of IWales,and putting fo 
many as he could into open Rebellion, At 
what time Garnet, and Greenewell (who then 
of purpoſe was there with Garnet) then cer- 
tainely percetuing that the Plot was indeed? 
diſcouered, and knowing themſelucs to bee 
the cluetelt Authors thereof, propheſied the 
ouerthrow of the whole order of theTeſuites, 
laying, That they feared that the diſcoucrie 


and 
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and miſcarrying of this practiſe, would vtter. 
ly vadoe and overthrow the whole Societie 
of the [eſuites. But Greenwel the Iefutte being 
caried with a more violent and hrie ſpirit, po- 
ſteth vp and downe to incite ſuch as he could 
to riſe vp in open Rebellion. And meeting in 
Maſter Abingtons houſe with Fall an other 
Iefuite, aduiteth him the faid Falllikewile ro 
looſe no time,but foorthwith to feeke ro raiſe 
and ſtrre vp ſo many as hee could, But Hall 
feeming todeliberate thereof, whether feeing 
no ende of foraſhan attempt , or fearing by 
that mcanes to bee himſelte-apprehended, 
Teſmond told him that he was a'Flegmatique 
telow, andiaid, A manmay heremfee the 
difference betwixta Flegmatique man ( ſuch 
ashe meant Hallwas ) anda Cholerique, as 
he fayd himſelte was ; And turther added, 
thathe was reſolued to doe his beſt endevors 
for the rayfing of a-Rebellion, vnder this falfe 
pretext and colour, Thatit was concluded 
that the throats ofall the Catholiques in Eng« 


| land{hould be cut. Soperlwading hunfelte to 


incite them to take Armes: for toltand ypon 

their Guard anddcefence;and withthis deviiſe- 

hepoſted away mtotheCounty of Lancaſter:: 
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Afterwards Hall che Iefuit , otherwiſe called 
Oldcorne , being vrged by Humfrey Littleton 
with the euill ſfucceſie o: their mtended Trea- 
ſon,that ſurely God was diſpleaſed and offen- 
ded with ſuch bloody and barbarous courles; 
inſtead of an humble acknowledgement of 
the Iuſtice of God,and a ſence of the wicked- 
nelle of the Treaſon , fell rather Sathanically 
to argue for the iuſtification of the ſame , and 
layd, Yee muttnotiudge the cauſe by the c- 
uent : for the elcuen Tribes of Jjrael were by 
God himſelte commaunded togoe and fight 
againlt Beniamin, yet were they twice ouer- 
throwen. So Lewes of France fighting againſt 
the Turke, his Army was ſcattered, and him- 
ſelte died of the Plague. And laſtly,the Chri- 
{tans defending the Rhodes , were by the 
Turkes ouercome. And thele he applyed to 
the Powder-treaſon,and perlwaded Littleton 
not to iudge it yngodly or valawtull by the 
eucnt, 

Obſerue here a double conſequent of this 
Powder-trealon : 1. Open Rebellion , as 
hath beene ſhewed both-immediatly before, 
and more at Jarge in the former Arraign- 
ment: And tacethat , blaſphemy in Garnet 
the

the Superior ofthe leſuits: for hee hauing li- 
bertie in the Tower to write , and ſendinga 
Letter (which Letter was openly fhewed in 
the Curt before him) toan acquaiutance of 
his in the Gatchouſe,there was nothing ther- 
into bee ſcene but ordinary matter , and for 
certaine neceſlaries: but in the Margent, 
which he made very great and ſpacious , and 
vaderneath, wherethere remained cleane pa- 
Þer,he wrote cunningly with the Iutce of an 
Orenge,or of a Limmon,to publiſh his Inno 
cencie, and concerning hus viage , and there 
denieth thoſe)things which before hee had 
{reely and voluntarily confeſled,and ſaid that 
tor ghe Spaniſh Treaſon,he was ireed by his 
Maicſties Pardon , and as tor the Powder- 
treaſon,he hoped tor want of proofe againſt . 
him,ro auoyd that well cnough : but conclu- 
deth blafh pkemoutly , app| ying the wordes 
which were ſpoken ot our bleſſed Saviour, to 
himſeltegin this damnable Treaſon,and faith, 
Nec. ſſe eſt vt onus homo moriatur pro populo, 
It isneceſlary that one man dye for the peo- 
ple, which words ( aiaphas ſpake of Chriſt. 
Wheremnote his Preuaricationand Equiuo- 
cation:tor before the Ll. Commilsioners, hee 
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truely and treely confeſſed his Treafous , be- 
ing (as himſelte vader his ownehand contel- 
ſc Soveithilozed tantanube teſtium,and yet 
ad fatiendum populum, 10 his Letters whych he 
wrote abroad , hee cleareth himſelte of the 
Povder-treaſon. And thus much concerning 
the rwo! circumſtances. ſubſequent, which 
were Rebellion and Blaſphemy. - 


The Circumſtances concutring , are con- ' 


cerning the perſons. both oftending and 
offended, For the principall perſon often- 
diag here at the Barre , hee 1s, as you haue 
heard,a man of many names, Garnet, Wallye, 
Darcy, Roberts, Farmer Phillips : and ſurely [ 
haue not commonly knowen or obſerged a 
true man,that hath had ſo many falſe Appel- 
lations. Heis by Countrey an Engliſhman, 
by birth a Gentleman , by education a Schol- 
ler, afterwards a Corrector of the Common 
Law Priat , with M. Tottlethe Printer, and 
now 1s to be correted by the Law. He hath 
many, gifts and endowments of nature , by 
Artlearned,a good Linguitt,and by proteſs1- 
on a Teſuite, and a Superior, as 1n deed hee 1s 
Superior to all his predeceſſors m deuiliſh 
Treaſon, a Door of Teſuites , that is, a Do- 
| (or 
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or of fiue-Dd. as: DuSmmulation, Depoitng 
of Princes, Diſpolmg ot Kmgdomes; Daun- 
ting and deterring ot fubiedts, and Deſtructi- 
on. - Their Difsimulation 'appeareth out of 
their doctrine ot Equiuocation. Concerning 
which it was thought fitte to touch fome- 
thing of that which was more copiouſly de. 
luered 1 the tormer Arraignment, -1n. res 
ſpect of the preſence of Garnet there, who was 
the fuperiour of the leſuits in England, con« 
cerriing the treatiſe of Equiuocation {gend 
and allowed by Garnet, and by Blackwell the 
Arch prieſt, wherein vnder theprerext of the 
lawfulnefle of a muxt Cm panes to expreſle 
one part of a mans mind, and retaine ano« 
ther,people are indeed taught not onely fim+ 
ple lying,butfearefull and damnable blaſphe- 
mie. And whereas the Iefuites aske why wee 
conuict and condemne them not tor hereſle; 
itis for that they will equiuocate, and fo can- 
not that way be try edoriudged according to 
their words. 

- Now for the antiquitieot Equiuocation, 
it is indeede very old; within little more then

The Proceedmps againſt 
becn condemned,and then by the comman- 
dement of (onftantine the Emperour ſent n- 
to Exile , was bythe ſaid Emperour vpon in- 
ſtant interceſsion for hun, and promiſe of his 
tuture coutormitieto the Nicexe faith, recal- 
led againe: who returning home, and having 
before crattily ſet downe 1n writing his here- 
ticall belicte,and purit into his bolome when 
he came into the preſence of the Emperour, 
and had the Nicene faith proponnded vnto 
him, and was thereupon asked, whether hee 
thei did indeede, and fo conſtantly would 
hold that faith ;hee (clapping his hand vpon 
bis boſome where his paper lay) anſwered & 
vowed that hee did, and fo would conſtautly 
proteſſe and hold that faith ( laying his hand 
on his boſome where the paper of his hetefie 
lay) meanung fraudulently (by wav of Equi- 
uocation) that faith of bis own, which he had 
written and cartd in his boſome. For theſe 
Teſuites , they indeede make novow of ſpea- 
king trueth , and yet even this Equiuocating, 
and lying isa kinde of vachaftuie, againſt 
which they vowand promiſe : For as it hath 
beene ſaid of olde , Cor lingue faderat nature 
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fan#tio, roeluti mm quodam certo (onnubio: Exgo 
cum 
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At the late Mi 9 TH) SQ V- 
cum diſsonent cor &- loquutio,Sermo toncipitur in 
Adalterio, that is , The law and San&tion of 
Naturehath (as it were) married the heart'& 
tongue , by ioymag and knitting of thenato- 
gether in a certaine kinde of marnage ; and 
therefore when rhere-is.'diſcorde betweene 
them two , the ſpecch that proceedes'trom 
them,is ſaid to be concetued im Adultert, 8 
he that breedes ſach baſtard children offends 
againſt Chaſtitie. ' Butnote, the, heaty and 
wotull truit ot this doctrine of Equuiocation; 
Francis Treſham being nere his naturall death 
in the Tower, had ofchatitic his wite penmit-

The obſeruations are many, and onely in 
a word to be touched. The fit is, thatin the 
Spaniſh treaſon betore mentioned, and this 
Powde: treaſon , there was the ſame order, 
cauſe and ende. The order was, fir{t to deale 
by ſecret practiſe and Treaſon, and then by 
torce and inuafion. The cauſe which they pre= 
tend was the Romiſh Catholique Religzon, 
The end was the finalldeſtruction ofthe roy- 
all ſucceſsion, yea euen Occidereregnum, to 0- 
uerthrow and diffolue the whole kingdome.

Malcdittus illorum furor quia pertinax , & 
indignatio quia dara: Which curſe in a more liucly 
maner(if poſible it be) then the very fatt u (elfe, 
ſuites the compariſon. For who knowcth nor, 
that when malice taketh hold of humour anly, as 
fire doerh of ſtraw, though it cauſe a great blaze 
at the firſt kindeling , yet it is quickly ſpent, and 
onely.the ſmoake remaines _ #5 when ictaketh 
hold of conſcience, as fire doeth of ſteele , 2uod 
tarde acquiſiait dis retinet,then ſuch marks are mo- ' 
numents. Touching the utle which Jacob be- 
ſtowerh for their labors, calling them Yaſa iniqui. 
tats bellantia, I may proteſt to both you and 
Greenwell, and all they thatwere priute to this ac- 
curſed plot , deſerue this ſhle ypon better ground 
then Simeon and Lewi: by ſo much as your indig- 
nation compared with theirs by due circumſtan- 
ces,was by infinit degrees durzor , more hard then 
theirs, For though ” feate(Gods name be prai- 
ſed)were not fully wrought; yet you know , A.

By the courſe and re- 
courſe oftimes and accidents wiſe men obſerue, 
that very ſeldome hath any miſchicuous attempg 
bene vadertaken for diſturbance of a State, with- 
out the counſell and aſsiſtance of a Prieſt, in the 
firſt, in the middle, orlaſt ate ofthe Tragedie : 
and that all along with ſuch a Chorus of confede- 
rates to entertaine the ſtage, while the lies and 
fortunes of great Princes being ſet vypon the ten- 
rerhookes,haue put all in hazard, For while Moy- 
ſes ſtoode in conference with - God vpon the 
Mount, his brother Aero impatient (as for the 
moſt part Churchmen are in their deſires)ofpau- 
ſes or delayes, fell inſtantly to mould and wor- 
ſhip the golden Calfe, to their Commaunders 
vexation and Gods diſhonour. CAdbiathar was 
condemned for complotting with the Sunamite, 
and Toab Lieutenant Generall agatnſt his Souc- 
raigne, VVith what diſtemper and diforder ſome 
Prieſtes haue rocked the cradle of the Churches 
infancicin rayſing hereſies(the ſeeds of fattions) 
onely tothat ende , no man can be ignorant, that 
hath run ouer the Churches Hiſtories. 
Wil. Conq, Oas Biſhop of Bayor Was impriſoned by his 
brother the firſt William , asa ſtirrer of Sedition, 
Wi',Rufus. and after conſpired with Robert Earle of Mor- 
taigne , to depoſe his ſonne, againſt whom alſo 
Geffrey Biſhop of Conſtance fortified in aftuall re- 
bellion the Caſtle of Briſtoll, The captiuitie of 
the 
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the Lyon- hearted Rrchard, Champion of the holy rich. 
watres , Was by the praQſc of Sawericus Bilhop of 
Bache, Geruas the great Preacher'entred with 
Lewa the French Kings ſonne, purpoſing to root Tohn 
vp the race of our Kings, and to plant himſelte 
and his progenie. Of the rebellious armic that IP 
vſurped againſt Henry 3.the title of Exercyturm Dei & 
(alchou oh by the Popes Legate, repurati ſunt jfily 
Belial ) Clerici fautoreserant, ſayth the Monke of 
Cheſter, For Conſpiracy _ the firſt Edward Edw.2, 
was the Archb.of Cant.cxiled the Kingdom, And 
betore that 1/abe/the wife of the ſecond durſt vn- 
dertake the plot of depoſing her husband by a 
damnable deuice,for the rayfing of her ſonne, ſhe 
ſent in a packe of Preachers poyloned withpreiu. 
dice againſt the preſenc State,to prepare the peo- 
ples mindes by falſe ſuggeſtions, to the change 
Which was intended to follow. And Adam ae Or- 
lcton Biſhop of Hereford that was the firſt deuiſer, 
continued the chiefeſt teeder of that diſſention 
betrweene the husband and the wite,taking occa- 
fion 1n a Sermon preached at Oxford, in the pre- 
ſence of the Queene,and all the rebels, yponthat 
rext of the Scripture, Caput meu doleo,to expreſie 
by deprauation of his lawfull Soueraigne, how 
many miſchiefs grew to the Common wealth by 
a corrupted head that goucrned them. For ay- 
ding the enemies of Edw.3. Was the Biſh,of Here- 
ford arraigned. . And the chaplaineof:VVat Tyler Rich. 2. 
that aduiſed his Chieftaine: (as youM:Garnet did 
your followers) to deſtroy all the Clergic & Ne- 
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bilitic, was Balla Maſle prieſt. With Glouſters 
Duke againſt his Soucraigne Richard, was O/rwold 
Biſhop of Gallaway the chiete complotcer. Prieſts 
and Friers they were that ſuborned a falſe Richard 
againſtthe fourth Henry, whereof cight being Xi- 
nors,Were hanged at Trborne : And Mandelen him- 
ſclfe that rooke vpon him the habit and perſon of 
the King,wasa Prieſt alſo to keepe them compa- 
nic. Scroope the wn of Yorke, for com- 
plotting a Conſpiracie with the Earle of Nor- 
thumberland againſt the ſame King,loſt his head 
for his labour, Beaerley an anoynted Prieſt, not 
to be behinde ſome other of his fellowes in theſe 
ſeditious attempts,conſpired againſt the fift Hey« 
rie, With the Lord Cobham lir Tohn Oldcaſtle. 

I hauec feene the Copic ofa learned and wiſe 
Letter, written by Biſhop Chicheley , a Prelate of 
your owne, Chancellour to that King , grauely 
aduiſing him to beware of admitting a ; pond 
re{ident in rhe Realme, in reſpe of the ſharpe 
cffeCts by ſtirres that hauc been rayſcd in former 
times by perſons of chat habit, poynting as it 
were to Henry Beauford, who afterward was both 
Author and Ator ofmoremiſchiefe then almoſt 
could be cxpetted or feared. 

They were Pricſtes and Friers that in the firſt 
of Edwardthe fourth conſpired with 7eſper Earle 
ofPembroke, and were afterward attaznted and 
exccuted by Ate of Parliament. 

Do@or Shaw was a Pricſt , whom Richard the 
chird made the Trumpet at Payles Croffe of his 
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wrengfull claime, againſt the rightfull poſſeſſion 


of his innoceat nephewes. 
That Impoſtor thar ſuborned Lambert, to take 1g, ,, 
vpon him the Perſon , and vſurpe theright ofthe 
Duke of Yorke, againſt the blefled Vnion of the 
two Roſes, was a Pricſt in Irefand. VV herein I 
note, that as a Prieſt would then haue foreſtalled, 
ſonow two Prieſts, Greenwell and Garnet would 
haue cur off the Vnion, Hee was a Monke of Henr.8. 
Henton that intiſed the Duke of Buckinzham by (c- 
ducing hopes , to the ruine of as greata Houle as 
any ſubicCt in Exrope (bearing notthe ſurname of 
a King)can demonſtrate: whereof both I receine 
a wound, and all that deſcend ofhim. 
I fpeake not of thoſe Popes, that exerciſing 
more the ſword of Paul with paſsion, then the 
keyes of Peter with inftrution , haue bene kind- 
lers of great broyles : Nor of the three powerfull 
Cardinalles , Yorke, Lorraine,and Arras 1n our age, 
that during their times were not much anſwera- 
blefor ſloth or idlenefſe , whatſocner they are 0+ 
therwiſe for timeill imployed , being perſons of 
great ſpirit and too great attinitic : Norofthofe 
Churchmen , that by their do&rine in the Pulpit 14, Reg. 
and ſubſcriprion of hands to trayterous decrees, 
embaſed the rwo daughters of King Henry the 
eight , both before and after the death of King 
Edward the fixt, for ſatisfation to theprideand 
ambition ofan aſpiring humour. 
I paſſe ouer the brainficke oppoſition of Knox Mar.Reg, 


and Goodman , againſt the two renowmed Ma- Scoq, 
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ries, both Qucenes of Scotland, Regent and In- 
heretrice in our dayes : Nor of the fieric rripli- 
citic of Ballard,Clarke, and [at{on , of Which num- 
ber,the firſt praQtiſed the ſlaughter ofthe Queene * 
deceaſed; the other rwo of the King our Soue- 
raigne. I rip notvp the complots of Sergixs the 
Moake, to bring the Turke into the Empire of 
the Eaſt : Nor ofthoſe falſe prophets, that eſtabli- 
ſhed the race of Xarif in Barbarie, My only drift 
and purpoſe is , to compare former praCtiſes with 
thelateattempt (though farre exceeding and ſur- 
mounting all chat went before)ro make true ſub- 
ies ſee tor rhe better triall and examination of 
ſpirits,that as well ſome Prieſts in Chriſtendome, 
as thoſe Say that were Chaplaines to Mars at 
Rome1n the reigne of 1dolatry , tooke delight by 
firs in toſsing firebrands from campe to campe, 
for the inflammation of cuil affeftions and worſe 
praQtiſes. But the circle of a Crowne Imperiall 
cannot be ſouldered, ifitonce recciue the ſmal- . 
Icſt cracke, Sinewes that are cutin ſunder, can 
neuer knit : neither is ir poſsible that there ſhould 
be integralis unit. in ſolutione contingt. I will there- 
fore conclude this point with the grauc and lear- 
ned iudgement of Sozomep , an ancient Writer of 
the Church Primitiue, Yninerſam accidere in Sacer- 
dotum diſciays jut Reſpablica motibus et turbis agitetur: 
that it happens generally in the diſſentions of 
Priefts,that the Common wealth ir ſelfe is ſhaken 
with the conuulſions of conſpuracie. 
Ic is yery probable, M. Gernez , that the late 
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Queenes,in caſe the thread of her worne life could 
haue beene ſpunne furtheron toward thele miſtic 
dayes, (that haue ſomewhar ouercaſt the bright- 
neſſe of your entiling hopes vpoa the ſerhing of 
this State in the ſuccelsi0 of ſo rarea King\ſhould 
haue run ſome ſtrange hazard both of her State 
and Pcrſon, among your Myncs and Powder 
traines (hauing in deede imbrued her Sword in 
the blood of ſome choiſe perſons of your ſocicrie 
by the warant of her Lawes3) Suace this ſweete 
Prince our Soucraigne , thar before his comming 
alwaies wrote his Lawes in milke, and cuer ſince 
hath bene very carcfullnor ro write in blood, can 
thus hardly either by his owne gracious deſerts, 
or his Councels inceſſant care, bee ſecured from 
the ſhambles, TI haue not read,ncither docTI be- 
 leeue, that the murther of any Anoynted King 
hath bin accounted in any Religious or iuſt age, 
_ Eitheranafe of Proweſle, ora ſteppe ro Martyr- 
dome, TI could not haue thought, without this 
demonſtration of proofe , that any man had bin 
left in the world fince the death of George Bucha- 
nan,to proclaime prices forthe ſlaughter aſivell 
of Kings as of tygers. Butifit Were not vnpol- 
ſible (which now I finde with gricte ofheart)for 
any one ſparke of Loyaltie to liucin an Ocean of 
immoderate and cxorbitant affefions ; ſurely I 
ſhould haue expefed from you and your friends 
M.Garnet, effeftes of better anclinations toward 
ſo milde & gracious a Prince, asneuer ſcarcherh 
vicers butwWith a ſhaking hand , and in ſearching 
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all, hath a more carneſt deſtre, yon inaentire quod 
querit , quam inuenire quod puniat. For, to ſpeake 
rrueth wichour flattery , (Which Iabhorre as the 
canker of all generous and worthy mindes) haue 
not both you and yours receiued and enioyed 
many fauours from the King, which tn all likeli- 
hood were not in the laſt time to bee looked for ? 
Would thelate 2weexe,thinke you, haue beſtow- 
ed honour by taying the {word of Kmghthood 
vpon the heads of ſo many Catholichs, as , © King 
hath done ſince his entrance? Would the ©nweene 
hauc allowed vntoall,or any of the Reenſarts rhat 
free kinde of accefle both to-her Perſoa., orto-her 
Courr,which the King hath done (not onely vp- 
eniuſt occaſions, but tor their comfort)andin cf- 
fect, attheirpleaſure , without making any ſepa- 
ration betweene thoſe, that before his com- 
ming falutedithe faire promiſe of his hopetull 
day, and' others chat would haue preuented-it ? 
Was not the gate of Tuſttice opened Trotano Ti- 
rioque to: Proteſtants and Cortholicks ahke, with 
that indifferent and'cquall regard, that i hath bin 
ſince to che fhurting vp: of thoſe 'monthes- that 
were moſt mutmous ? VVas the late: 2urene (9 
confidentin. the fidelitie of any Catholicks , as to 
employ them withour diſtruſt to- forraine Prin- 
ces in Embaſsie? VVould the 9xeene have called 
the chicte Catholicks toher Counſel board, that 
vpon the laying open of their juſt complaints, 
they: might hauc redreile with: favour? Might 
te Recuſants of beſt hauiour and countenance 
E 1 
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in thelate Qeenestime, line in their owne Coun- 
tries, diſpoſe of their Eftares. and Tenants , and 
enioy their pleaſures , without any other mul 
then the former Lawes had layd on them? Vas 
it free for Recuſants in thoſe dayes , that had bin 
caſt behinde in arrerages(for want ofanſwering 
their payments in due tine to the Crowne) to 
compound with a Commiſsion diretted onely te 
that ende, almoſt for what tearme and art whar 
rates he might beſt ſatiſhe? Did the compalsion 
ofthe late Dueene cxtende fo farre in fauour of 
Recuſants , as to pur them in poſſefion of their 
Whole ſtates , drawen out of he Farmers handes 
vpon due proofe made of ſpoile , withour furcher 
demaund ofany other contribution or taxation 
then the Law limitted? Vas it any part of the 
late 9 ucenes care, to giue order for thechaſtiſc- 
mentof Informers and Meſſengers, that praycd 
ypon the proſtrate fortunes of Recuſants with 
harder meaſure then the iuſtice of the State war- 
ranted ? Was it free for Subicfts of all affteQtions 
and Religions (during the late Pueeneslite) that 
delighted inthe warres, to ſerue what Prince or 
State ir pleaſed them , without ctther exception 
or puniſhment > Did the late time leaueittothe 
choice of yong gentlemen that had licence to tra- 
uaile, during - time oftheir abode in forraine 
partes, to frequent what places, Courts or com- 
panies they would , without yeelding an account 
at thcir returne of their aduenturing ? Had it bin 
poſlibleto haue drawen from the late Queere ei- 
en a

cher reſtitutions or penſions for the maintenance 
ot Recuſants, in reſpe& of ſeruice done to ante- 
cellors or anceſtors? Was the late ®reene as 
cautious & tenderin forbcaring to take the liues 
of Pricſts and Je{uites vpon the point of Summuns 
Ins,before ſhe were made acquainted by the Ind- 
ges throughly with the ſtatc of their cuidence? 
Was any Magiſtrate cuer called to his anſwere 
for procecding in cold blood againſt a Pricft, that 
for want of meanes to procurea Pardon, had bin 
kept 1n priſon fince the time of the Qucene decea- 
fed? Was thelate ©ucene cuer pleaſed , that in 
the Pardon penerall atthe clofing vp of the Par- 
liament, Prieſts and {7eſaites ſhould bee compriſed 
in the liſt, and among others you and Greexewell, 
thar at the firſt opening of the ſpringreſorted thi- 
ther with as violent a thirſt as cuer you did to 14- 
bile ; and yet in recompenſe thereof ſince. that 
time , haue bin well content thar the diſtributor 
ot {o great a portion of grace and bountie,ſhould 
be blowen vp by your Boutefedux? A man would 
thinke 1n Iikelihood, that both you, and all they 
that were incouraged and warranted in this At- 
tempt by you, hauthg receiued atthe hands of ſo 
gracious a King ſo many talents in a Royall kind 
of truſt , ſhould rather haue ſtudied by your beſt 
endeuours toencreaſe the ſtocke,then to leſle the 
principall, by burying yourtalent vnder ground 
among the powder works,efpccially confidering 
that ourKing 15 not hke'the other mentioned in 
S. Luke, homo auſterus qui tolit quod non poſuit, et me- 
WH 
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tit quod non ſeminat: but rather deſirous With 3oy- 
fesro be raced our ofthe booke oflite ; with Paul 
ro be made Anathema for common good of thoſe 
Subiects thatliue vader him, Our Royall Ma- 
ſer trauailes notas the other d1d,zn /onzringuam re- 
gionem vt accipiat regnum , 1nto aforraine region 
tro obteine a kingdome, but brought a Kingdome 
wich him out of the next Fegion to ours, that 
hereafter we may liue wnanzmes, that hauc beene 
ſo long ſcucred and diuided in fraternitie, Bur 
ſuch are the qualities ofmany men,and eſpecially 
of you and your complices in this complor , that 
as one ſaith, Non tam azant gratias de Tribumatn, 
quam queruntur quod non ſunt eactt inConſulatum. 
But when you , or any manof your afte&tion and 
humour ſhalbe able ourof quinteflence of wir , or 
poſitions of State, or grounds of common ſence 
to prooue, thata Prince as oppoſire to your reli- 
gion as you areto! his, and that'vowes to (et yp: 
his whole reſt and aduenture not onely of all his 
Crownes but of his Life and Succeſsion , vpon 
thoſe principlesof Faith (which hee hath ſucked 
from his 1nfancie with his nurces milke)to take 
a milder courſe. with'the Catbefikes then hechath 
hitherto-done, withonr offenceorfcandaleto the 
tender conſcience of his- owne” Church, which 
he doth chiefly regard, I will acknowledge that 
you had- more reaſor- to: bemoane your (elues 
(which is the furtheſt periot of a Sabutts pow 
er) then((as your' caſeisg now) Tcan-admur; loos 
Ling into ſhadry circumſtances of perilt with a 
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ſingle eye, Which 1s nether daſelſed with ſelfe 
louc, nor diſtrated by ſlight apparance. For 
though you may perhaps conceiue, that there 
wanted ſomWhat to the fu] meaſure of your vaſte 
deſires; yetallmen know that you preuailed farre 
abouec the likelihoode of any reaſonable hope: 
Which may moue youto call to minde with more 
cuenly poized thoughts, that iudgement ofa wiſe 
author , that inter voluptates tam numeratur id quod 
habcs ,quam id quod ſþers: a good rule fora per- 
gerſe 1nrerpreter. | 

The quicke ſand vpon which you plant the 
great Artillery of your ſentences and decrees a- 
vainſt the States and perſons ofall Princes that 
ſquare not with your rules, I rake to bethatidle 
umpreſsten, racher then true ſuppoſition of a cer- 
taine kindeof prerogattue thought to bee left by 
our Saujourto his Spouſe the Church in depoſiro, 
for the depolſing of Princes , vpon conuition of 
contumacie,from their Seatof gouernment. For 
as the great Philoſophers conclude the whole 
world to be compoſed of three certaine concur- 
rent principles, that is, Matter, Forme,and Priua- 
tion , holding the laſt ofthe three to bee rather a 
principle of tranſmutation then of eſtabliſhment: 
Solikewiſe the Schoolmen within theſe laſt fixe 
hundred yeeres , haue dragged into the diſcipline 
ancw kinde of priuation alſo beſide the matter, 
(which is the flocke)and the forme whichis the 
gouecrnment. And this priuation hath yndoub- 
tedly meramorphoſed as many Statesand Poli- 
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cies as the other hath done ſhapes and figures , if 
cither the complaints of Maicſtie, or the ſmart of 
patience may be accounted of in our audic, I con- 
fteſle with the woman of Samaria, that this VVell 
is not onely deepe, but that I want the bucker, 
Which from ſuch a Well may be fit to draw : for 
eucry plummet is not for cuery ſound, nor cucry 
line for cucry keuell; neither is it poſſible out of 
eucry blocke to carue Mereary: but yerinceitis 
confeſſed by Robert IVinter, Rookwood, Guy Faxl x, 
and others, that their error in beleeuing this con- 
cluſion vpo the warrant ofa learned man (which 
as appeareth now, was your ſelfe) hath been the 
_ cauſe, and the ſtrongeſt motiue of theit 
arall faulr ; ſince in like fort,  agreeth ficly with 
my deſire to reduce as many of thoſe filly erring 
ſheepe that followed b/olom, [ed corde ſemplice, 
& penitus cauſam ignorantes, as | can from your 
acheldama,or ager ſanzuinis,(contidering how ma- 
ny Prieſts haue praiſed m theſe late yeeres to- 
ſound points of war) it were as meete that ſome- 
What were ſet downe for confutation, as for cau- 
tion: and therefore I haue bin the more wiling 
to cngage'my zealc and duery;,. though perhaps 
Sr—— meaſure of my-ſtrength , vpon-this ar- 
gument , et quantum inme eft, to ſhake the whole 
foundatron of future conſpiracies, 
Bur before thar I prepare my ſelfe to: this-ens 
colter,orthart Lenterintorhis narrow liſt, (wher- 
in I expe& as many aduerſaries as there bee men 
that haue humours tolimir or to. conquer —_ 
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1hold my ſelfe bound in ducty as well as drawen 
by method, ro Wipe away that weake excuſe 
which you make of your diſloyall heart, in publi- 
ſhing this doGrine of curbing, ſuſpending,or de- 
poling Princes of high eſtate , vpon this ground 
onely , that1v forteine parts you found it neither 
ſcucrely raxcd, nor capially puniſhed. Tolergo 
that Maxime Which binde; all forts of SubicQs ro 
frametheirafions rather to the law ofrie Coun- = 
rey Whercin they. liuc,, then whercin rhey wan- 

der ; and likewiſe the great improbability ot io 
grofle ignorance in your ſelfe, and your triends, 
as not to take notice ofa poyntof State lo deep- 
ly riuired in all the Courcs of Iuſtice withia the 
Realme; I muſt tell you furcheralſo, that Prin- 
ccs feare not thoſe fires which are kindled in for- 
raine States , befote that ſome (parke light either 
vpon their neighbours houſes, or their awne pa- 
laces. Idle lookerso0n;; and frankeaduenturers 
haue not anequall-ſenſc of the danger, which the 
ſhippes and veſſels richly freighred endure at the 
ſea, cither by fdlſc pirats , or foule weather. uz 
{ani ſunt, accordingto your conſtruftion of Sane- 
14s, M.Garnet, nec medics egent, nec metuunt med- 
cinam.Theivearcs arc very dull,and vnapt to mu- 
ſike,that cannotkeepe rime when forrune plaics, 
and all ſorts of Inſtruments are ſerin one key to 
make full hatrfonie.-:.So long docth the great 
brood Henclocke her chickens,as ſhe takes them 
to be hers; bur ifoncethey flic from the prote- 
Qtion and fafe defence of her wings, hemaigrth 
them 


chem asaptay tothe Puttocke. Iwill ſearch no 
further then our ownetime for ſatisfahs in this 
poyar, how farre Princes would bee paticnr in 
caſerhcy were as violently purſued and plyed as 
che King our Soucratgne hath bene, cchen by ob. 
ſcruing what kinde ot obcdicnce hath bene per- 
formed by ſome of that ranke when-rthey were 
ſhot wich the ſame arrowe.” For many men are 
very ſlackein making hueandcry after the theete 
that ſtealeth-1h2ir ne1ghbours goods ,Whach are 
very forward to fly with the wings of an-Eagle, 
when they find chemſelues prefledin their owne 
particular... Et hic fi faerint ſentient aliter, and in 
like'cales wiſe men out of experience reſort to 
like'remedies, |: Furre 
Burifthere be no drugs in your ſhop to purge 
that ſhatpchumor, that hath bene the cauſe of (o 
many burning fcaucrs,& diſtempers in this State; 
then.your Diacatholicen , I may tell you plainely, 
thar1rſtrines fo much againſt the ſtamack ofthe 
Kung and workethvponnatace with that vio- 
tenceandlothſomneſle, as he docth rather chuſe 
rofcelethiepaine,thentake thepill, and ro endure 
theworſtofthe'diſcaſe;rhen tor make the beſt vic 
of that remedy: Inthiscaſe heewittruſt his owne 
receipts thar are madefamiliar by time and vſe; 
leauing other Princes to their ownefree choile, 
whichmay makeal drugsto.tafteintheir mouths 
like-Menze,thatis agreeable ro their owne ap» 
petite.

Recordsy-toinquireofrany:Pro- | 
cellc or Sentence broughrouerfrom Rome into 
this land ſe znconſulto, Withourhis priuicie, It ap- 
peareth againe inthetime of Edward the third, all 
the Ports werelayd for imerceprion of Bulles by 
the Kings order. - To:the Archbiſhop of Raven- 
»4 was graunted a:ſafe.Condutt at his'comming 
into England, by rhe ſarne King, with this pro- 
uifo, that hee ſhould onely report, Santas Pape 
exhortationes, but ncitherſend our Proceſle, nor 
giue ſentence, ix Corone & Regni preiudicinm, Tr 
was notlawtul in thoſe dayesto-bringin any let- 
ters either from the Pope, or any forraine Prince, 
withoutimparting them firſt ro the Chancellour, 
crthe Warden ofthe Quing, Porruam, Whichih 
time of the beſt correſpondence, as ir feemes to 
me,imples weake confidencie.” &awardrhethird 
gaucinſtruions to certain noble men that were 
to treat of a peace with-Fraxce,in the preſence of 
the Pope, to proceed with great caution, that is, 
not r1anguam coram Tadite ſea ceoram privats _ L 
and not as mn faura/iadicy, ſedamitabilites. When 
the Scots Would hanehadall differences between 
both Kingdomes,referred to the conſcience and 
diſcretionot the Pope,:the Peeres of England vt- 
rerly refuſed roginerheir aſſene,choughthe kings 
ownefacil:itic ſhould incline {o far; beeante their 
King as they vouched,; was nor-to: make his an- 
fwercinmarters of that quality beforeany Tudge 
What- 
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wiharſocner vel Eccleſiaſtico, vel Seeulars, cirhes 
Eccleftafticall, or Secular, -To bee ſhart, theſe 
ſparkvoficlouſtc.were ſo far kindled beeween the 
church of Rome, & our anceſtors informer c1mes, 
although they were no Lutherans nor Hugenotes, 
(as our countreymenaretearmed in theſe dayes) 
but as Catholickes according to the Romane Cate- 
chiſme : that an order was\ſerdowne by the w1(- 
dome of the State, that the Popes ColleQor at his 
firſt arriuall on our coaſt, ſhould (weare ſolemn- 
ly to be faithfull ro his Crowne, to attempt no- 
thing to the Kings preiudice,or m diſgrace of the 
lawes eſtabliſhed, to put none of the Popes orders. 
in execution,to the weakening ofthe Kings pre- 
rogatiue : todcliuer no mandates orletters from 
the Pope, before they had bene viewedand allows- 
ed by the Councell ofthe King:towritenothing 
to the Pope from hence, without the Kings leaue: 
to deale no further inthe buſineſſe of Benefices 
then the Priuy Councell ſhould allow:-nor with- 
out the Kings priute Seale te depart out of the 
kingdome.. 
Theſe poyntsaretender,, and ſuch as during 
peace; Were neuer offred by the Kings of England 
roche miniſters of any other forrein-Prince,& yet 
we read -of no-ſuch inueQmes or decrees againſt 
Prince and Stare, as in our dayesare.ordinaric. 
Other Peinces in like manner Rood vpon their: 
guard and-with like circumſpeRtion,asisendenr: 
by Philiplebeea the FrenchtKing, who being ad- 
uertiſed of the Popes peremptory proceeding vp- 
68.3 on 
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on the commirting ofa'Bilhbop forcuill wordsa® 
painſt Himſclfe, inquired of all his Pectes dortr 
Eccleſiaſticall and'Temporall,” 'at x publike con- 
ucntion how fatre heemight reſt affuredotrhicir 
fidelitic & loyaltie notwithſtatiding; thar decree, 
who anſwered, Ynanmri conſenſu ſe illins ranium- 
modo eſſe beneficiarios,and that whar Pope or poren- 
tate ſoctierdurſt aduenture copurdurhis hornes, 
or to raiſchiscreaſt by - Ir to his Royall 
prerogatiue,they would live and diewirth him. - 

Tf Princes that were abſolutely Catholtkes,; ac- 
cording to the Remare liſt, thar weredire&ed by 
one Canon,tuncd by one wreſt, obedienrtto the 
voyce of one high Shepheard; and berweene 
Whomand the Pope there was but cor w/1um 3 arr 
mv, found fo iuſt cauſeantd ſo great reaſon; 
(norwithſtanding vnion in points ofconſiente; 
and orders of conformitic ) to be tender and fuf- 
picious of their Temporall preropaciue , and to 
caſt a warchfall eyc vpon the 'Popes encroaching 
ſteppes, in quarters that perteined neither to the 
Churchyard, nor the Church : how much more 
icalous ought true SubieRs and ſworne ſeruants 
inour dayes to be of that Princes ſtate, whobe- 
ingas the caſe ſtandeth now,ſuſteined and fed by 
another roote,direfted by the yoyce of other Pa- 
{tors,andas careful toreforme;zas his Anreceſſors 
roconforme;whilerheyſayled by znother Com: 
paſſe, and'vpon another coaſt? And whofoener 
willnorbee inſtrutedby the Recordes; Hethitn' 
ſcarch mthe'Vaultes, and thePowder-rtaities of 
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the Parliament. Ifin thetime of Hepry'the (e- 
cond, (who touching point of conſcicce was obe- 
dientiſsimus Eccleſia filize,) Vintan the opus Legard 
was preciſely ſifted and examined by the Biſhops 
of Ely and (Vinchefter, hat were of his owne pro- 
felsion,and ware the ſame badge) by what war- 
rant he durſt preſume co land withour ſpecial Li- 
cence from: the King : and therefore gaue othe 
in Verbo weritatss , to doc nothing againſt the 
Kings authoritie ; How much more watchfull 
and reſerued ought this Stateco bee, in admir- 
tmg Greenwell, Hall, and Garnet with their Buls or 
Cenſures , in Regis &>Corone pr aiuditium Without 
inquiſition or ſearch,ſince their endeis not as be- 
fore, implere manums, tofill the hand; bur toreple- 
niſh the Churchyard, and to-ſtirre vp-all concei- 
ted or diſconented'men, to-thetaking of Armes 
againſt their lavyfall and redoubred Soucraigne 
King lowes? And though the Pope hewing him- 
felfe (10 this point ) more moderate anddiſcreete 
then other of his predeceſſors, hath not as yercar 
offthe King formally as a withered or vnfruirfull 
branchzyetto their precypitate and brainfick gid- 
dinefſe nt was thought ſafficient,as Gay Faux and 
others did confefſe, rhat the Pope on Maundie 
thurſday cenſures Schiſmatikes in general, (though, 
the molt tdrctous(amongthe Schoolemen) Di- 
uines and 'Canoniſts of rhcir part, hold direftly 
4d oppoſiram, and darenotwarrant any conſcrence 
according to the rules of their owne diſcipline ) 
by-rhar ceoſure whick wee may probablycon- 
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ceiue tobemore narratiuethen aQue ,inreſpet 
the proceſle followes not. This recard cocerning 
Henry the+2, drawes, tomy memory ameſlage 
of the ſame cffe& ſent toi'a Scottiſh Legate by 
lexander the King of Scorland after that time : 
For itis true, that Legate purpoling to ſeſle cuc- 
ry pariſh at foure Markes of filuer, and cucry 
Monaſteric in that Kingdome, at tweaty times 
ſo much , for the ſupply of maintenance to the 
warrcsin the holy Landg, was commaunded by 
King Alexander , antra Regni fixes comſjſtere 3.0 
ſtay vpon the borderof the Reahne, &-per liters 
mandata exponere , and by letter te deliver his 1n+ 
ſtru&jons3 for ncither Scotlardconld fprbeare gr 
ſpare ſo great a ſummeas the. .Legare would ex+ 
att, neither (-albcit the Realme could ) yax 
his meaning vvas to ſendeitbyſavnlucky,a me(- 
ſcnger asthe Legate yvasz complayning that he 
had bio: xobbcd of che money garhered.in fot+ 
raine States before, to the loſſe;both ofhis owng 
labour, and the charities of athet Catholikes, In 
concluſion, a faire ofterwas made of men for en- 
creale of ſtrength ;: which was not rhe. Legares 
ayme,bur of no treaſure-to fill coffers,which was 
the chiefeſt ende : andathouſand Markes were 
ſcatto the Popeas ameore beneuolence , which 
ſealed vp thedritr and purpoſe of this Ambaſzie; 
This anfwere was excecdingly commended by 
the King of England , quiidemexpertus ſapichat, 
who hauing taſted ofrhe ſame cup, grew wiſe,as 
Lfinde by Hefor Boetiye a Romanc Catholike. I 
Yalt'2 mcanc 


meatie hor in this place toinfett oraddethe iudg- 
ment of a Scottiſh Biſhop , that theſe kinde of ex- 
ations were tyrannie ; aduiſing further all that 
Seatein a full conuention , that theLegare might 
not onely be ſent away empry handed, (and with 
like ſucceſſe to thoſe which as the Propher (ayes, 
Doymierunt ſomnum ſuum , & nihil invenerunt viri 
diutiarum in manibas ſai) but further that an Ate 
might po in that aſſembly,to cut off all ſuch er- 
rands by prouifionall accord , as might in fururo 
tend to the States impoueriſhment : which was 
vniuerſally agreed and determined, 

I did very well approue,and was glad to heare 
the diſtinQron ahÞdifference which yourmade in 
one part of your ſpeech, betweene the king our 
ſoucraigne{that was nener ſwathed in the bands, 
nor dannced in the lappe of the Romane Church) 
and other Princes Romane Catholikes , that were 
firſtincorporared by vnion, and after caſt offfor 
their contumacie : For thisis ſomewhat, though 
I hold it not to bee ſufficient. And beſide that, 
every graine in meaſure is well gotten at your 
hand. that held the ballance ſo vneuenly and vn- 
ſtedily : that paſſage alſoof S. Paul, prohibiting 
the Church, or at the leaſt confeſs1ng himſelte 
prohibited to indge thoſe gui forss ſunt, as you re- 
pure the King mclincd to tharſide , which your 
owne admiſsion and expoſition doth beare. But 
as it is vnpoſkible for any man that is not a per- 
feft Gileadite , withour liſping to pronounce Shib- 
boleth, howſocuer otherwiſe they drunke water 
H h curuaths 
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curaatks genibus ; ſo the milchiete is, that you flee 
roo ſuddenly from chat foundation which your 
owne hands had faſtened,and vpon the queſtion 
asked , What you would thinke gf any {ſentence 

rivatiue, proceeding from the Pope agaiaſt our 
Kio g,1n cale cither this man, or any ſucceſſor of 
his ſhould. heereafter take any courſe diftering 
from that moderation which hath bene vied hi- 
therro, your yocales or vowels yvere changed in- 
to mutes, your demonſtrations,into doubts, and 
your eloquence into ſo deepe fzlence, as the pa(- 
ſing bel mighthaue bin rolled for a manſfoiquick- 
ly. ſtricken ſpeachleſſe with one demaund , / to 
make your, laſt reſlament, Ys unsſqu:ſq;T beophra- 
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It now remaines,thatin diſcharge of promile, 
and for ſatisfation ro curioſitic, I make it cleare 
by.the faireſt enidence, the moſt pure and vacor- 
rupted Witneſſes, and With the ſhorceſt cur:that 
my compaſlcin ſo vaſte an Ocean wil admit,that 
none of the Patriarks beforethe Law,none of the 
Prieſts and Prophets vnder the Law , nor Chriſt 
or his Apoſtles atthelaſt expiring ot the old law, 
nor any of the godly Biſhops that gouerncd the 
Church of.God for the ſpace of one thouſand 
yecres in auditu nouo by the new Law,did cuer ex- 
erciſe,approue orclaime that kind of inrildition 
or any branch oft, that is extended to depriuati- 
on of right, ſuſpenſion from rule, or ſequeſtrati- 
on from royaltic, For this I take to be that Ball 
of Wildcfire , which hath cauſed ſo, great lofſe 
of 
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of liues & States by combuſtion'in Monatchics. 
Before rhe Law, though it' pleaſed God vpon 
the breach 'of his decree ro drive © Adam out of 
Paradiſe (the linely figuteof the Church) that z7 
penam culpe, hee might workefor that/ndore vul- 
tus, Which before ſprung vp' nanirally , beneficis 
Creator@s,yethcelefthim Monarch ofthe vniuer- 
fall world , a courſe farre different from the ma- 
uerof proceeding among many of thoſe Rowan 
Paſtours, which clayming the diſpenſatton and 
diſtribution of $. Perers keyes ki itn haue one- 
ly by the ſtrengrth' and vertue of that ſuppoſed 
warrant,ſoughtypon diſpleaſure,and oftentimes 
cauſa inandits , nor onely to expell great Princes 
our of the ſtate of grace', bur very often allo to 
ſtrip them our of the robes of Maicſty. | 
In the ſequeſtration of vagodly Car, 4 Dei 
facte, from the face or preſence of God (Which 1s 
in effe&t the ſame cenſure Which the Church v- 
ſeth at thisday, tradendo Sathane , becauſc theſe 
two Lordes arc in one Regimentincompurible) 
we read not that immediately vpon the {entence 
this gricuons ſinner was ſer vp for a reprochlull 
marke,whereat either ITuſtice might ſhoot,or Er- 
rour might ayme, as the King our Soucraigne, 
Who hath bene roaned ahdpricked at of late:For 
{o far vvas the prouidence of God from armin 
any creaturei1n this worldto thelcaft harm FT. 
leflerhediſfinheriſoh of Cain, As for fo much as 
concerned lite, he ſer vpon him his ovync marke 
of ſure defence,yvith a ſeven fold curſe againſt a- 
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ny thatſhouldriddehunout of rhe way; and be- 
{ide letr him alarge-ſcope wherin to walke vpon 
his qwne ground "mol! allahe world ouer.:' To 
theſerwo I will onely addea third, which is Efas 
theloſt child, whom (norwithſtanding depriua- 
tion of that heauenly bleſsing,þy which all. Na- 
tionsſhould by the merite of the bleſſed Seede, 
and holy-Couenant, in plenitudine temporis ,, pre- 
fixed by his prouidence bee reconciled to. him- 
ſelfe) yer wee finde that hee was tnlarged in his 
temporall poſle(sion, ſecured in his perſon, and 
iacreaſed far and neerein the wide ſpread of his 
e77566 Nay, that which maketh more to the 
lemiſh and reproofe of our raſh Emperickes, thar 
can hit vpon no other way to curedifeaſes then 
by letting blood, I inferre, and'that vpona ſure 
foundation,that 7acob, Eſaus yonger brother, but 
yet by mercy the true and lawtull heire to the 
promiſe, and the chiefe commaunder after Eſaus 
fall, among the Saints of God, did a Iong time 
after,not only call himDeminum,his lord, which 
the holy Ghoſt approueth by the title which is 
giuen by Sara to = husband, to bea word of 
power: but falling proſtrate in an humble man- 
nerat his feere with words cxpreſstng as great 
loue as reuerence , did reſpe&inely and truely 
honour him : for yondum wvenit hora ; nor many 
thouſand yeeres after, wherein perſons .cxcom- 
municated mult ex conſequente be depriucd of do- 
ounion, rather then left to Gods chaſtiſement. 
Berweene the rootes of Indi and of Lexi by the 
law 
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law of « Meyes, the ſeparations and diſtanecs are 
ſo'wide;as nenther needtocroficanothets walke, 
to incermetidle-with anochers office; orrotxliple 
anothersdignitic.: Befide,I obſerue thatamong 
all the conditions affirmative and negatine, poſitine 
and, prinative , religious and politique, that are cn- 
toyned by:the firſt inſtitution to Kings', thiskind 
of renureholden of Aarop or his ſucceſſors ad pla- 
citum,is neither exprefled inthe graunt, enabroy- 
dered on the skirt, nor cograuen in the ſeate of 
his office; vnlefſe ſome will.argue: that the Kings 
of Iuda Were aſ\vel boundito-ſubmur their Scepter 
to the Priefts direion , as ro receiue the booke 
of the Lav at their hands: though we find thar it 
was entailed by ſtrong Words ro the tribe of lads, 
Without any reſernation. of ſuperintendencie. 
Befide, the plague which God doeth threaten 
With his owne mouth, to ſend Princes in his an- 
ger, and hypocrites propter peccatapopuli tor the 
peoples ſinne, were meerelyidle, if irwereſree 
forvs at al times vpon theſe viſications and ſharpe 
correQions , by the Popes helpe cicher to abate 
our-penance, or to ende our puniſhment , It 1s 
expreſſed and improued in the Scriptures , as 
a portionof the Dinine preropatiue., to chaſtiſe 
Kings; then belike no part of a Prieſtes wriſdi- 
(tion, thatis confined to another element, Per 
Deum regnent Reges , by God they reigne : then 
not at the Popes pleaſure. - Of God onely they 
holde their Crownes and dignities; then not 
bound by Diuinclawes to yeeld vp theirCrowns 
in manss Papales, in feare of proceſſe, as ſome 
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more fearcfully then Royally haue done in other 


ages, Whonthe Popes ſummond them, Froti his 
mouth rhoy receiue their icharge; therefore to 


him onely and no other;they are bound to yeeld 
atuſt account of their Stewardſhip,  Itis ſayd by 
holy 7ob,that Godplaceth Kings in their thrones 
2p perpetuum; then farre from thefe weake teriures 
by.copy of court Roll , atwill, orin Courreſie, 
But ſuppoſe racy waxe violent, and apt to quar- 
rellvpon the pride of their owne ſtrength , who 
ſhall cenſure chem with any preiudice to their E- 
ſtates ? northe Paſtor by Commilſsion, but God 
by prerogattue. Iris the propertic of God him- 
ſelte Regna tranſferre, et conſlituere, if wee belecue 
the Prophet Darniel,and ofno Paſtor vpon earth. 
And hcewill take it foras grear: preſumption in 
any mortall man that caries ſpirrtum in naribus, 
and is but earth and duſt, to call his Vicegercnts 
ro account, as any carthly Prince would eſteem 
in any ordinary Subie& , ro oppoſe or ſtriue a- 
gainſt his Deputies. God giuerk. no commande. 
mentin his Law, for obſeruation whereof wee 
neede to aske lcauc of any Deputic ſubordinate; 
for then were man more abſolute in his cle&i- 
on, then God in his ordinance. The reunerent 
regard which Aaron had of Moyes in reſpect of 
the ciuillftroke,may tender vnto all the ſonnes of 
Ad am (how high or how great ſocuer) that live 
ynder'Kings, aſcale whereby-o take thertruela- 
titudeofa Paſtors libertic, ſo farrcas concernes 
this compariſon, For no man ſhall auerre that 


God 


God did cuer giue a ſtate roany Prince (fo as the 
ſame were mcerely independent vpon the chal- 
lenge of any ſuperiour commaund) but he made 
him likewiſe free from checke in the ſcope of his 
ſoucraigntic, It then the queſtion bee pur in this 
ſort,as 1t ought, (before it work thatefteQ which 
you deſire) VV hecher the Crowne of England re- 
mayue free from dependencic vpon es 
commaund or not; if Symancha, Nawarre,Sylueftes; 
or any of the. Scholaſticall Diuines will civher 
examine our Recordes, or reſort to our Parlia- 
ment; Where matters of like qualitie oughrto bee 
argued-and decided ,. becaule-according-to:the 
rules ofall Diuines, religion alters notthe formes 
of ciuilgouernments, or ftarch the reports ofthe 
Popes owne Ralles ; yndoubredly they vvould re- 
cejue. theiſame- an{were vvhich Popes in former 
rimeshatghad,and with che ſame quick diſpatch 
thar our-Antecefſors in this caſe haue thought 

to be requilite. TATE 
By obſerung with carefull heed the reſpeRiue 
maner Which was vfed ro the Kings of 1frael and 
Tauda, by the Legall Prieſtes vpon IS tranſgreſ- 
ſion in thoſe matters, and degrees which are now 
drawen Within the compaſle of the.cenſures of 
the Church , it will appeare that within the fiue 
bookes of Acy/es and all the ſtories of the kings, 
no one decree, reaſon , or example can bee found 
to make good the formall proceſſewhich within 
ſome few hundreds ofyecres haue bin raſhly put 
in praQtiſe againſt Kings and Emperours,vpon 
ſuppoſition 
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ſuppoſition of contumacie. Fort I graunt 
that many of them did erre, and in the ſame de- 
grecs , yet not one flower of their Crownes was 
blaſted; nonot one haire of theirheads ruffeled, 
nor one graine of their Royall digniue dimint- 
ſhed, I doubt not, bur if for many Prieſtes thar 
were depoſed during the praQtiſe of the Legall 
cenſures by a Kings,andthoſe of the beſt 
kindealſo, as Dauid, Solomon, Tots, Ezechias, and 
Tofias, chere could be drawen bur one example of 
a King depoſed by a Lexiticall anoynted Prieſt, 
all the Schoolcs and PEges of: 7taly would ring 
of it: butt falles our happily, vt quod preceptonon 
iubetur exemplo careat. 

It were hard to picke out any grieuous ſfinne 
againſt the firſt Table of the Law ; whereof Saul 
Was not guilty in his a—_—_ daycs: for he de- 
{payred in Gods protetion , hee confulred with 
Sathans inftruments, hee ſlew the Prophets: and 
yetitis cleare, that ex ſolo zndelebiliunttionts tha- 
rattere , onely by the Charatter of regall vaQion 
vncancellable, he was ſo farre priuiledged, and (e- 
cured, as well agatnſt lay practiſes as Leuiticall 
decrees,that Daxid himſelfe entitles him Chriitum 
Domini,Gods anointed (Which may ſeeme ſtrage 
cucn after God had appoyntcd Dauidhumfelfe to 
bee anoynted-in his place.) And the ſame King 
and Prophet hkewiſe forbeares at two ſundry 
times to take thoſe aduantages againſt him vpon 
fit occaſion, which the lawes of God and man al- 
low againſt an valawful vſurper to alawfull Ma- 
-1[trate, 
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giſtrate; without anow«bfearecfrom abouerd mo; 


derate. ! 


, Bur one inſtance: abone:all 'cloſeth 'yp'the 
mouth of concradiion ir ſelfe, and ynlooſerh 
the hardeſt knots, tharrhe Gordians of our'ape 
can deuile rorye vpon'ſo ſmoothe"atid'playrie 
a'thred : for God himſelfe by his owneiniun@i.- 
on;layes aheaute charge 'vpon his ovynecleQ, 
vvithour all ſhifts of Equiuocarion , or 6ppoſiti- 
on, during:the ime of their diſtreſſe , while they 
ſate mourning by the ſtreamesof Babylon; and 
hangedcheir harpes ypon the willowes,thatthey

For as our Sauiour docthproue 4 minors 
in another place, Thar his diſciples ought in rea- 
ſon to waſh one anorhers feete, becauſe hee that 
was their Maſter had vouchſafed our ofhumility 
to Waſh theirs: by the ſame conſequenceT proue, 
that whoſocuer profeſleth to be Imitater Petri, (as 
Peter Was Imitator Chriiti ) ought to deſiſt from 
forcible intruſion ypon theſe yndue. claymes of 
more 
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tore then Imperiall perogatines, Which vvere 
neither challenged by any Leuicicallpredeceſſsr; 
tior poſſeſſed by the teſtator,nor conueyedby the 
ceſtamenr. 'For the graunt which was conueyed 
by God the Father to' his Sonhe omny madicy of 
vniuetfal Indgement both in heauen and earth, is 
abſohute, whereas the charter which the Church 
of Chrift reeciueth of her Spouſe, is limited and ti- 
cd to the validirie of theeuidence, 8 the ſtrength 
of witneſſes , with the preſcription of anriquitie, 
When Chrift knew that fome would cuen in paſ-

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preſumed, the Popes challenged, norPrincesac- 
knowledged. ThE. 
Saint Peter ( from Whoſe prerogatiue many 
ſecke to deriue this priuiledge of depoling Kings 
vpon conuittion, or rather ſuppoſition,as it hap- 
penedfor che moſt part, of contumacie ) com- 
maunds the faithfull ro obey euen that Prince 
that was a butcher ofthe flocke, and a bloody ty- 
rantin his time (becauſe he was ſuperexcelleat) 
& all Magiſtrates thag were ſubordinate in char- 
ges and employments ynder him. He forbidderh 
all good Paſtors alſo , which ought to bee forma 
gregs ,the paterne of the flocke , prouidere coatte, 
to prouide by compulſion , or in Cleris dominart, 
to domincere among the Clergie , (though that 
bee within the compaſſe of their owne ſquare) 
much lefſe meant hee to ſet them quer Emperors 
and Kings , that are fixed in the higheſt element; 
Nay, which is more, he denics flatly ( if we may 
giveany credite to that author which beares the 
title of Saint Clement) thatany of his ſucceſſors 
were ordeined by God,to be cognitores negetiornm 
ſecularium, examuners or Tudges of cauſes that are 
ſccular,which.is novy become the chiefeſt ſcope 
and obiett of your primacie, - | = 
Wherefore, if Petey were commanded to par 

vp his {worde , when Chri#vvas athiselbowe to 
heale (as hedid) the greateſt wound that it could 
make : how much more ought his ſixccefſors to 
keepe the ſword within'the ſcabbard ; fince it is 
ſoberly and orderly putvp, and that they may 


doe 


y 
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doe. more hurt in their paſsion , then they can 
helpeby their priuiledge. Satnt Padl his fellowe 
Martyr and Apoſtle, would'neuer haue ſubteted 
omnem animam euery foule , whether they were 
Biſhops er Monkes, Regular or Secular (as _ 
ſoſtom notes) to ſuperiour autholity , un caſe he 
had bin priuic to an exemption ofſome ſoules by 
expreſſe watrant, The qualitie of cuil Princes 
ought notin reaſon to exrenuare the force ofthe 
inhibition, tending to the peace and order both 
of Church and State : for then $. Peter would nor 
haue commanded ſeruants to be ſubic& to their 
Lords,»0» ſolum bony & modeſtis,ſedetia diſcolis,not 
only to thoſe that are good & modeſt, but alſo to 
thoſe that are peruerſe: on propter metum, ſed prof 
ter conſcientiam, not for feare but for conſcience, 
faith Gods ſpirit, Neither would S. 1«de have 
cenſured thoſe malecontents ſo ſharpely that doe 
ſpernere poteſtatem, blaſphemare mazeſtatems , not in 
reſpett of their glory , but of their Lieutenancie, 
This is not the readieſt 8& beſt reſolution manex- 
& inwocatione of cotinuing in our vocation with- 
outimparience or ſtrife, to winde our obedience 
out ofthatobligation wherein the Goſpel found 
vs, and God hath cele&ed vs. The ſeruants of 
God had recourſe in all times to lawful remedies, 
vpon the offer of vnlawtfull wrongs 3 and though 
there could not bee a worle Prince, or rather a 
more ougly monſter vpon carth, then hee that 
held the place of Ceſar in the time of Payl:yet Pau- 
lus appellanit Ceſarem,and being taken at his word, 
Kk .

Optatus a learned Farther 
anſWeres tiinably ro the nore and dittic of Ter- 
fullian that is mentioned before, that{fince God 
onely is aboue-rhe Soucraigne) Doxatw 1n extol- 
ling hiumſelfe aboue the Emperour(as Antichriſt 
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out ofpride ſhall aboue all that is called God)iam 
hominum exceſsit metas, hath now tranſcended 
the bounds of humanitic, The patience and pi- 
ety. of thitty Popes laying .downe their headsyp- 
onthe blocke ſucceſſiuely (at rhe firſt planting of 
the Church)to ſcale the bond of conſcience with 
the' blood of innocencie, may teach thoſe thar 
come after , as well to follow their example, as to 
claime their pcimacy, Forthough Liberws,aPa- 
ſtor of that ranke , was vniuſtly Fad and exi- 
led fro his Church ; yet he neuer ſought to righr 
himſclte by the bloody ſword, but rather by Gat 
golden rule of obedicnce and patience, Which 
our Sautour left to his Diſciples /ab /zgillo , and 
they to the Church 7 depoſito. Symancha with 
his fellowes may perhaps anſwere to theſe paſſa- 
ges ,thatthe Church was ſwathed all this while 
inthe bands of weakeneſle, that the fickle carried 
not at that time an edge ſharpe enough for thoſe 
ſtubborne weedes , and that the faythtul had not 
as yet rayſed themſelues to that height of credit, 
that might giue fe to their execution, Bur ifthe 
conſtancie of obedience had bene ſquared by the 
liberty of mens election, and this had bene the la- 
titude of loyalty in thoſe well diſpoſed times, 
when Biſhops onely ſought Gods honour, not 
their owne prerogatiues; Surely the Church of 
Chriſt had wanteda' great partofthoſe Martyrs 
and Confeſſors , which are ranked at this day in 
the Roman Calender, They that take this ſcope, 
may Gonceiue and publiſh when it pleaſeth them, 

that 
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that lay SubicQs in like manner are no longer 
bound to obedicace and loyalry, then they finde 
themſclues ouer weake to make powerfull oppo- 
fitton to vagodly Magiſtrates, and fo confound 
all Lawes ot Iuſtice in the State, and all degrees 
of Subictts that 1n priuat are bound toliue or- 
 derly, Tertullian doth notably conuince this pa- 

radox , as \well of falſhoodas leuitie , by making a 
cleare demonſtration ofthe ſtrength and porency 
of godly Chriſtians in his owne time(which was 
among the firit)in caſe they would haue puttheir 
forces to the ſtrongeſt proofe, ſince all publike 
places, as Courts, Conliſtories, Campes , and 
Fottes , were ſtored-and furniſhed with men of 
that profeſſion and qualitic. 

The Legions that were entertained by faithles 
Princes in pay, and proſpered in the greateſt aCti- 
ons they vndertooke , might haue purchaſed a 
farre betrer fortune atan eaſter rate, in caſc they 
could haue ſatisfied rheir owne conſciences , by 
oppoling againſt order, If the godly Chriſtians 
that lined vnder Corftantius an Arrian , would 
haue ſought their eaſe, by ſtepping ouer tothe 
ſeruice of Conſtance and Gratian thar were religi- 
ous; they might haue cauſed their owne Souc- 
raigne to ſhrinke at their tranſport, that before 
made aduantage of their humiliry. If any man 
will take vpon him more 1n theſe dayes, faith 
Chryſoftome , then was granted heretofore to Sub- 
ies., that were vnder infidels , ©u0d maiora /ibz 


concredita.eſſe dixerint , becauſe they ſay thatmore 
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is committed ynto themzthey muſt be taught,vorx 
nunc honors ſui tzpus eſſe,that iris not thetime and 
place of their preferment,, ſince they are as pil- 

rimes in this worlde , but they ſhall in fs 
= appcare more bright & glorious to all men, 
quando Chriſtus apparuerit , & tunc cum Chriſto com- 
parebunt in gloria , When Chriſt appeares,and _ 
with him then ſhall appearein glory. Though 
Saint Gregory confeſſe himſelfe to haue beene {o 
powerful in Italy, that he needed not to haue left 
among the Lombards cither Duke or Count, in 
caſe he would haue oppoſed confidently his cn- 
dcuour againſt their rage; yet finding Theodolinds 
the Queene to haue beene ſeduced lily by ſome 
Serpent ofthat ſort from the ſinceritie ofher pro- 
teſcion, and dangerouſly withdrawen from God 
to Bclial, from pictic to hereſice, tooke no harder 
courſe, then by forewarning her with a fatherly 
afftetion, andin humble termes [ro take heede in 
time, that ſhe tainted not the ſweet bread ofmany 
morall vertues(worthy tobe ſerued in the ſupper 
of the Lambe) with the leauen of che falſhood 
and impicty of thoſe misbelccuing teachers that 
abuſed her credulity. 

It had not bin hard for Chryſoftome (1n reſpe& 
of the tender loue which was borne him by his 
flocke, notadaras onely , butwitra aras , if his pa- 
rience had beene pliant to their deſires) to haue 
wearied that vngodly Princeſſe Eudoxia , that 
would neuer giue him reſt nor breath in the 
crooked waycs ofher owne wickedneſſe, Butif 
the 
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the doAtine of ſome Schoolemen in this age be 

found to differ ſo much frem the former demon- 

ſtrations of,obedience and trueth, vvhy ſhould I 

not complaine, That nwnc deſintt eſſe remedio locus, 
vbi que + Avon olim vitia, nunc mores ſint ? Itistruec 
that long after this, the Officers of the French 
King Philip the Faire complained, and vpon iuſt 
caule , augendo Sacerdotum inra , lure Regia minut, 

That the Kings rights or Liberties vvere appat- 
red by the rayſing of therights and Priuiledges

vvritten by a Countreyman of ours, that Gregory 
the ſenenth confeſſed on his deaths bedde , ( but 
 vvith vyhat remorſe or touch of conſcience God 
knovves) Ex minwtione Laicorum ſe Sacerdotum pro. 
moniſſe gloriam , which m diuers vvords1s of one 
effeR.: Bur yer al Biſhops vvere not of thatmind, 
but keeping faſt in memory that obſcruation of 
the Propher David, That ro drinke of vyaters 
dravven fromthe ſprings of Bethel, with peril and 
hazard of mens liucs , vvas ſanguinem ' 74 to 

drinke blood, vvere as cautious in quenching 
ſparkes of difſenſion and ſtrife by charitie, as 0- 
thers vvere to kindle them out of ambition and 
yaine glory. For in caſes of this nature, Noxeſt 
opus [enients anime ſed medentisfiudio: tor charitic 
15 patient and courteous, Nec inflatur nec eit ambi- 
tioſa. Peter hath tyvo keyes,one of knoyviedge, 

anotherof Povver : theſe are prepared and firted 
alſo ro tyvo locks,thatis, Induration,and Igno- 


rance : and hardly ſhall yve finde,that "—_—_ 
otn,, 
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both; anda ſurevſeof both, any ſtrong lockes of 
oppoſition or obſtruction, hath bene opened. 
Wherefore no man nced to doubt, but that a- 
mong ſo many godly , graue , & learned Biſhops, 
(as will cucr rancke themſelues , #anquarm in acie_s 
ordinata , to diſcourage and affright the forlorne 
hopes of Symanchas (choole) theſe poſitions will 
ſinke : and ſome that haue bene lothe to yeeld 
out of humour , yet will be forced to faint our of 
cowardile. 

The godly learned neuer once vouchſafed to 
lend their eares co the deceitful runes of bewitch- 
ing charmes, rather grounding their opinions 
vpon the fourth Councell of Toledo, by which all 
ſorts of perſons are condemned with@ut diſtin- 
Aion or exception, 2us# fidem regibus ſur Sacra- 
mento promiſſam obſernuare contemnerent, that con- 
remaed or {corned to keepe the faith which they 
promuſed by oath to their Souctaigne : taxing by 
thisfirſt part, all perfidious traitors in generalitie, 

But that which followes,pincheth Nauarre and 
his diſciples at the very heart : Yz ore /imularent 
Inramentiprofeſicnem, cum menteretinerent perfidie 
impietatem, and With their mouth difſcmbled a 
profeſsion by oath,When in their minds (or men- 
tally, to vie the very Word of ou Schoolemen at 
this day) they retained ſtill the wicked purpoſe 
of Treaſon. In deed Pythagoras imprinted no- 
thing 1n the minds ofhis ſchollers more deepely, 
then that prophane Verſe |

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Ehe Epicure ot /the 6ther lide was Citizhed #vdd 
mentens ininvarant gereder., etidinfs irquid inrayet:

therknew cheway; 'tiot had the will to eſcape by 
ſuch a kitnde of atceptio tifas, as dire!) retids ad 
Heſttnttinmem anitie. For when Atheraſins was 62 
uertakenbya Purſttuanr;andasked —_ mm 
de abeſſet 'Athanaſins? how farre Athanaſins Was 
from thence? though it ſtood 'vpon'his life in a 
time (as you makeof rhis) of dried; and'he 
a petſon farte mote chorce'and dainty, forthe Je 
fence of Gods 0wne quarrell'(as appeared by his 
quicke and -ſharpe'encountets with the profeſſed 
enemies of trueth'in that holy Nzceve Cbuncell) 
then you are in this kingdome; for the fuſlificati- 
on of thoſe'bad eray 7 and impious aioris, 
vvhich you take in hand, yer he anſwered as free- 
ly vvithout fraud as feare, mon lowg? abeſſe Athana- 

ſum :vvhich was very true; becauſe hee was the 
man:for whom the parry ſougtt, ad cated little, 
asappeates,how ſoonethey met him. ' A man of 
weake conceit may apprehend how farre our Sas 

uiour himfelfe' vyas from theſe Chimicall con: 
LI {tru10ns, 
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conſtruſtions , and: cuaſtons ſophiſticall by that 
vniuerſall propoſitio, Laenpg we egeocrie, Who: 
ſocuer denicd him þetore men, ſhould be denicd 
by him before has Father,8c. For to put our cau» 
tious Equiuocators froallhope of fuccour inthis 
ſtreight by cheir diſtintion of verball and men- 
tall negatives, I vrge the precedent warning in 
that very text before, Non twmere corguieceidunt 
corpus , (> animam non poſſynt occidere , not toteare 
thoſe which, haue pawer oncly x0 kill the body; 
and not the ſoule, Forifour Sawmour had left his 
diſciples ſuch a ſtrength of ſurety for retraitypon 
purſuit, as verball fAlouriſhes, ( wharſocuer were 
concciued orreſolucd, inthe munde )-heenecded 
not ſo carefully to arme them. wth enceurage- 
ment and hopeagainſt aſſaults of cruelty. _. 
The paſſages which both you & other of your 
complices wreſt from the mouth of Chriſt _ 
ſelfe for a faire countenance of, couſinage tn this 
labyrinth, would rather commonere naufeam quan 
bilem : though 1 muſt tell you, that fingular ex- 
amples drayven from our Sauiour that was both 
Godand man, (and not oacly knevy by his eret- 
nall wiſedome , but was alſo. hy his matchlefſe 
power to reifie whatſocuer ſeemed to our dull 
conceits obſcure) are neither rules of our encou- 
ragement, nor Warrants fot our imitation, 1 
make no doubt for my part. , but thele egges of 
Equimoeation-and mentall reſernation (neuer en- 
gendered nor couered by fairer birdes. in berrer 
times) Were hatched (as he Poets faine) of Oſ-. 
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tiyesWithathunderclap, For among the Mar- 
tyts and Paſtors primtiuc , their praifeswerere- 
founded with the lowdeſt and ſweeteſt cries, that 
Were molt reſolute { without cuaſions ortricks) 
'tolay downeatranfitory lite inamoment;ro the

Were froin forcing Wit, offttaynirig craft co (e- 
cure covvardiſe. Burto paſſe oner this iaſt mo- 
tive of digreſsion ; I vyill conclude the chicfe 
Point, which is the care beſtmenhavecuer had, 
ro preferre 'obediente before ſecuritie \ loyaltie 
before life , with a diſcreetanſvvere ofa "re toa 
King of ours , Which may ſerue you for a better 
preſident in the courſe of patience, rhenthar ei- 
ther of Gregory the ſcuenth , Boxiface the eight, or 
Alexander the fixt in their practiſes of extremitie, 
ifitfo ſtand with your pleaſure, Richerd the ho- 
ly warrier , ping commutred a Norman Biſhop 
priſoner, whom hee tooke in field againſt him 
With his coate armourvpon his backe, receined 
Within a while after an _ requeſt (if nota 
povverfull inſtance) from the Pope at the carneſt 
of other Biſhops , for the priſoners enlargement; 
whom it pleafed bus Fatherhoodin the Letter by 
a word of indulgencie ( bur yer without that

rant peccatores,ſeemerh to touch)butbyvexation, 
and anguiſh alfo in their very ſoules, which thoſe 
humble fpirirs feele, rhatare moſt ſetifitine of the. 
leaſt ferarclr ginen'to loyalty}, it rent vp by the 
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rootes all chofe weedes af. ambinan and:emus 
laton which in calme: ſeaſons: arc ape-:toſfpring 
out of the rancke groundsof a o1nall inficmitie: 
For ill the bleſſed raigne of Con#fanzine,vvherein 
the rage of perſecution began to ceaſe, Þ find al- 
moſt vatuerſally nq other kendeof:Nivite among 
the godly Fathers, then whoſe counſellarende- 
uour by arcligious and madeſt kinde of cmula- 
rion , might beof beſt vic. to the, propagation of 
the Churches limits, and of Gods: glory.

made a-fairer ſhew): there is. nat ſo: much as a 
marke whereby they may take theit ayme that 
are moſt ambitious. How little ctedite, ſtren grh 
or honour'any Church. can gaine by deriuing 
Charters from 'pPhocas a laſciuious faithleſſe ry- 
rant, Wickedly -embrucd. with.the ſlaughter'of 
Mauritius bus maſter, wife, &heires,and yſtirping: 
that eſtate vniuſtly, (by the countenance whereof 
hewas bold to giuemore then ettherof.riphthe 
ought -orcould) I leaue to their opinions that 
louetd meafure claymes and:titles. rather byche 
line of cquitie, the bythe laſteofambirion, Bur 
yet to-make more of a tytant by youchſafinga 
ſhorranfwere to his ſhadow, then in confacnce 
1s requiſite, Ifirſt inferre,thatſuch Charters gran- 
ted chiefly yponground of cunning , and with a 
purpoſe tg mainraine the plot by parry, which 
was vadertakenand begun by fraud;might cither

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haue bin afterward reuoked.by himſclfe.;.of an-

that AEris Licutenancforthe Romane Emperour 
inthe-parts of France, did onely ſend inſtru&ions 
and orders rothe waſted Britammes how to range 
their battails, and diſpoſe their fights with a Care- 
full; and yet a finall anſwerenotto looke for any 
moreupphlics oraydes from that eſtate, which: 
thenfdlinto fattton, and was no longer ableto 
ſupporr i ſelfe; The Britaines holding - Sf 
abindoned, (inwhich caſe all Lawes free them 
both of duery,8&dependencie;)after:many bloo- 

dy battels'vnder their -owne Kings againſt the 
Scots & Pitts, fel intothe Saxons hands,wholikea 
Pharao that neuer knew1efeph orhis fathers hontey 
cref&ed.a braue Monarchie (though ſometime 
quartercd and dinided into:many-parts'amobg;

ritie, Without acknowledgemenrofany forraine

| Theiudgement of Philip the French King vp- 
on the publication of this Charter is much com-- 
mended by a writer of thatage, forthe defence of 
this Paradox , which hee thought vyould proue' 
pernicioſum Regibus & regnis excmplum , a dange- 
rous example, and 'fearefull precedent bork*to 
Kings and kingdomes/ 'He would hane men re-' 
ſort ro Peters ſacceſſors abour mattets chat con- 
cerne the ſoule, and not de reg#7s,guceris, vel mili- 


- zig, wwhich doenor belong to: him: Laſt of all, 


the Sauing vvhich vyas luckely inſerted in this 
Charterordonation, namely;Saluis nobis &-hare- 
debus woſtris Tuflitjs, liberaatibus & regalibu neſtrir, 


makes 
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makes it abſolucely vayd: and of no effeQ: the 
maine  prerogatiue- being! ſafely preſerued , by 
Gods prouidence,which the King. would other- 
wiſc-haue left ſlip, by a circumuented and oner- 
awed faltfine,: Itis reported by the Monke of 
Weſtminſter , a witneſle:(according to: the'ſtate 
of thoſe times) of. beſt regard, Thatrhe Pope reſi- 
ding and abidingat Zions, this:deteſtablegraunc 
was burnt. The author of Ealogium addeth. fut- 
ther, That it\yas releaſed cam omni fidelitate &5 hv- 
magtro, by the Popes direQtion to the Engliſh Par- 
hament, -And fir Thomas More that loſt his life 
in defence ofthe Popes primacte, deſerues beſt of 
- any to be credited inmy conceit, auoWing, Firſt 
a weakenefle in the King ſeckingto ſubiet his 
Crowne to ſuperior commands: and next, in the 
graunta Nullite, Beſides:, not onely fir Thomas 
Moreaftitmes , ThatthePopes Impoſition, with 
- the Kings conceſs1on,\Wasncucrpayd:; Burit is 
further fortified by addition.outaf the Roles: of 
Parliament in the 50. yeere of Edward the: third, 
That when the King was threatned with a cita- 
tion front Rexie.2 for, derayning durs:yponthis 
. graunt; wich largearrefage,thewhole body Spi. 
rituall and: T'cmporall,otchekingdome there a(- 
| ſembled, after. graue deliberation 8 long aduiſc- 
ment xe/ifferent. && contradicerent., auee tonte leur 
Ppuiſcance : and ypon theſegroundsthat the Char- 
. terWas againſt 'the:Kings oath athis Coronatt- 
on,and Withoucthe voyce of his Parliament. 


Sunce therefore Phoeas tne, Tohn;nor Con/lantine 
| adde 
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addc any further weight to the pretence of ade- 
poſing intereſt, then wasin charge before: dilcre- 


t1on and obſcruation will iudge whether the ſtate 
of the Romane Bilhops'were nothadin greater re- 
ucrence vyhile they ſought to win by pietie, then 
to ſtraine in paſsion , to bow then'to breake, and 
ro temper, theri to exaſpectate. Religion and hu- 
militic thenwere the corner ſtones of tharſtately 
front vvhich the world ſomuch at the firſt admi- 
red inthe Church of Rome , though afrerward by 
the change of Biſhops in that Sea, and of humors 
in thoſe Biſhops, ſo great alteration vvas found, 
as Minerua comming afterward to Athens, could 
hardly rake notice of her owne ſhip ; nor Conſtan- 
tine at Rome of his owne nurſe; nor (as S.Hierome 
notes of painted women , that caſt vp their eyes 
to heauen) if we conſider how many falſe colours 
haue bin ſet vpon the pillars of Church gouerne- 
ment, hardly Chrift of his owne creature 1n the 
time of Pope Alexander the ſixt , if hee had bin pur 
in minde to call on him, In the beginning it a- 
greed with Daniels image in the __ of gold for 
godly goucrnement,in the breaſt offiluer for vn- 


potted conſcience, and in the legges of braffe for 


inceſſant induſtrie. Burafterward in ſucceeding 
ages, the heads of many Popes grew humorous, 
their breaſts auaricious,and theirlegs idle. 

That holy N zcene Councell (whereof I neuer 
ſpeake without reuerence and due regard)in that 
great diuifion which was made ofthe Patriarchal 
LuriſdiQtios according to the ſtate of the Church 


HI 
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in thoſedayes foreſtabliſbment of diſcipline and 
preſeruation of ynitie,, ſpeakes not one Word of 
any Temporall commaund , much lefſe of any 
right in ſuſpending or depoſling Kings, or abſol- 
uing SubicQts from their oathes of obedience and 
loyaltic to,be left inthe nature of an hezrel/ame ro 
the Romane Biſhops by primate acknowledge- 
ment. Bur as Saluſt,very grauely and like a faith- 
tull patriot, complaines touching the ſtate poli- 
tike of Rome in his owne time, that poſiquam dint- 
tie howori eſſe capere,c eas gloria zmperium,poientia 
equerentur : fattion and pride began to creepe vp 
to the ſeates of Senators, and the publike wſtice 
of the State to ſhake : Solikewile 1n the Church 
ve finde,that ypon like corruption like diſorders 
grew, and many weakenefles began dayly more 
and more to diſcloſe rhemſelues in thoſe brighr 
ſunne-ſhinedayes which the Saints enioyed by 
the bountic ofa better Prince (as cockle ſtarts vp 
when corne growes ripe) Which before was c1- 
ther ſhadowed with diſcouragement or ſuppreſ- 
ſed by diſcipline. I ſpeake not this, becauſe ſome 
ſuch kinds of heates and quicke diſtempers hauc 
not ſometimes happened, and may not by occa- 
ſions fall out againe betweene Gods owne elect, 
as Peter and Paxl, Paul and Barnabas, and the god- 
ly Biſhops inthis very. Councell, which I preſſe 
( though with thatmeaſure which becomes the 
miniſters of God and his Apoſtles ſucceſſors)be- 
cauſe it plcaſeth him ſometimes out of our crror 


ro raiſe his owne honor, and to make vertue per- 
Nan fect 
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fe& and complete by. infirmitie: butto make 1t 
plaine, that-plenty is the daughter of proſperiric, 
ambition of-plenry, and corruption of ambition. 
For, after that Biſhops were admitted to appcale 
from ciuil Courts by the Emperour himſcltc,and 
their ſentences by Imperial authority were made 
equall to his owne; they beganne to xayſe their 
Creaſt, and within a while,as itis teſtified by one 
of the moſt ancient approoued writers of the 
Charch, Epiſcopatus Romanus , non aliter quam A- 
lexandrinus quaſy extra ſaterdety fines egreſſus, adſe- 
enlarem principatum iam ante delapſuscſt: The Sca 
of Reme in the ſame manner as that of Alexaxaria, 
as ir were: exceeding the limittes and bounds of 
Prieſthood, had fliddeinro ſecular principalice, 
though the Biſhops of neither of thoſe Scas,, as 
we may aſſure our ſclucs,were ignorant ot Pauls 
prohibition to all degrees of Paſtors, that they 
ſhould notentermeddle with Secular affaires,, ſo 
farre as concernes an oucr-dropping of the Re- 
gall plants, becauſe a Biſhop ſhould no more line 
out of the element of the Church, nor a Monke 
out of a Deſert,thcn a fiſh out of water. For Chrift 
fled into the mountaines when the people would 
haue made him King: and Biſhops ought with 
Toſephratherto leaue their cloakes behinde them, 
then to conſent rothe charmes and vaine cantiſc- 
ments of the world, which like the wanton wife 
of Putiphar ſtretcherh forth her. armes, and (with 
the Syrenes) ſtrayncth her voyce to drawe them 
within the compaſle of tentatton,and then raketh 


hold 
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bold todrownethemin ſeoſualitie,! * 
- Now whereas it is ſaid by Soorates,, Tam ante 
delapſus eft, that the Sea of Rome did lip before 
that rime (whereof he ſpeakes) into {ecularprin- 
cipality; I am induced by the report of Ammianus 
Marcellinu a grave writer, though no Chriſtian, 
to take my Leuell ſomewhar higher for the fin- 
ding of my marke : for hee liuing in that rime a- 
bout che Court (and obſeruing as irwere from 
themayne roppeof the Temporall eſtace, what 
courſe was kept among all ſorts and qualities of 
erſons in divers elements )makes mention of a 
bloody ſlaughter in a Church of Rewe,where the 
Chriſtians were wontto meete forthe celebrari- 
on oftheir myſteries, abour the violent compe- 
tition and contention betweene Damaſus and Yr- 
ficinua forthe Papacie, and taketh noticeof 1 37. 
carcaſes drawen out of chat Churchwhere they 
metabourcle&ion : and furtherwriceth, that Ye. 
#ianu then Licutenant to the Emperor, was glad 
to make retraitinto the ſuburbs ull che rage were 
rempered, or the ſtrife ended. After this,as aman 
PO roneither part,/and therefore.inall ikelt- 
hood the more indifferent and iuſt in deeming 
rightly of the true ſtate of the cauſe,hee gathers 
the chicfeſt motiue of contention and emulation 
aboutthe meanes of compaſving this height, to 
proceedefrom the greatcaſe;,wealthand honour 
thar preuailed and were ſurely ſerled and eſtablr- 
fhed m*-thart dignitic. His reaſons are, for that 


Matronarum oblat ionibut ditabantur they were en- 
ey Nan 2 riched | 
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riched with the offerings: of matrones or great 
Ladies : they rode in Coaches pubhquely : they 
were choiſely ſuted in their Apparell : their 
diet daintie.,, and ſometimes abouctherate and 
vic of Princes in. the times of cheirbanqueting. 
That Damaſus a competitorwas one of theſe Ame 
mixnus doth not aiirme,much lefie do:I'belecue, 
finding with what refpeCt and reucrence S. Hie- 
rome thathad bin himſelfe a Prieft of Rowe docth 
ſpcakeof him: yetthe maierof his clyming and 
aſpiring to the ſeate was ſcandalous natonly vn- 
to ſuchas were religiouſly deuonte, burcucnto 
Avmianus Marcellinus that Was but morally:pre- 
ciſc., as doerh appeareby thatgraue mdgement 
which hegiues of the bleſted ſtare, which as hee 
thinkes the Biſhop of Reme might cnioy ,.m caſe 
they lined in that ſober maner,with thar bare dy- 
ct, meane apparell,and humble lookes caſt rothe 
ground, whichother biſhops inthe countrey did, 
neither taſting nor eſlecming thoſe choife plea» 
ſures and delights whichthedelicacic and grear 
abundance of thatplace afforded them. 

This pafsion ofa writer whom wee account 
prophane , inreſpe& hee was vnregenerate to 
Chriſt, nor nurſed by the breaſt of his ſpouſe the 
Church, puts mec in minde of a zealous paſsion 
3n Hettor Boetins a great! Remane Catholike ypon 
this very -ſubiedt inthe Scottiſh hiſtory ,Hainf 
moili\entiftitts qudm ſunt Hlorum difimiles ,quia dt 
werſa-rngredruntar vis ram loeumillorum 'ocoupent, 
&c. Hee wonders at the difference-berweene 
beg! { thoſe 
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thoſeBibops, and others at this day which ſuc: 
cceding-1n thar places, take another courle: 
they gliitered nor 1n Gold,,: they were not reſi- 
arſtin Princes Courts, they were notattended 
by guards, nor skilfull in the Arte of diſſem- 
bling, more gainefull by many. degrees then 
that of Poctry, which the Vnmerſzies vic to 
crowne With Lawrel. This mooucd Bon#face (1 
meanethe Martyr , notthe Challenger ) ropre- 
ferrethe dcnuotion of the golden Biſhops, thar in 
the Churches pouertic adminiſtred with greater 
feruencie in woodden Chalices, beforethc vani- 
tic ofmany blockiſh Biſhops that in a richer ſtate, 
with more ſolemniric and lefle zcale , adminiſter 
in Chalices of gold; becauſe as Hierome notes, 
externall riches adde not to the worth of him guz 
corpus Domini im caniftro vimineo, ſanguinem in vi- 
troportat : that carries the body of our Lord in a 
wicker basket,and his blaod1n a glaſle.. I would 
not bee conceiued by this ſpeach, ro fauour their 
ridiculous conccits, tharlabour to:draw the ſub- 
Nance orthe value.of thoſe veſſels in which Sa- 
craments are.adminiftred , ro-the firſt ſimplicirte:: 
for;thercaſon of Yrias tudging itindecent for him 
zo-lodgein demo cedrins cum-arca Deieſſet ſubpel- 
libus, drawesme toagreatereſtimationot veſlels. 
appertciningro-fohigh a myfterie;:For ſure Iam, 
thatthe valuc:ofrhecontent, doth infranely ſur- 
mautrtthe:coment8c in Aubkephoys,thavis; things 
indifferent, weearelefrrothe rule of decencie.. 
My ohely-purpofe is but ro.obſcruec and'taxc 
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the declination of Pierie, together almoſt*atone 
inſtant with multiplication of mettals and mine- 
rals; the labour which is madefor charges and 
cmploiments for comoditic alone withourconh- 
ſcience:andto lunit thoſe exceſs megrants/u a- 
2, vita, Which our Antecefiors did mmanumor- 
#44, and the ranging ofinternall pictie to:external 
pompe, though of both it were berrer, thar wee 
wanted meancs that are ſuperfluous , then che 
moderation that 1s neceſsary, For' Chry/oftome 
notes two great abſurditiesin cramming Chur- 
ches til ſaciety coſtrain them: to regorge: the one, 
that Lay-menare depriued of occaſion to ſhewe 
charitte : the other , tharthe paſtours themſelues - 
oftcnnegle& their duertes,ro become colleQors, 
This is no ground forgleaning from the Church, 
which atrhis day docth rather need Largitore hi- 
lari ,quam interprete maledico : but to peoue that 
arguments againſt exceſle and height, arc rhe ſu- 
reft tenures, and the ſtrongeſt pillars of ſtabilitic : * 
for in ſe magna runnt:ſummi([q, negatum eft ſtare din. 
In defence of Ammianus Marcellinus from excep- 
tio either of partiality or ignorice in that which 
he ſpcaketh ofthe Matrones, I vouch a manifeſt 
decree ſetforth, ( not by the Lecches and blood- 
ſuckers ofthe Church;bur by Yalentiniz and Gra- 
tian, religious and worthy Princes) agaraſtany 
gaine to be made by the Prieſts. ofthe Church by 
Ladies offerings; and this decreewas publiſhed 
by Damaſus himſelfe , accordin gto direction of 
-State: Which proucs that Amman intheindge- 
s men 
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mentWhichhe gaue touching the motines of dif. 
ſcntion,and oppolition,ſpake notidlely, | 

To make the caſe more plaine, Whoſoeuer 
raileth avy further doubt, may learae of S. He - 
rome, That ſome ſuch cxcelle, (orat the lcaſt 0- 
ucrſight) was cenſured about that time: wherehe 
ſcemes not to be ſo much gricucd and perplexed 
vvith the publifhing of ſuch a Law lighting vpon 
uſt deſert, as with the morttue of that Law, which 
vyas greedineſſe, Therefore our Englith Biſhops 
inthe ime of Edward thethird, affcnted (though 
vawilhngly)to the limiting of Church reucnues, 
when the States neceſsity put in acaucat. And the 
Pope himfelfe pretended neither quarrell nor vn- 
kindeneſle ro S. Lewes of France , tor inhibiting 
the graunt of any more lands or reucnues, then 
had bene conuercted in former times ro Churches 
yvithour his priuntte, 

The ground of this reſpeRiue caution and 
moderation, I rake to be derived from the courle 
vvhich Moyes held , being a perſon aſwell pub- 
likely wiſe,as ſpiricually deuout, in commanding 
all the peoples offerings of bencuolence and pic- 
ticroccaſe, afterhc had drawen .inthatpropor- 
tron Which was ſufficient forthe furniture of the 
Tabernacle, where God 'was-to be ſerucd and ho- 
noured, For the leaſt exceſle in things (vvhich 
with modcrationarclaudable) doth caftly dege- 
nerate-into vice, and all turnes to: humour that 
tranſcends the due proportion of noun{ſhmenr. 


Wee may {oone bee taught in Geneſis, That they 
| vvhich 
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which could bee ſatisfied with no moderate de- 
orces of altirude, in ſcckingto builde Caſtels jn 
the airc, before thcir ſpices and battlements mighr 
touch the clouds, were confounded in their own 
idleneſle. 

You hauc heard how the Churches of Rowe? 
and Alexandria were ingoulted 1n the dceepes of 
Secular principality to the wound of Monarchy, 
YL Spiritual poteitu5 non ideo preſiaet,ut ter- 
rene in ſuo ture preindicium faciat , ſaitha learned 
Schooleman. But how hardly in themeanetime 
the Ciuil State did brooke theſe {lips, let vslearne 
(if wedeale indifterently) of Oreftes,who was 
then Licutenant for the Emperour, & complay- 
neth bitterly of ſome Biſhops, 20d per cos non 
nthil de auttoritate eorum detracium «er 3 qui ad m4+ 
eiftratus gerendos deſjgnati eſsent , that they drew 
much from che auQoritic of thoſe yerſons, which 
were appointed ro beare Ofthce, This gallant 
gentleman began very carely to diſcouecr (and by 
the breake of day) by what degrees the myſterie 
ofambirion began to mine into the ſtrength of 
Monarchie: hee feared (and not without great 
likelyhood ) leaſt Princes ſeeking ro relumetheir 
rights, might in time bee dealt withall, as. the 
badger was by the hedghogge:For being woun- 
ded With the prickles of his offenſiue gueſt, 

whom atthe fuſt hee welcomedand entertained 
1n his cabineas an inward friend,he manerly de- 
fired himto depart in kindeneſſe as he came , bur 
yet could recuue no other ſatisfattion to his iuſt 
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expoſtulation; then, Thar he for his owne part 
found himſelfero bee very well at eaſe, and they 
that werenor, had reaſon to ſeeke our another 
ſcat thatmightlike them better. He foreſaw by 
this forerunning light, That Miſlctow and Iuic 
ſucking by rhearr ſtrait embraces, the very lappe 
that onely giueth vegetation from the rootes of 
che Oake & hawrhorne , muſt bloome and flou- 
riſh of leceffitic, when the trees ſhould wither, 

I know that Criill inriſdifion in that good 
meaſare which is' compatible with a otivars 
charge,1s ſo'far from chat mcouuenience othin- 
dering rhe growth of pierie (as fome conceiue)as 
itrather ripens the frvites Which 'in a further di- 
ſtance from the Snrine; ate cithier mpped by the 
froſt; ot blaſted by ſome bitter winde: So as'ac- 
cording to that of Nahum, Reſidunm locutte Brucus 
deworet. Praxe thoſe onely rhatpreſume by forged 
tuidence'to contend and Fine with mightic 
Princes for their Sears ,/or attempr to ſer them 
befidestheir Thrones, which the bleſſed Virgine 
makes a portion of Gods owneprerogariue, O- 
cherwife I ſay with"Paut of all thie fairh li; S745 
ills manaus iud tabitut; Tndions fant ui He rials 
indicent ? 1fche world ſhalbetudged by them, are 
they vnworthy to decide' mitters of Teaſt ac- 
compt? And againe, S# Angeles iuthzent,quanto me- 
gu ſecularia? And therefore Epiphini@the Biſhop 
of Cyprus is highly cornimnentiedin'the totfes'of 
the Church ,' forthe difcrect rermper and decent 
order he held in'managino affaires bbth Fecleſi- 
Oo aſticall 
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aſticall and temporall, The Councell of Carthage 
vnderſtood very perfeAly the way to moderate 
berweene both cxcreames , and in fanning away 
the finoke of pride, to preſeruc the gloſle of vn- 
foiled modeſtic, 'Bur the Parriach of Conſfants-. 
noplc finding by carctull obſcruation'otrimes and 
accidents, what ſtrange cffcfsthe church of Rozpe 
had wrought inraiſing Patriarchalluriſdidtions 
as highas.che iclouſie of gouerpmentand.uncom- 
patibility of unperiall prerogative would endure, 
aducnturcd vpon thewings of pride, to mount.{o 
far aboue the pitch of his other partners., as.it S. 
Gregory himlglfe had nat abated this preſumpriop 
more by che ſtrengrhof argumenrs,then, th edge 
of power, it.is, not vnlike but hee would haue 
made himlelfc1n the end by fattionof adherents 
ſemilem altiſſimo. OS HR DP 
Thus caſic ixis formany graines of ſand by Neg- 
tunes bleſsing tro make. thelte,; for, many.Pe 
pence by Inas bounrtic to makea bancke : _— 
gathering a great heapeof ſtickes rogerhcr by 247- 
peruas prouidence,to make 3 neaſt high and Wide 
ynough for long winged, Hawkes to breed inthe 
PoParugs of their owe earncltly affeted, and 
ong laboured ſublime, ' Such were the drifts 
and deuiſes for the ſpace of many yeeres of cer- 
taine Rowane Biſhops, often ſtraymng , bur neuer 
reachingtotheigend,, which yas, ro makea riſc 
ſo high, as mighrcarry.them, ouer; rho. keads: of 
Emperors,ullmorethen 300, yearcs aitcr the ſe- 
ceſszon of Conſtgxtive and his ſuccefiors. into the 
7H v0 Eaſt, 
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Eaſt, their Licurenatits Wanting novy that Goy- 
g0ns head © of 'vniuerſall regiment. and''vnited 
Dreripth, whereof they had diſpoſed formerly, 
till chatvnluckie diuifion of one Eagles necke 1n- 
to rwo, which 'madethefaireft birda monſter,as 
according to that one ndted maxzme of our Saut- 
our , OMe regnum in ſe diuiſum , deſolabitur , gauc 
way, though much againſt theirwilles\, ro that 
Improucmenrof the iurtfdiftion of Peters keyes, 
which hath'not fincethartime beneleffe feared, 
then at the firſt ir vvas favoured, The firft mo- 
tine ofthe tranſlanng of the Weſterne Empire 
into the Eaſt ; as Sorrates reports, Was chicfely to 
this end, vt vulnera que erant 4 tyranns inflicta, ifits . 
iam [ublates tollexentar , for the cure'of thoſe 
wounds which were giuen by tyrants, now that 
they wererid out ofthe way, Men liked of this, 
and commended the diſcourſe that vrged it, till 
expcrience, together with their owne diſaſters, 
- made them finde, that, of both.extreames , it is 
better ro admit an outward diſtemper,then anin- 
ward combuſtion. Theebbe hath nor bin grea- 
ter by the wayning ofthe Empire, then the ood 
hath beene ex conſequente by the Waxing of the 
Church : vvhuch finding that the beames arc 
brighteſt, & herglory greateſt while the Sunne is 
5; /8 our horizon, from which ſhee borrowes 
and deciues her light, hach ſought euer ſince with 
her beſtdiligence to quit her ſelfe to thole rayes 
- imperiall-which by vicinitie may vvcaken, or by 
coniunttion may darken her. - Tt istrue that Con- 
rpc Oo 2 ſtantine 
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ftantine.vpon the change did at the firſt exempt 
Biſhops only, bur nor Prieſts from conuecntion in 


Ciuill Courts 3 the firſt ſteppe to that greatnefle 


(which.was 7# obiedo ) to the Papacic. Gratian un 
the yeere 3 80. and Honoriws inthe yere 406, con- 
firmedut. Theodoſims and Yalentinian were plca- 
ſed forencreaſe of fauour , that Prieſts alſo in lieu 
of Ciuill Indges, might take rheir rriall before 
Biſhops, if the parties intereſſed in the cauſe could 
bec ſatisfied. 1aftinien more reſcruedly then his 
Antecefſors, expounds the meaning of the grant 
of matters onely appertaining te. the Church, nor 
otherwiſe , and for his labourrecciueth a wipeat 
the hands of Bellarmine. Heraclius exempteth Bi- 
ſhops and Prieſts. abſolutely from all Courts,cx- 
cepting onely that of Delegates from the Empe- 
rour. But Guicciardine no Lutherane_ or Zuin- 
glian , as many tearme perſons ofa diuers mdge- 
ment in our dayes, but a Romene Catholicke ;. no 
Germane or Heluettan, but an Italian; no Simpleſt, 
but a man as drepely learncd , as diſcreetly iudt- 
cious, obſeructh, Thatthough ſomedarke cloud 
had oucrcaſt a portion of ths beames Imperiall 
inthe higheſt ſphere, yer till this time of the tran- 
flation of the Scat co ConiZantineple, and a good 
ſpace after, many tokens both of humble reuc- 


rence, and reſpeQtiue regard to the Ciuill ſtate, 


were enident.. For the Popeswichout admurtance 
cither of the Emperours themſclues , or of their 


Licutenants called Exarches, aſcend not to the 


throne. The Popes in all-their graunts and pub-

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lique diſpatches, ſer, dovvne the,date by theſe 
wordes , Regnante domino noſtyo, (itch or ſuch an 
Emperour. Though by variation of times(which 
breedes achange1n all bodies; ſtates or gouerne- 
ments beneath the Moone) this good maner be- 
gan to bee firſt abated, and in time determined. 
After this valucky ſeparation of the Greeke fiead 
fromthe Latine body , firſt , it fell imoaKkinde of 
| Eras : after , into imbecillitte , tlie cauſe of 

ngerous conuulſions inthoſceſtates ; and like 
top branches that are nor duely feddeandnouri- 
ſhed with the linely ſappe of their owne natiue 
roote, they fell afterward to warpe and wither 
both in beaury andglory. The Princes grew day- 
ly morcand'more into-contempt, either out of 
Want of defire,or ability, or beck: to defend cepus 
Impery from incurſions of infidels , opprefSions 
of vſurpers, and attempts of conſpirators. Then 
fell the Grands of 1taly torenounce all ductic, con- 
tributions, or rclicfes to the farre diſtant parallel :. 
from which as fro a gulfe they found no refluxe. 
They dcew back obedience from Licutenant go- 
ucrnours, Who gaſping ( almoſt at the very laſt 
point)for breath, could light vpon.no true cordt- 
al to comfort them, poſts could not ply ſo faſt be- 
rWeene Rome & Conſtantinople , as occafion of ftate- 
did vrgez and beſide, which tsthe moſt deſperate 
effet of adeclining fortune, meſſengers were em- 
ployed oftentimes with interceſsion,butreturned” 
cucr without remedy 3 difputations were Jame,. 
expeQations idle, affeQions murtinaus. 
Oo: 3 And: 
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And though I 6ndeby the beſt writers; that, du. 
ring this tume of ſtaggering, ſo long as any ſparke 
ofhope. could live , exther of ſecure defence, or 
timely, and ſufficient ſupplies , the Biſhops cnde- 
uoured their. beſt ro preſeruc. the/lite of layaltic 
in the breaſt of feare: Yer at. the laſt the Ciuyll 
ſtate declining,the Church fainting,and all hope 
lan —_ when both "oe Biſhops wa- 
ſeectlike.mages of waxe 4perir fea,felt the fury af- 
well ofthe domeſtical, as che forraine ſwerd,and 
waxed weary of the fruitleſſe comforts that were 
ſentowt ofthe Eaſt; they reſolued toyntly to call 
in their next neighbours the French for protefti- 
on, Who were able to defcad them with a ſtron- 
gcrarme, a quicker diſpatch , and a berrer purſe 
then this ſunke eſtate ſurrounded with an Oce- 
anof incurable extremities. That there wanted 
inthe Pope both then and cuer ſince, aftetion,in- 
ucntion,or expedition,to raiſe Rome once againe, 
thoughin another element,ex Alba ruzni,to draw 
their generation of greatnefſle, out ofthe corrup- 
tion of power, and to make their beſt aduantage 
_ of their errours that were wont to giue them a 
commanding checke, they may belecue that find 
no groundes of wdgement of experience and 
tructh to conceiue otherwiſe, For being putin- 
to polle5ion,by this long deſired and lately plan- 
red, Emperour, of a ſatisfaftionborh forprofite 
.and for power proportionable to the paincs 
which they had taken,Camſudorevultus & tremo- 
records,about the new eſtabliſhment, they found 
other 
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other meanes to multiply cheir ſtrengrh, and crc 
dite ctiery day;by taking ſure Hold 5 þpoftiin® 
tic, which being loſt with ideneſſe, rettuirne$ho-/ 
more to expettation, They began then to efta- 
bliſlitheit eRares tti'thac height offecutity, from 
theRfoWnts'dfpredoffiinant commands” whith 
riavy oftheipredecefſors hid tagtrly apbrefiens 
ded; T, anquain' [padomulierem amplexans, & ſuſþi- 
ras '((asthe Prophier ſpcakes ſignificantly in'an-

©" The ſtrongeſt #&imant that drew'reuerence 
andTouc to the Church of Rome in the firft fpring 
of Religion, was theconſtanciedfſo many godly 
Bifiops, xs with rhe ftreamevof theirblood'wa- 
tered re plants of their' profefiion, deficing*ra- 
therro dic with honour, then ro'deny with'infa- 
mis. Beſide, iris certaine, that during the ſhort 
time of their ſitting 1n that Seat, cheir thiefeſt end 
was tobinde Subiedts ro Superiors with ſo great 
obedience, & Supetiors to Subie&ts With ſo great 
hou " as thoſe men were eſteemed both

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odlyand moſt happy, that were cithrer 1n- 
ſpired with their pictie, or grounded ypon their 
principles.” $.Perert Gally might very well hold 
on aconftant and happy courſe fora while after 
the maine ſtroke of oates did ceale, rhat was ſer 
onit atrhe firſt with the force and induſtry of ſo 
rthany vvorthy Matiners , as made for no, other 
port theh heanen: which obferuition cannor bee 
thought] Arange,, by men that yaderſtand hewe 
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hard or almoſt vapoſsible it 1s foroncPrince thar 
is humorous , ſucceeding many that were godly 
and Iudicious, to worke-vpon the ſuddaine any 
dangerous effect, by countermotion or oppofitt- 
onto the ſpheares of the former gauernment. - 
For tothe raifingofrhis height vpon the foun- 
dation of Religion and Integritic, ſome broughc 
Kone, ſome timber , ſome lime, ſome ſand, and 
Gme gauetheir owne labour and dircR&jon gre- 
74: eucry one affording ſupplics and hclpes ac- 
cording to the meaſure of theirſtrength , orthe 
proportion of his abilicie, Burafrer chat the Bi- 
ſhops bcganto finde the ſtrength of their owne 
Eſtates by remoues. of Emperours, and thax jin 
ſtcadof little caſe, they got clbow roome; ir was 
a meancto make them ſtretch their armes , 8 cx- 
tend their forces into Elements, which like Terrs 
incognits, were before vnknowen to them, _. . 
Some of the moſt artificially and refinedly am- 
bitious, finding by the Romaze hiſtorics (as it 1s 
probable) that Ceſar was neuer abſolute in pow- 
ct, Priuſquam protettatem pontificiam can Calpe 
rentia conjunxifet , hold it as ſound a-courle. for 
them, ſeeking the like in another climate, Ceſare- 
am cum pontificis coniungere_: making no doubr 
but as in Abſtrafothcy had becnegegarded with 
reucrence 3 ſo in Concreto, thoy might bee feared 
with obſcruation. The neceſvitic which infqr- 
ced all Ita/ians after the departure pf Charlemaine, 
to rely vpon the Popes ayd for common defence: 
the bond of conſcience, which mooucd the grea- 
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teſt patt ofthe world n thoſe dayes, toreſort to 
Rome, either tor ſatisfaftion to foules; or far pre- 
ſccuarionof vnitie:the confidence of Emperours 
and Kings ia compromitng cauſes of vnkinde- 
nefle or diftention to ſucha Biſhop, as profeſcing 
ikea father equal affection and renderneſfle, was 
notſuſpetted of halting on cither ſide : the ftrite 
and emulation of mighty Potentates to afſure 
them(elues ofthe loue and friendſhip of that par-: 
ty, whom the greater niber regarded as a Indge, 
and few or none for many yeercs ſuſpetted as an 
oppoſite: the feare and perill into which ſome 
Emperors yveredrawen of hazarding their own 
fortunes, by diſputing his prerogatiue:the contri- 
bution ofall ſtares,qualities and degrees of Chri- 
ſtians ( according to the cuſtome and manner of 
thoſe times) to the maintenance of, Peters ſuc- 
cellor : the ſecret intereſt which the Pope had in 
many kingdomes, by the merite of his predece(- 
ſors, that did firſt ſend learned paſtors and do- 
tors to preach vnto them redemption by Chri## 
crucified : the exerciſe of $.Peters keyes, by bin- 
ding and looſing ſinnes in a kinde of excellencie, 
and ſupereminencie aboue other Biſhops in all 
parrs of Chriſtendome : the conceit which was 
holdenof a Biſhops conſcience, whom the Ca+ 
nons Will not (Mer to bee Solicitus de his que ſunt 
mundi, in compariſon of any Secular authoritte, 
whole onely obic&& is the ſeale of Longitude and 
Latitude : the danger of offending one , whom 
the greateſt part endevoured with ſtudious af- 
Pp feAions 
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fetions to pleaſe: the ſubtile vnion of S. Peters 
keyes With S. Pauls {\word,to this end, that while 
the onedid openlocks,the other (like that of Ne- 
hemia) rught cut off impediments: The grear. 
'reuenuc and demaine , vvhich was annexedto S.. 
Peters chaire, firſt by the Charter of Charlemaine, 
andrhen by the great Counteſle Mawaes Legacy: 
The Popesarte in contriuing the manner of the. 
choiſe of Emperours. by the Corueſters of Gey- 
many, rather then by occation of making their. 
returnes to Rome}, their teeth might bce ſet on. 
edge with a freſh appetite , to taſte of theforbid- 
den fruite vvhich growes in Hort medio, and 
thereby compaſing the tree ofthe knowledge of 
Good & Euill, couered with the leaues of limita- 
tion for ſo-many yeres, to make their eſtates once 
againe abſolute : The Popes caution in referuing, 
to himlelfe,as it were in depoſito, a{peciall intereſt 
(only forprerence) of crowning and confirming 
Emperours at Rome_-, cuen after they haue bene 
cle&cd and crowned 1n Germany, though vvhen 
they ſaughtit, they ſeldomecompaſſed it : The 
Popes eye tothe reteyning of thoſe rights and. 
royalties inthe Princes Eletours hands, vvhich 
weremorgazed by precedent Emperours,leſt the 
bruiſed feathers of the Eagle, imped once with 
theſe hard quils, might againe Bee able-to ca- 
rie her yp to the ſpire of the Capitoll; Thelong 
laſting , and ſtrongly working FafQtion in Italy of 
the Guelphes and Gibellznes, Imperiall and Pontifi- 
<all: The faſt League betweene the Pope and the 
: French. 
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French yp , eucrlabouring to maintaine the 
ſtrength of the Holy armes,againſt al violent and 
ſturdy ſtormes, as a plant of his owne policie : 
The rule which hath bene cuer prouidently ob. 
ſcrucd and kept by the Popes,in elchewing quarell 
or contention With-any powerfull Prince in Ex- 
rope, before he make himſelfe ſure of a party op- 
polite in the ſame degree, and likely ſo farre as 
the wit or ayme of any morrtall creature is able 
to extend to make the match too hard for him : 
The ſure hold which the Pope hath of the hearts 
and ſeruices of all thecleargies, in as many king- 
domes as are Romanly Cilplinns by exerciſing 
the intereſt either of inneſtingor confirming Me- 
trepolitancs , that hanc the higheſt charge in the 
Charch , and draw the conſciences and deuoti- 
ons of Lay ſoulcs after them , by dire& depen- 
dencie : The Popes cuſtome of ſorting Cardinals 
and officers forthe Church-out of luch powerful 
and worthy famtlics,as may make both them and 
all their allies and friends to becin their deuotion 
and gratitudemore faſtto them ; The reſeruati- 
on of certaine caſes, wherein the Pope onely will 
give himſclfe Commiſion of Oyer and Terminer, 
thereby preſving the greateſt bell-weathers ofthe 
flocke withour an cxpreſle relaxation , ab ipſo ore 
Apoſtolico to appeare perſonally : The deuiceof 
ſending Princes to the Holyland, fo ſooneas c- 
uer they began ctherto picke quarrels with the 
Church of Rome, or might bee made by their ab- 
ſeace of berteryſe toir ; The locallinterditions 
PE... - of 
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of Prieſts by warrant from the Pope , to celebrate 
forthe ſatisfaftion of foules which { fo farre as I 
haucread ) was firſt ſet on broach among our 
Engliſh Biſhops by Alexander the third, abour the 
yeerc 1170, butnot very luckely to thoſe that by 
obſcruing rhen with a ſtrickrer kinde of obedi- 
ence and awc, them the Lawes' of the Realme 
would adinit, were in great perillof their one 
poſſeſsions, withloſle of Liberties. 

Laſtof all, the garriſons and forts Which haue 
bene creed and maintained 11 defence af S, Pe- 
ters patrimony , Were high ſteps to-cary and con- 
ucy the Pope to that height of cruſhing Princes in 
their owne Element, which many. quarrell, ſome 
tollerare; but in very rrueth/itthe caſe comeonce 
to be their owne) none fanour.”'$o-long'(aith a 
graue and learned writer and a Romaxe'Gatho» 
licke ) as the:Popes attended tho{e' chatges-pnely 
that concernedthe fouleythemichuetefecare,de- 
fire & ſtudy was tobe protected vnderthowings 
of the Secular eſtate :: Bur rhe ſtate of the Empe- 
rors declining faſter then they roſe, the Popes be- 
ganne to negle& both their, armes and amitie 
then fell they-rodefend by wriaung and diſcourſe, 
that it belonged rather to-rhe Church-to gjue 
Lawes to- the Empire, then to recejue from the 
Emperour ; preſsing forward ſtill without loo- 
king backe , for feare perhaps of being tranſtor- 
med with thewifc of Z9s, 1» ſkatuam ſatis, and ab- 
horring nothing more then the very ſound of a 
Remitter to the creeping ſtate of their firſt ſimpli- 
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citie, they wreſted cenſures of the Church,cither 
rothe palsions of humor, or proportion of ſtate: 
They ſtudied more induſtriouſly the wayes of 
making warres and heaping treaſure,thE of ſtea- 
ring Peters Ship , or inſtructing ſoules : They 
fought more ſlyly then ſincerely to make their 
Conſiſtory ſtrong by the ſupport oftyrants and 
vſutpers , which hauing caſt off Ceſars yoke with 
contempt of difarmcd: oſtentation', found no 
meanc fo proper as the counrenance of the 
Church of Rowe, for their eſtabliſhment both in 
dignine and{ecuritie. For proote whereof, I wiſh. 
irmay be tried by inquiftio, wherher Robert Gai- 
feard hauine-filched Puzize from the ſacred Em- 
pirc, that is a faire feather from a feeble bird, 
ſoightnotafter thatto hold it of the Pope in fee; 
And whether Roger King of Sicily in the yecre 
11 30. poſſefled not him(ſelte of charkingdome by 
ſich a trick of egiey du maine ( forall was fiſtthar 
came to- Perers net aboue that time ) and-many 
his ſucceſſors in that corruption borh of conſci- 
ence and conuerfation, became now rather Piſca- 
tores Imperiornn quam hominum; Though thecen® 
ſure of $. Paulextended onely ad interitums carnis, 
bur not poſteritatus vel diademats.. | 
After this ſome of chem mounted tro thatpoine 
of challenge, asthey were not aſhamed-to take 
vpon them the pteropatine of depoling'Empe- 
rors:' For Boniface the 8: after hee had-preſenred 
himſelfe( as the Germane Catholiques report')ro 
the cye of thewotldinhis habire meerely Secu- 
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lar, thatis with a Crowne on his head , a {word 
girt by his fide, and wich profeſsion that hee was 
alwella C4/ay as a Pope , at the nextleape gauca 

eater ſtraine,clayming precedencic of Php rhe 
Fren ch King, Tam in Spiritualibus, quam in Tempo- 
ralibus; though ſome of the moſt learned among 
the Scholemen oppoſe abſolutely to this Paradox; 
and may as fitly wonder at this armed Pope , as 
the Prior of Dareſme did of his Earled Biſhop, 0 
quam manifeſte tam exorbitat noiter Epiſcopus tranſ- 
formatui a veitiys Santi Cuthberti{ Vrbane with- 
drew not onely the perſons;but bona the goods of 
the Cleargie from & trials of Ciuill Courts, In 
caſe of Treaſon the Popes would oftentimes hauc 
exempted Biſhops from the Barre, though Prin- 
ces abſolute would neuer yeeld to this demaund 
as a right by Es PT : howſocuer at 
the Popes requeſt ſome of them haue bene pleaſed 
to remit wrongs out of Indulgencic. Let Plating 
give emdenceconcerning ſtrange deuifes vented, 
and plots vndertaken, to bring all thePrinces of 
the world to hold their Crownes Ad placiturm,and 
in cffe& ar the will of Peters Succeſſor. Some 
being called in queſtion for” perſonal tranſgre(- 
ſions: ſome foridlewords : ſome for taking part 
with Princes whom Popes hated ; ſome for refu- 
ſing to participate in Ations vvhach the Pope fa- 
uoured : ſome that the Pope might preferre his 
ovyne friends to theirſcates : ſome fe ſtanding 
ſtiffely againſt humors our of ſuſpicion : ſome to 
make the Pope himſclic more ſtrong : ſometime 
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tomake his enemies more weake. And (ureIam 
by confe(sion of thoſe thatin Religion were cucr 
conſonant iothe Rowane Canons,thatafter once 
that rule of Gregory was riuered 1nto the conſci- 
ence of Chnſtians (Which 1a thoſe dayces were 
more fearefull to offend, then ſtudious to learne) 
Sententiam Indices quamuis iniaftumt.mendam-e(ſe : 
that the ſentence of a Iudge is to bee feared, 
- though yauſt : howſocuer all the Lawes of Eu- 
rope in this caſe by the grounds of nature grantap- 
peales, vvhat quarel ſocuer it pleaſed the Pope our 
of diſpleaſure, wſt or vniuſt, to prerend, himſelfe 
being cucr (for the moſt part) both Indge and 
partic, tharmult be ſatisfied tothe full, though ir 
coſt an Emperour his Crowne... 

And becaufe Homo ſþiritnals indicatur a nemine; . 
ſome of the Canoniſts proceeded. ſo farre in 
Hatrery after theſe encouragements,as to exempr 
the Popes cenſure from examination; though they 
carrie With them heapes of ſoulesto hell : which 
though the wiſerand the better ſorr reie, as a 
doQrine fitter for the ſchoole of Mahomerthen a 
ſcholler of the Church; yer will it be ever recko- 
ned andreputed.probably as well errer predicatio- 
ns, as counerſations , fo long as it ſhall paſſe the 
print Without reproofe ; and to yſe the phraſe of 
S. Hierome vpon hike occalions,priu/quan Aferiſco 
iuguletur. Emmanuel the Greeke Emperour cra- 
uing earneſtly of Alexander the third , that both 
Empires of the Eaſt and Weſt might be reunized 
' fora greaterſtrength and a more aſſured ſuppore 
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againſt the enemies ofthe faith;his anſwere was, 
Se nolle id unire quod maiares ſuide induſtria diſinnx- 
#/[ent,, that hee would not vnire that which his 
predeceſſors had of ſet purpoſe ſeuered,, though 
1n very tructh icmay be prooueda worle part 1n 
thoſe thatlaid their heads,and (et their hands to- 
gether, being as they were , burmen adzllud ſe- 
paraudum quod Dems coninnxit , to make a [epara- 
tion in that which God had conioyned and faſte- 
ucd, Though Alexander the Pope had modeſtly 
forborne rg anſwere the requeſt of Emmanuel in 
ſo plainc language,as mighrmooue rhe world co 
ſay to him, as the mayd did to S. Peter inthe pai- 
lacc of the high Pricſt, Vere twex ilis es,nam C3 (0- 
quela tua te manifeſtum facit : yer, by the courſe 
Which this Popes predeceſſors rooke 1n planting 
Sedem Impery the ſeate of the Empire rather a- 
mong the Germanes , where by larger diſtance he 
mighrcleſſc offtend,then in Romana Metrepolizthen 
18 Romeic ſelte, where he might eclipſe the glory 
ofthe Pope , wee might cafily haue aprehended 
both what was the obie&, and where would bee 
theende of thatpolicie, Hereunto I adde an In- 
denture made by another of that ranke , with 
Charles Duke of Anton before his eſtabliſhment in 
the kingdome of Siczlie, Thatneither hee during 
his owne time, nor any of his heires and ſucce(- 
ſors after him , ſhould accept of any offer which 
the Germane Princes might bedrawen to make to 
him of the Empire; much lefle that hee or they 
ſhould hunt after it; his feare was (after an expe- 
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rent) bythe longduſtcling betweene the Pope 
and Frederihe, (who was by right both Emperor 
and king of Sicelie) that the vicinitic and neigh- 
borhood of fo greata State as thar Kingdomero 
Rome,in caſe it tell into the hand of an cuil neigh- 
bour, ( with the leaſt colour or aduantageofari- 
tle) mighe ſtirre vp cafily in the diſpoſition of a 
Prince that were couragious, an earneſt deſire of 
a diſcontinued eſtate : Decauſe howlocuer que- 
ſtions bee ouer-ruled among private perſons vp- 
on the ground of preſcription 1n point of Law, 
yet Where the ſword muſt flouriſh for the maſters 
priſe, preſcriprio nulla, quaniumuis diuturni tempoyis, 
occarrit Caſari. I necde nor at this preſent to 
name that prouident and diſcreete Cardinall,who 
in one of the late conclaues, put in a timely Cau- 
tion ro the reſt of his fellowes at the choiſe ofa 
Pope, to beware of too ſeruile aregart of the par- 
tialities and paſsions of potent Princes, that Sed: 
wacante recommended their chiefeſt fauournes to 
S.Perers chaire, tono other ende, then that th 
might againe by quinteſlence of craft, reduce the 
moderne Maicſtic ofthe Church of Rome to that 
bare 1s patronatus, Wherein it ſtooge during the 
reignes of dominecring Emperours , and whilc 
they were able , ro free chemſelues of that ſeruile 
yoke , which by the loſe of many lives , by the 
waſtcofgreatTreaſure,andthe higheſt improue- 
ment of their predeceſſours Arte, (hat ſertheir 
owne liues light in reſpe& of the Churches liber- 
tic, ) was caſt off, Tivdſe aretheſteps by which

ſo faras I can gather,cither by obſeruing the cur- 
rent of time,the reports of Hiſtorics,orthe deepe 
impreſsions ofexpertence, the Popes hauc aſceded 
ſometime warily, ſomerime confidently, but al- 
moſt cuer (afterthetranſlation of the Empire 1n- 
to the Eaſt) powerfully tro this height ofpreroga- 
tive, Which haue made them ſufficiently ſtrong, 
as it1s {aid of Danidin the (cripture , Cum leonibus 
tanquam cum agnis ludere,8:totread vpon the 4ſpe 
and the Baſol:che. VV hat Soto, Syluefter; Symanca; 
Nauarre or Bellarmine either thinke or publith in 
their clymicall diſtinftions of direfteand indircete, 
proprie and improprie, ſimpliciter and ſecunaum quid, 
abſolute and tantunmoas in ordine aa fpiritualta.; it 
much mattcrs not, becauſec-in this poynt they 
doc' mcerely tranſgreſic mandata Dei propter tre- 
aitionem ſnam , leaping like ſheepe that are frigh- 
red with che&ir owae ſhadow , oucrhedges onc1n 
the necke of anarher , withour forc-chinking.of 
the dirch on the other fide, vouching ne one 
ricle rightly to thts purpoſe out of the Word of 
God, regardingnothingthat is ancient , nor ad- 
dingany reaſon ofimportance that1s new:filling 
the Schovoles with clamors, the Church with cr- 
rors,andall Chriſtian eſtates with tragedies. Y ct 
in diſproofe ef their diſtinftions, which are one- 
ly circles and fharpe anglesof Scholaſticall con- 
ccipts3 beſide the grounds 'of ſober wdgement 
formerly ſet downe, I will produce alcarned Iu- 
ric oft{5{c Biſhops whom theſe Schoolemen rec- 
pute firmely and completaly Catholike : ( mou 
they 
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they. emblaſon by deſcent of pedegree theoncly 
trueand lawfull heires of Chriſt, and whom they 
reuerenceas his Apoſtles-ſucceflors, ):hat did ab- 
ſolutely refuſe in the moſt ſerutle times to fud- 
ſcribe the Popes priuatiue and peremptorie.ccn- 
ſures.againſt theirowne Souerugues. They did 
obſcruethcir oathes of Loyaltie, outof the boud 
of Conſcience, without regard of Canonical ab- 
ſolution,8& neuer ſhrunke ypon threats or terrors 
thar thundred:ar:Rome , fromthe politiue Lawes 
and qduerics oftheir owne Countreys. They were 
not ignorant that the high Prieſt in the Law was 
circundates infirmitate, and bound by the Law to 
offer ſacrifice aſwell for his owne priuateifinnes, 
as forthe finnes of the multitude. They had read 
that S.Peter the firit founder of the Church of 
Rome ,Was called Sathan for giuing counſell (rhat 
Was not ſound)to our Sawour after thebeſtow- 
ing of thoſe titles of prerogatiue, which many 
vrge. . They finde hum pinched not behinde his 
backe, but reproued to his face by S,Paul, for that 
he did not holde a ſtreight courſe for the propa- 
gation of the faith; They learned ofan Apoltle, 
ſo tarre only co follow-others, as they w ere found 
ro follow Chriſt. They heard that many Popes had 
reuoked their firſt cenſures vpon better informa- 
tin : that <Alexandey the third gaue free libertie 
tothe Archbiſhopof Ravexne of abſtinence from 
fatisfation to his owhe direQtions , ſo. as withall 
he gaue thereaſon which moucd himto abſtcein; 
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ence manente dubio , ſo long as the point was in 

ueſtion, ortrauerſed. They were greatly moo- 
ued with the preſedents of thoſe religious and 
faichfwll audicors at Theſſalonica, that cxamined 
the paſſages of holy writ alledged by S.Pasl, for ' 
the betrer triall ofthe doQrine an ita ſe haberent, 
whether they were vouched in aright and proper 
ſcnceorno. Laſt ofall, becauſt they found the 

rintledge of not erring in the Pope to be limutted 
by the ſchoolemen them(ſelues, ro matter of faith, 
not of policie, and to be rather cathedrall rhen 
perſonall , It was a courſe familiar and vſuall a- 
mong many graue Biſhops of that ape , to exa- 
mine: Papall cenſures aſwell by the ſtandard of 


Gods word, as by the weights ofthe Confſiſtory, 


and ſo farre onely to giueWay to inſurgent turi(- 
dition, as it might not at the iſſue of their liues 
vnhappily fall outro thensin /mgultwm cords, that 
they had run counter. Itthey hauc enther cauſe 
or colour to challenge any one or more of this 
Turic that is empanelled ex hominibur legalibus for 
triall ofthis point in queſtion , as pretudiciall cy- 
ther. to the cauſe, or tothe Church, I willvn- 
dertaketo ſet him yelZum vpright in ipſaCuria Ro- 
mana by the warrant of their: owne Recordes, 
though that bee greater paine then I neede a- 
cainſt any of the Schoolemen, that mould day- 
ly new diftin&tions out -of the quinteffence of 
their .owne concened and felfe-pleaſing wirees 

withone the right ſtampe of Anriquitic. 
Thaue ronched by diſcourſe precedent , 2 
arre 
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farre Philip the French king,furnamed for hisper- 
ſonage/ebeas, was ſecured by the whole Clergie: 
of his Realme, fo farre as concerned the boad 
of their Allegiance and Loyaltic, #on ob/tante the 

raſh proceeding and pcn_ma ric cenſures of Pope. 
Boniface. To this I adde the anſwere, which was 

made by Hincmar Archbiſhop of Rhemes to Pope. 
Adrian , (forbidding him yader paine of cenſure 
to yeeld either reuerence or ſcruice to-the King, 

' as to his lawfull Soueraigne) Thatperſogs of all 
_— alwell Ecclefiaſticall as Secular within 

the Realme of France (afſembled vpon the pub- 

licationof the Popes cenſure) had ſer downe this 
concluſion with a kind of aſtoniſhment, yanquarm 

oli pradeceſſorum ſuorum , that no ſuch intunQion 
was cuer ſent to any of ther predeceſſors before 

thac time. A ſtrong euidence in.my conce , al- 

well ofnoueltie,as of iniuric. 

By another graue report touching the king- 
dome of Sicilie , I finde in an Epiſtle of the Arch- 
biſhops of Pawormum , how ſtrange the Biſhops of 
that State held an oath of obedience tothe Sea of 
Rome,tendered by the Popes Nwntioto one ofthem: 
at the recciuing of the Pale , and With this ſtrong 
exception, Non inyeniri de huruſmodi inramento ſta- 
tuta 88 Concilys , Thatin the Councels no-Canon 
could befound , wheraby+o prefſcrheraking of 
ſuchan oathby an Archbzſhop. Yetcanl notde- 
nie , thatSiofhdideamoredepend vponathedicei- 
ons of the Poge, by:thecondition of ſome-former 
conttatt betweene thackingdome & the Church 
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of Rorje!tlien mary other Prouinces, 7 4 
When Crezery the fourth” had a purpoſeirt his 
head peremprorily rd proceed againſt Lewes /c 
dcbonaire'; the French Biſhops in flat rermes an-' 
fvered Se molle e+e. that they Wwouldnorfilhmin 
their ivdgemenrs'to that 'oftet : burnhe provind: 
thereof beihg both'weitke and vniuſt ;Heſhould 
well know ; that $7 eXcommunitaturus veniret 6x- 
communicatus difeederet if he came with a purpoſe 
toexcomminicate, hehoutd'Hepart excommu- 
vicated.” Ade varothisoin ofa French record, 
an inſtance of one lohn Tanquerell condemned by 
rhe diuines of Pars , for labouring:-to defend char 
the Popein ſome' caſes might depdole the King.So 
ſtrange Was the dodHrine ofdepolmg'Princes,and 
tranſpofing Crowries,, eſteemed cuer 1n thoſe ve- 
ry times Which are thought to carry the ſtrongeſt 
tinCtureof afteftion , which many call ſeruitude. 
Burifhereſic & infidelitie were the proper canfes, 
as they are made the ordinary motiues of rheſe 
braue attempting and vadertaking cenſures a- 
_ crowned Potentates , there might be ſome 
bertercolour ofexcuſe, though no berter ground 
of inſtification(becauſencither we haueany ſuch 
cuſtome , northe Churchof God:)Burwe know 
that prerogatiue is the Afagne Charts Which they 
ſtudy that purſue this point; And let the Prince(a- 
gainſt who the Pope entendsor pretends a quarel) 
be as Catholique in all pomits ofprofeſsion as the 
Pope himfelfe , yet he cannot ſauchisſtake in ſce- 
king to ſauc his ſoule: for the challenge being

The belt learned a- 
mong the Schaolemen make nor obedience cy- 
cher an abſtra&t wp the clondes, or an jndiuidunm 
vagim , of (as ſome doc;the prerogatiue of Prin- 
ces) a Nemo ſeit rout, they congeiueit ag a duetic 
ranged by preſggiption.ad leges Evangelicah | 
— Vpouthis graund.oþ 5raſpry;cquitte.agd con- 
ſcience , Gerbartus, Axchb, of Rbemes By LAN Þ 
:0an abſolute, renunciation of any grating that 
can be made to any mortall man 1. particufar, of 
{o large capacitie ,-vt guigquid hiber liceag , left char 
perſon being forcſtalleg , corgupte l,, or [c uced 
by tcare, gaine , Or ignorance, mig pat all, OUr- 
ſc5our of frame; wighghis further aduwce , hatin 
limitation of power , the holy Goſpcls \ the Pro- 
phers & Apoſtles, and:the,Canops of he hurgh 
1ndighred by Gads Spirit. and obſc Ce in alla- 
gesþy thoſe Paſtors whom the holy Ghoſt ap- 
poynted to, direct and gouerne the Church'of 
God, might hee Lex. communs Eccleſie Catholice. 
This rule giurs,a roynd (perſedres to: M. Garner, 
. andhis Ghaglemaſters; And furcher we finde7uo 
the learned Biſhop of Charters far a Fp ATOW 
1adly ſocugrithe French King dealt with him. yn 
ng y ſocugrehe Exgncy Ring dealt War EIN 
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reſpe@ of his abſence from that conuention, 
wherein the Popes proceedings againſt the King 
were ſharpely cenſured by all che States) as ro 
denierthe fubieRibn or ſubordination of a Kin 

fo any ſtiperior'in his Temporall eſtate. ' And 
though the King ſhould refulc out of conumacy 
to giue care to the counſell of the gadly Biſhops, 
(which was the caſe as he concewed atthat time, 
beiog infinitely addited to the Pope ) Diuino' ta- 
men iudicio relinquendum eſſe , yet he mult bee left 
onely to the Diuine chaſtiſement. Andas Brator 
ſauh, Sufficit ex ad panam quod Dewm expectat wito- 
rem. How confidently, & how aften the Synodes, 
Parlidthents , and Shooles of France haue run vp- 
on the pikes of Papall cenſures;'in defence of the 
Kings cſtate paramounre, ſometime by their De- 
crecs prounciall, ſometime by their ſanQions 
pragmaticall, ' and ſometime. by prohubitions, 
Which cur the finewes of all ſuperlatiue com- 
mauinds with ſo ſharpe an edge,as after that, they 
were neuer able cither to march or moue,, I nced 
not amplific , but onely point with my finger to 
the Coronation of the King now regnant at his 
firſt entrance, by Biſhops, Romare Catholikes, 
(Withour either awe of fapertor, or feare of Cen-- 
ſure, or conceir of irregularitie,) while hee ſtood 
within the danger ofthe curſe; and conclude this 
point With one example vety pregnant;as I ima- 
Nineof S. Lewes, ned by the Pope himſelfe in- 
ro the liſte of holy Confeſſors and Saints in the 
Romance Calender , notwithſtanding his ſeuerc-de- 
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cree, that no kinde of Leuies or taxations ſhould 
bemade in Fraxce by the Popes inftruments, with- 
out the knowledge of his prinie Counſel or him- 
ſelfe; nor then alſo , but in caſes of euident ne- 
celine. 

Butnow leſt M.Gaynet or his complices ſhould 
except againſt the ſtate of France , as ouer-tickle 
inthe ſeate of ſatiſfaQtion, when the ſcope of the 
Church is gaine : though vvee muſt adde. ſome 

reater vveight of crediteto theſe courſes, in re- 

ſpe&the Biſhops were both Orthodoxa/ and Cano- 

nicallthat afſented to their publication with the 

other Peeres; I vvill prooue further, thatin ren- 

dernefle of care to preſerue the prerogatiue of 
Monarchie vvithin the bounds and linutres of ir 

ſelfe,the Kings of England hauencither bin infe- 

riour, norleaſt ſenſitme. May it therefore pleaſe 

M.Garnet,and ſo many other of that ſuire as hold 

the Subie& bound to follow whatſocuer is des 

creed at Rome ypon ſuppoſition ofhereſic,or ſug- 
geſted ſheyves of infideline againſt their Soue- 
raione, to take notice ofthe Titles, Names, and 
iudgements of theſe perſons which I ſhal preſenr 
ro Geir conſideration; not from the Ps 
which may diſtaſte their reliſh, bur our of the liſt 
of Engliſh Authors , limmed among Catholikes 
with golden Charaters. 

I wil begia with the firſt of our Kings poſt Con- 
queftum, and proceede to others as they fall into 
the circle ofexception in their courſes, and pro- 
ceeding orderly . Quid Pape cum Impery vel regnt 
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libertate? VV hat hath the Pope to doe with the li- 


\Wil.Cong- hertie of an Empire or Kingdome (ſaith /1/:{{iam

the Conqueror) ro Whomir rather belongeth to 
rake care of ſoules, & of the Churches ſecuritie? 
Afterwards, in that quicke contention that fell 
out betwcene liam the ſecond, and Anſelme 
the Archbiſhop about the Pope, (though I will 
acither auow this King to haue bin an holy Con- 
feſſor, nor all his.expoſtulations to haue bene re- 
ular demaunds) yet they muſt gueme leaueto 
note with what affetion and reſolution , not- 
withſtanding the Popes 1nter-comming to make 
himſelfe a partic in the quarrel], che Biſhops did 
adhere to their owne Souecratgne, N otum habeat 
ſantitzs veſtra, Y our holineſle, ſayth Henry the 
firſt, muſt vnderſtand,thatby Gods helpethe dig- 
nities and liberties of this Kingdome ſhal receiue 
no Wipe of abatement during my reigne : For 
though I had an humour of embaſing my ſelfe ſo 
much, as to ſhrinke vpon ſo ſure a ground ; taner 
optimates met , imo totits Anglie populiid nullo modo 
paterentur : yet my Peeres, nay,all the Commons 
ofmy Realme would ncuer ſuffer it. And after 
this,the Biſhop of Exceſter ſent ro Rome, receiued 
a very gracious and milde anſwere of the Pope, 
touching the Kingdomes liberties. Henry the ſe- 
cond would admit no Legatfrom thence,nor re- 
paire of any his Subic&ts to hat Sea, before they 
gane ſecurinie quod malum ſuum wel regno fuo non 
uererent. 

The Suftragan of Canterbary in very modeſt 
and 
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and humble manner 'aduiſed Thomas his Archbi- 
thoprather to appeaſe the Kings wrath by a ſub- 
miſse Letter, which had euer bin the courſe of 
rams gs among the Paſtors primitiue , then 
y heaping coalcs to inflame his paſsions , in ſo 
violent and deſperate a kinde,. as might perhaps 
cauſe a reuolr from the Romane hrerarchie, 
Neubrigen/is an other Countrey man of ours, 
compareth the Archbiſhops oppoſition at that 
timeto the King, to S. Peters zeale, inthe queſti- 
on between him and S. Pas/.-For though no man 
denies, ſaith he, that the Archbiſhop in his partt- 
cular was zelo feruidus; yet an plene et ſecundum in- 
ſtrtiam, Deus nouzt , Whether ſufficiently , and ac- 
cording to the tight, God knoweth, ſince it is 
written in the Prouerbes, Thar prudens ix tempore 
tacebit , quia tempus malum , A Wile man will hold 
his peace in time, becauſe the time is ewill, as hee 
thoughtthatto bee. The ſpeach is modeſt, and 
yer declareth that cuen in thoſe times men that 
were voyde of paſsion, though of one and che 
ſame profeſsion, comming to ſcanne the point of 
conſcience, iudged indifferently , without cither 
ſmart to the Subie,or wrong to theSoueraigne: 
which makes methe moreto praiſe the wiſedom 
of that Canon of the Church, which (with great 
reaſon) difſwades ouer rough ſearching of ſoares 
deepely feſtered , or ouer quickly proceeding in a 
time when Cenſures are (er light ; for experience 
hath taught, that this'were bur to caſt pearles be- 


fore ſwine,8& to giue that Which is Sandti,canibus. 
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The whole reigne of King Jobs, being in cffe&t 
nothing but a Tragedic aGted in the eye, and 
to the ſcorne of England ouer all theworld , be- 
rweene the Pope and him , our Biſhops ſkirmiſh- 
ing ſometimes (out of conſcience) on the Kings 
ſideagainſt the Pope in this fraftion of the politike 
Eſtate, and ſometimes (our of fattion) on the 
ao {ide againſt the King : Yetthe _m part 
of them at inaſore as one of our Authors writes, | 
Non obſtante [ententia qua Rex erat innodatus, did 
communicateand religiouſly recetue withhim. 

Henry thethird ſuſpefting ſome hard meafure 
(as it ſeemes vpon the ſmart and horror of cxam- 
ples paſt) exaCted a formall oath of his Biſhops 
that repaired.to the Councel of Liens before their 
ſetting forth, That they ſhould aſſent to nothing 
there debated, or to bee decreed to his or his 
Crownes preiudice. At the ſame Councell the 
King complained (not by the vertne of his Let- 
—_ by the voyce of his Biſhops)of a wrong- 
full claime pretended by the Pope of an Impoſitt- 
on, vnder the maske and colour of Epiſcopall af- 
ſcnt : Which in the bzhalfe of all the reſt, was 
roundly contradicted by the Metropolitane, V p-- 
on notice taken of this complaynt, the Pope al- 
luding to the fpleene of Fredericke the Emperor 
againſt. his predecefſonr, ſayd that the King of 
England began to #rederize; bur ic Skills notmuch 
ſayd he : for,habet Rex Anglie ſuum conſilium,et ego 
meum : as he might very well,8: yet be no gainer. 

Edward the firſt ſent Sir John Lexinton toalthe 
Biſhops 
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Biſhops as they were afſembled in the houſe of 
Conuocation, with an expreſſe caveat; T hat they 
ſhould in no waies yecld to the Popes carneſt in- 
Rance for fariſtation in a demaund : to which 
protubition, as my Author writes , & ipſiparut- 
runt, they obeycdaccordingly. 

Edward the ſecond ſtood reſolutely vpon the 
maintenance of his gift of the Treaſourerfhipof 
Yorke againſt the Popes Breues , ſtriving forceably 
bythe colour of a'former graunt, to preferre a 
nephew of his owne; And vpon what ground ? 
Becauſe ( faith the King) the Peeres of this king- 
dome are bound by their oath of homage, to 
maintaine the rights and liberties of this State, 
whereot collation of dignities hath cuer bene re- 
puteda ſpecial branch , and therefore cannot Sal- 
v4 conſcientia , adrait or endure the leaſt blemiſh 
of an 1nueſted honour. For ifitwere not lawtull 
for the Biſhops of thoſe ages,as appeareth by Re- 
cord Feodum Laicum Romanecccleſie obligare,to tye 
a Lay-feevpon the Church of Rome; how much 
lefle is it reaſonable, lawfull or conuenient at this 
day, to engageeither the Princes right, or the 
Subics loyaltic? 

Totheſe I adde averycarneſt letter written to 
the Pope by the ſame Prince, in ſuch a ſtile, and 
with incke tempered with ſo ſharpe mgredients, 
as Ex vnguibus Leonem : for he doth there proteſt, 
and that with ſome ferucncic,Se ir regni ſit con!re 
Papam,e+ omnes defenſurum: that he would defend: 


the rightand ticle ofhis Crowne, againſt all per- 
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ſons Whatſocner , Without diſtinion or dwuerſ1- 
tie, I note by this occaſion the remperance of 
the Pope at that time , who neither replies with 
paſsion, nor thunders in heate, For though ut be 
true that England by poſition and fite hath a great 
aduantage of many other States and kingdomes 
of Earope, thatareneither ſo well fenced , nor {0 
complearly compaſled by ſea, purpoting to ſtand 
reſolutely 1n defence of it ſelfe, though the cauſe 
were good, andthe Prince martiall; yer it ap- 
peareth , thatthe Pope for his partalſo was more 
paticnt then ſome of his ſucceſſors (impeached 
by more difficulties and ſtronger impediments) 
haue bene ſince thattime; Orels conſidering the 
claime Which hepretended to collations and 1n- 
ueſtitures in many other Eſtates, where he found 
Princes more afraid , hee might at the leaſt haue 
made an offer (though to ſmall efte&t)ot his viru- 
lent exceptions , Which being vied without diſ- 
cretion,are indeed but the veſſels of an vadiſcreet 
Paſtor, to take the words of Zachary. 

Neither Law nor Nature doeallow to any A- 
gent, PoteFatem operanat,for the maintenance of ir 
ſelfe, Sine preparatione mediorum, Without the pre- 
paration of meanes proportionableto that facul- 
tie which it affords:and therefore in this caſe we 
muſt inferre, That either the Pope Wanted paſsion 
or power, or inſtruments to further his ends(ac- 
cording to the ſcope of his deſire) powerfully. 
The Abbot of Taueitecke was fined at 509,marks 
for recciuing a Bull from Rome , wherein there 
were 
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were bur Aliqua verbs Regr,e corone ſue proaindici- 
alia, Thewhole Courr of Parliament, wherein Rich.2. 
the party of the Biſhops and Abbots among the 
Lay-peeres for the number was not weake, gaue 
their promiſe to King Richard the ſecond , with 
proteſtation to defend his regall rights and Im- 
munities againſt all oppoſition, though it were 
made by the Pope himſclfe. And herewithall I 
note the reaſon in the Record , ſurable ro the re- 
ſolution (which was ſpoken of before, Leaſt the 
Crowne of England, which had bene cuer free 
from the reſtraint of any Superiour commaund, 
might on a ſudden flip vnawares into the ſnare of 
ſeruitude; And therefore the maine Article in Henry 4. 
Parliament inforced for the depriuation of Ri- 
chard the ſecond, was, T hat he had by admittin g 
Bulls from Rowe , inthralled the Crowne of Ene- 
land, which was free from the Pope and all other 
torratne power, 
The Popes ignorance in the ſtate of Engliſh af- 
faires,was the motiue by which the wiſedome of 
the State Was drawen during the raigne of the 
ſame Prince andal that ſucceeded, ro condemne, 
diſable and rceie all Bulls or Breues of ditc&tion/ 
from Rome,that ſtood yponno Warrant of certi- 
ficate from ſome Biſhop in the land to guide his 
ayme ; and thoſe Biſhops ( as wee finde by the 
reports of Hiſtory and Record) were cuer the 
worſe eſteemed, and the lefſe regarded by their 
owne Prince and Countrey,that poſted over ro 


ſeeke forraine ayd, when they might have found 
: greater 
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greater eaſe , by reſorting to their home bred 0- 
racles, and non ad tranſmarina indicia, Which they 
ought to do by the councel of Carthage. 

They that deſire to be more particularly enfor- 
med of the prolperous ſucceſſe of ſome Biſhops, 
that were forward in execution of the Popes ar- 
ders without licence fromthe King , may finde a 
ſcifure made vpon all the Temporalnes of thoſe 
Biſhops of Ely and Norwich, for thepublication 
of a Bull againſt Hugh Earle of Cheſter; And fur- 
ther obſerue alſo, thatthe Biſhop of Ely was con- 
demned of fclony by a Tury at the Kings bench, 
notwithſtanding his bold challenge =. vnitus 
Domini & frater Pape,the Popes brother;but a yon- 
ger it ſeemes , by bearing his dignitic with ſo 
great adifference, The Biſhop of Carble in like 
maner, (notwithſtanding the priuiledge of vn&i- 
on)was condemned of high treaſon at the Barre, 
(though notin the Popes cauſe) 1n the time of 
Hepry T fourth, and chat worthily, For though 
Salomon {pared the lite of Abiathay out of a ſpe- 
ciallfauour,and a kind of reuerenceto Religion, 
Quiaportauit Arcam Domini, becauſe he had once 
caried the Arke of God; yet by that hee cals him 
virum morts , I may lawfully conclude , what in 
Tuſticehe mighthaue done concerning life : but 
of his depriuation the Text it ſelfe giucs clearc 
cuidence. 

I addeto this example the learned wdgement 
of Baptiſia Bataraus a profound Ciwlian , That a 
Biſhop oftending in caſe of Treaſon, cannot bee 
exempted 
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exempted by his funftion from triall before i4 
Tudge meerely Secular: and for proofe hereof no 
man can witnefle better 'then Philep de Compnes, 
whar {light anſwer was giuenby the French king 
his Maſter, to the Popes thceſfantliiic by the'Nun- 
tio, for the relcaſc of a Cardmall, whoſe place and 
dignitie was more eminent, 

In Spaine ic (elfe, which ſeemes in this agero be 
molt precife and tender of that point'Which 1s 
cermed the Churches liberty (though neither cir- 
cumſcribed within any certaine limits of admit- 
tance, nor defined rillthis day by any Do@6tir of 
either Law,) their owne weiters'auow, That the 
Biſhop of Conimbre was coſtrained by the State to 
recall a ſentence agaiaſt the King, which the Pope 
himſelfe had both encouraged and iuſlified. Doz 
Pedro King of Aragon in ſcorne of the Popes charge 
. vnder painc of cenſure not to take ypon him any 
longerthe title of that Crowne, which;our of his 
owne particular afte&tion he had ſerled before 
ypon another Princes head , intituled himſelfe 
Imperatorem maris, & regnorum dominum, meaning 
rather to aduaunce then dilmiſle his ſtile by the 


Popes ladder. 

Mar of their Kings,asT could expreſſe at bet- 
terleaſure, haue withſtood peremptorie cenſures 
ofthe Churchof Rome , almoſt Ad deliquinms ani- 
mie, ſometime vpon ſuppoſition of incontinen- 
cie:' ſometime vponthe ſtay of the maine ſtroke 
of that oare in their eſtate :. ſometime about col- 
lations, tranſpoſitions, inueſtirures; withourany 
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inward. gall or yexation of confcicnceforexat- 
perating a Popes humor in defence of their owne 
prerogatiue. Let the walles. and battlements of. 
the Caſtle Saint Angelo tn. Rome beare record of 

the-pictic, patience and humilitic of Charles the 
_ fifth, Grandfatherro the King of Spare now reg- 
nant , When the Pope in paſsion ouverſtrained. 
both the ductie of a Childe,andthe paticnce of ſo 
greata Potentate, Ithinke M.Gornes wil admit, 
that-thele thouſand yeeres there was nor amore 
obcdient daughter to the-Church of Rome then 
Queene«Marre,that could neuerreſt in quiet, til 
ſhe had reduced the ſtraying ſheepe.of her Domu- 
£10ns, as ſhe concciuet), to-S. Peters Folde: and 
yet Without regard or awe of the Popes ſharpe 
ccnſurcs againſt the King:-her husband, ſhe never 
gaucoucrayding him with Money, andaſsiſting 
im with Force, till hee was perfe&ly reconciled 
ro'the Church, and the ſtrife determined, For as

and pierie, For tt} I ſee it cleare either by do- 
Arine or experience, that God created all men 
Stoicks, or ratheras yoid of ſenfe as ſtockes , and 
inſhcnced Popes not-only diſþenſatores myſteriorum, 
diſtribarers of his myſterics, but 2axquam anzelos 
lacs , as Angels of light, ormorethen Angels of 
light, becauſe in thoſe, as lobrecords, inuenit pra- 
witaters;, T muſt borow leaue in diſcerning mat- 
ters of rhis qualitie, to make vſeof the litele rea- 
ſon, and the great reſpe& TI haue: leauing thoſe 
that are of another minde,to borrow ſuch diſcre- 
tion by obſeruation, Whichin this world all per- 
ſons ar all times neither cucr had, nor canecuer 
haue. 0-2 
By theſe preſedents and many more, which 
time ſerues not to dilate or to enlarge, Ihold ir 
very cleare,, that both Princes and their Biſhops 
hane obeyed theſe Papall cEſures1n matrers tou- 
ching their Prerogatiue and State, neither longer 
nor ofrener then debilitie or 'neceſsttic:enforced 
thenito abate theirſayles,in a ſtorme ofdiſtreſle: 
Thoughdecreces priuatiue haue bin often ſquared 
by lawes politiue; & that albeir many kings hane 
made aſhew to be mild ſpe&ators of their neigh- 
bours harmes , yet ifthe caſe came once to touch 
cithertheirowne affeQion or their right, they 
were contentto reade without the ordinary con- 
ſohants ofthe Romanealphaber. Ifrhenthe wea- 
pons with which our Anceceſſors fought againlt

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ambirion and wrong , haue bin cateq into by the

#it:andends abſolurely ir it ſelfewithour any o- 
ther pomtor ſcope obieQualtomouc varo. Thar 
the Pope hath ſometimes ſer the Crowne Tniperr- 
all vpon Ceſar: cad, fince the crowning of King 
Pepine,( whom T rake to berhe' firſt) oughrtobe:

I conclude this queſtian — Chilaericke, 
With an Argument incuitable citherbyinuention 
orſophiſtrie, nor diſabling the witnelles:For Soto 
both a Frier-and a:learned Schooleman holdes, 
T hat extra canſas fidei ipſi Pontifices nunquam auf 
ſunt Reges deponere : the Popes theraſclues durſt ne- 
ucr.depaſe:any. King withour the compaſle of 
ſuch matters: as concerne faith; !Bur Cheldrricke 
was depoſcdnot for any potnt af faith,but as Pope 
Gelafins writes to Aneſi#Þus, becauſc he was of io 
vſc tb the Commah wealth; therefore ir is nar 
polibleghatChildericke hould be depoledby Pope = 
Zachsrie, VV lathuc anderichathbeene made in 
former times againſt: vncuull claymesvarniſhed 
witi religious pretencesnothing prooues more 
plainely then the ſtrong. oppeſictton which was © 
made at.cheholy Land 2o-Pelagivs the: Popes 'Le- 
gatc,farſcekiog:to drawinaltpartesto the ſhate 
of the Church, at the taking of the rich Cirie De- 
emnotynliketotheparntion which was made 
Jy | by 
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by the Lyon to other beaſtes that hunted in his 
company: Foritis true thatatthe firſt they won- 
dered,and after complayned, that the Miniſter of * 
him , whoſe office was to ſtrengthen by aduile, 
ſhould diſcourage by too much greedineſle. 

To that example which is giuen by Gregory the 
ſcuenth of «Alexander the firſt , another ſuppoſed 
predecefſour , abſoſuing Chriſtians from oathes, 
it were idleneſle to ſhape any formall anſwere; 
fiace it hath neither liketihood 1n common ſence, 
nor ground of Antiquitie: For , in a thouſand 
yeeres after Alexander the firſt, this kind of relea- 
ſing oathes was not hatched, much leſſepraQtiſed. 
It1s not probable that a diſcreete Pope voyde of 
humors, (as in that firſt ſpring of pictie all were) 
would haue ſought to rangea fairhleſſe Princeto ' 
formall diſcipline, ſince Paul himſelferefuſerh to 
indge thoſe that were no ſheepe of the Folde , but 
fers , that is, without. And as vnprobableit1s, 
that when the Biſhops of Rome intended moſt the 
winning of ſoules by obedience, they ſhould giue 

ſo great cauſe of diſtaſte to thoſe Princes , that by 
theſtrength oftheir owne Lawes-were moſt ab- 
ſolute in authoricic. It may be that Alexanaey the 
firſt mighr comfort and ſecure the conſcience of 
ſome Chriſtians that were ouer ſcrupulous and 
preciſe in obſeruing wicked and vnlawfull oaths, 
which arc p/o iare nalla, (though the = ſhould 
not diſpenſe) and therefore broken with a better 
conſcience toward God, then kept. Bur how 
proues that the breach of lawfull oathes to Prin- 
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ces chat are rightly ſeated in rheir States, (though 
perhaps not cucr good)Which the Church con- 
demnes, and no Law iuſtifies? I hold it moſt ab- 
ſurd , that the Church of Rome for greatnefle, or 
the Church vniuerſall for inſtraQion , would nor 
hauekepr Record of ſuch a taGte , ifany ſuch had 
bin : bur it is nor hard to proue quialebet ex quoli- 
bet, where men may deuiſe to coyne theirowne 
poſitions withour care cither to an{were for pre- 
ſumption , or to account for ignorance, and then 
to grace them with proteſtations of pierte. 

The caution which S. Peter is ſaid to giue at 
the ordination of S. Clement , that no man ſhould 
bee fauoured or kindly entertained by the true 
profeflors of Religion , againſt whom his ſucceſ- 
ſors ſhould conceiue offence , may bee admitred 
without preiudiceto this point; it wee ſpeake of 
ſuch iuſt offences as Gods Lawes puniſhech, 
There are caſes wherein a man that doeth but in 
a word ſalute and giue a God-ſpeed to a gricuous 
{inner is ſaid Communicare operibus ipſins malignts: 
bur this 1s not cuer ; when S.Clements ſucceſiours 
cenſure more out of paſsion, then out ofreaſon. 
Chriſtian Princes were not ſo much as thought 
vpon When this courſe was ſet , & therefore farre 
out of Pope Mlexanders ayme, that is made to 
wound a King ſtanding ſo farre oft, with a head- 
lefſe arrow. Reaſon ſatisfies thus farre, that the 
Paſtors of the Church ( excluding vs out ofthe 
fold,)can bereaue vs onely of thoſe things which 
they gevs atour commingin, thatis,the —_ 
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dome of Heauen, more in value then tenMillions 
of worlds, burno kingdomevponearth : cotin- 
hericance With Saints, not With finners; erernail 
bleſsings, not temporall benchits. Ir appeares the 
Wardrobe is very beggerly (as one of M Garrets 
fellowes wrote ouer in ſuch another caſe) that 
affords nothing but rags inſtead of robes; And 
the ſtocke goes low, that would pay counters for 
Portagues.. 

Theſe areall the predeceſſors which Gregory 
the ſcuenth preſents as it were ina Mummery, to 
caſt dice for a Princes Crowne, as the Souldiers 
did forthe ſeamlefſe coat of Cur1s rt : forthey 
come, and goc out againe, Withour cither ſpea- 
king any word, or gtuing othernotice, then by 
fignes, which is nothing in effe& : their ende 
ſhould rather giue-emidence, then make appea- 
rance,diſpute, thendally. Itis hard that the Pope 
ſhould flouriſh in this thamelefſe maner, abour 
the heades of anoynted Mateſtie with a ruſty 
ſ\word,which ſince the time that S. Peterwas com- 
manded to pur it into theſcabberd , was-ncucr 
drawenznor by the rule of Cu r1s r ought tobe, 

King Edzar in an excellent Oration , perſ\va- 
ding the Saxon Biſhops thathadthe ſword of Pe- 
ter, ro ioyne hands with him-that had the f\vord 
of Con#antine for the cleanſing of the Church, 
meant nothing lefle,then, tharir could be ina Bi- 
ſhops power againſthumfelfe, ro makevſe of the 
matcriall{word,which was aſsigned to hiscuſto- 
dy. Hee tells Dunſtane in the ſame ſpeceh after- 
XX 2 ward,, 
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ward, Thatit was he that committed this truſt to 
the Biſhops care, that ſhould chaſtiſe oftendors 1n 
deed , But how ? Epiſcopalt cenſura, & authortitate 
regia , by the Epiſcopall cenſure, andthe Kings 
authoritie. Gregory the ſeuenth was nor yet a- 
wake , who putting two ſwordsinto one ſheath, 
entends nothing more, then to driue Princes out 
of the field with their owne weapons. 

But howſocuer ſome weake Soucraignes, that 
receiued their authoritie from God for terme of 
life, haue notwithſtanding bene content to hold 
it of the Pope at will z this barres nor others ofa 

uicker ſpirit, ro examine euidence concerning 
he point of right before they ſuffer themſclues to 
be concluded inthe Court of cquitie. SubicCs 
that are ductifull , and nor apt wi tranſported 
from their Faith with cucry blaſt of ambitious 
ſpleene, cleaue faſt ro the foundation which is the 
band of obedience, not voydable by ſtrong intru- 
ders , nor parttall interpreters. I confeſle that a 
godly Paſtor ought chiefly to prouide that Chriſts 
humble Sheepe ſhould bee foulded in due ſea- 
ſon, and ſafely guarded from the perſecution of 
wolues : but the ſheepe for their partalſo, ought 
to beas cautious, that a Wolfe be not the Belwea- 
ther : Which hath happened as often in many 
Churches, as theBiſhops out of their affeftions 
and wreakefull paſsjons haue bene Authors ofa 
farre greater effuſion of blood, then Heretickes 
or Infdels out of their malignitie, Further,ifwe 
may giue credite to thatſtrange viſion which Se-

zomen in his hiſtory reports, Therearoſe aqueſti- 
on not onely agong Doors ypon carth, bur e- 
uen among Sathts 1a heauen, What courſe was 
beſt co be taken with 1uhan the renegate,notwith- 
ſtanding his apoſtacie,in reſpe& of place: and yer 
of both I preſume, that M.Garnet held hima man 
of worſe condition and affeftion towards God 
and godly men then Henry the fourth, whom 
Without the leaſt gall of conſcience, or fuppolit- 
on of doubt the Pope depriued thus vaworthily, 
Touching the qualiric of this afflited and tor- 
mented Emperour,and the true ſtate of his cauſe, 
which was the ground and mote of the Popes 
ſharpe choler,, I needenot at this ume ſay much, 
when much cannot be ſaid for want of time, bur 
Will leaue him with his oppolite to their finall trj- 
all by Grand-Iury at-the dreadtull Barre , where 
the Bookes of all accounts and cuidences ſhall be 
layd open, and ſentence ſhall be rather grounded 
vpon 4uſt deſert, then partialldefire : And where 
no man ſhall becither charged our of the cnuy of 
Craſſus, or defended by the eloquence of Antony. 
I am notignorant of that which writers on both 
fides ( Imperiall and Pontficall, Gae/phes and Gz- 
bellizes ) haue ſer downe roucthung. Pope and Em- 
perour,according to that humor Which infe&tion 
and diſtration of parts enucnomed their pens. . 
I know that a man may etre eaſily, bending too 
much out of partialituc or pretudice to the byas of 
either ſide: And I want that 1uſt meaſure of dil- 
cretion & diſtintion which ſhould Icucl grounds 
> $ i. that 
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that are made vnequall- and vneuen by diſtempe- 
red concetts: But Whether the Pope were vexed 
and difquicted with Herries challenge of inueſti- 
rure of Biſhops per baculum & annalum, and colla- 
tion of Church preterrements as ſome thinke, 
(though many Kings, and ours eſpecially , haue 
had and cucr challenget] the like prerogatiue in 
their owne eſtates) or With the inſtigation of $7- 
gisfred the Archbiſhop of Mentz , ro withdraw 
ſubie&s oucrhaſtily from their ordinary reſort to 
Rome, as others Write 3 though this hath bene the 
caſe of ſome other Princes in like ſort, that eſca- 
ped thunderclaps : or whether Henries mcanc ac- 
count ofthe Popes admonitions,or hispreparati- 
'on to Withſtand forcewith force, putthe Pope into 
choler,as other Emperors haue done oftentimes, 
both beforcand ſince, with more eafte penance 
for ſuppoſed perunacie: Whether all theſe-or 
any one of theſe occaſions gave fire to the traine, 
though I preſnme notto refolue; yer I may bee 
bold to' conceiue in my owne opinion,that the 
medicine Was ouer ſharpe and violent for the 
malady, Trucitis, that the grudge of Gregory 
to this Emperour began firſt to feſter in his hearr 
a good ſpace before, 1n reſpe& of the counte- 
nance and ayd which Henry gaue to Gibeyt biſhop 
of Parma, choſen Pope by the Cardinals on that 
{ide of the Alpes, with oppoſition vauto iH/exan- 
der whom Gregory that was then butan Archdea-- 

con, highly fauoured. 2 
But ſuppoſing all were true that either m_ 
ably 
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ably oriuſtly hath bin ginen our in this cauſe for 
erueth , I deſire ro learne of fome graue doQour, 
whether theſe poore motiues were proportion- 
able ro the Popes glowing indignation , which 
ſhutting his gate agaioſt che Emperor, (I willnot 
ſay vnciuilly , but yncharitably, that came bare- 
foot in a bitter froſt ro witaefle true contrition 
ofheart,for ſatisfaftion to wrath:) ſet vp a Com- 
petitor _ him 1n Germany ,while he was la- 
bouring by this painefull pilgrimage to Rome, to 
Worke a perfect reconcilement with the Pope ; 
and to Write to the party oppolire ( leaſt they 
might ſhrinke ypon thoſe ſhewes of friendſhip 
likely to enſue betweene the Emperour and him) 
that he would ſend him back, as he would yſe the 
matter,culpabiliorem more culpable,and by conſe- 
quent, moreſubicCt to their violentaduantages. 
Nay,which is worſt of al, after peace & friend- 
ſhip, & abſolute forgiueneſle of offences {worne, 
-and the Sacrament recciued by the Emperour, 
( for the better aflurance of the leaguerintended 
at the Popes owne hand)to arme his | 8 againſt 
himin the field, vnder the pretence and maske of 
zeale, wt nomen Anguſtiab hereſy vindicaret, that he 
might redeeme the title of Auguſtus fro the blor of 
hereſie: For to this center all the lines of the Popes 
diguiſed exceptios may be drawn, 8 in this gulfe 
they vaniſh : as ifno man could embracea ſound 
beliefe, vnlefſe he had a ſeruile heart: as if all that 
oppole againſtintruders were hereticks, as if it 
were not lawfull forthe Emperourto ſet vp a - 
uerſe 
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uerſe inthe Church , ſolong as he reſolued to ex-. 
cludethe Pope form compecition to the Chaire of 
ſtate: or as if the ſuppoſition of hereſie atlarge 
without conuiction of any point hereticall , a- 
gainſt the Canons of the Church by proote,were 
a common Gaole, wherein the Popes cuſtome is to 
lodge all Chriſtian Princes, that by contradiftion 
to partiall demands vpon iuſt grounds , are con- 
demned as his caſt-awayes. 

Laſt ofall, I would know where the Pope lear- 
ned to forgiue culpam , but not penamto a Prince 
that in che ende was more Willing to ſolicite vni- 
on, then to rankle hate; Or where he learned to 
diſtinguiſh betweene reſtitution to grace, and 
Maieſtie , by ſuſpending that part of his fauour 
thar might put him into poſleſsion of his owne 
lawfull intereſt, I finde by Szzibert the Abbot of 
Gemelack,thatin his time it was holden hereſis non- 
dum in mundum emerſa , that the Chapleines of 
that powerfull God , that oftentimes makes hy- 
pocrites to reigne propter peccata populi,ſhould caſt 
the rod 1nto the fire , before that faults were cha- 
ſtiſed according ro deſerts; or by their abſolute 
commaunds , diſplace thoſe inſtruments , that 
as powerfull executioners of heauenly Iudge- 
ment are to diſcharge the duetie which is layde 
vpon them. 

But howſocuer Gregorie mightin thoſe dogge 
dayes ſcorch an Emperor by the combuſtion of 
beames that ex diametro Were oppoſite, by the 
ſtrengrh of a partie rayſed by aduantage of the 
| time, 
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time : yet by ſucceeding tokens I obſcrue, that 
God was mſt,though Popes were humorous. For 
one ofthoſe Arch traytors whome the Pope cre- 
&tcd out of palsion, and ſupported our of pride, 
was {laine afterward atthe winning of a Towne; 
another in the field, though ( as one writes) not 
impenitent for his treachery, The Pope himſelfe 
worneas it ſeemes wich vesation and ſtrife, lued 
not many yecres ; and hautng left his point in 
this Prince , was ncucr able to any great purpoſe 
ro ſtingafrerward, The mutinous and rebelli- 
ous Biſhops (that hauing oppreſſed and reſiſted 
by the Popes direCtion ) neucr held vp their heads 
afcerthe farall blowe which they receined at the 
Synodes of Ment7 & IVormes, but were either ſlaine 
by their owne ſheepe,, orperiſhed in the moun- 
raihes by a moſt hard deſtinie. 

WWatran Biſhop of Megburghe writing to a Ger- 
mane Counte, giuesa very uſt cauſe of this con- 
currence in malignitic of ſharpe accidents : For 
ſinceby reſiſting power ( ſaith the Biſhop) they 
reliſted God , it was not polsidle for the ſucceſle 
to.be better, Plating reportes,that in the very in- 
terim While the Pope was as yet aduiſing and con- 
ſulting about the beſt courſeto betaken with this 
diſconrented Prince, (ome wiſer then the reſt, 
were ofthe minde, Regem non ita cito anathematt- 
ſandum, That a Prince was nortto bee accurſedin 
ſuch poſte haſte. But oppokitions were idle, the 
Popes heart being wholly ſer vpon reuenge, and 
ſupporting'this whole procefle with.the Comil- 
anew Yy {ton 
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fion which Cuxrs r gaueto s, Peter to-feede his 
ſhcepe, thatis, to teach-and inſtru the Flocke : 
for I make as great difference betweene inſtru- 
Qionanddeſtrution , as berweene feeding and 
ſtrangeling, though by the very forme of che {en- 
rence,(as it'1s ſet downeagainlt this Emperour)it 
be manifeſt that Gregory commandeth S Peter and 
S Paul, as it they were his Baihftes- errant, to exc- 
cute the Vritts of his Pontificall and priuatiue 
authority. 

Touching the charge of abſoluing Subietts 
from their oaths,which is the chicteſt inſtrument 
by which the Canon Nos Sanctoruwm Workes 1n 
ſccking ro ſubuertthe Seats of Kings vpon ſuch 
grounds of quarrell and exceptions as may bee 
made, I will chiefly note , That Gregory docth in 
this caſe aſſume more to his dignitie by depurta- 
tion,then G 0-Dv himſelfe doeth to his Deitic by 
prerogatiue, For admitting oathes,to be lawful}, 
voluntary & Without derogation from right (as 
thoſe are which we make to Princes as becomes) 
he concludes al their. Miniſters that dare preſume 
to violate faith engaged vpon thoſe due reſpeQs, 
within the compaſle of periury. The promiſe 
which G ov makes to manin ſwearing by him- 
ſeltc, hewill not ( thought trend to the quicker 
and the 1uſter puniſhment of ſtance) relcaſe ynto 
himſelfe;and yet ſhall we thinke that the promilce 
Which was made by a ſinner to him,can be relea- 
fed without him? Frater non redimes zedimet homo? 
non dabit Deo placationem ſuam & pretium redemp- 
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tons anime fue, as We may concludein this caſe 
with the Propher., Though G o Þ were ſo juſtly 
moouecd with diſpleafure againſt man, as he ſcc- 
med to repent his owne free gracein planting an 
ingratcfull ſtocke in a barren ſoile; Er precauens in 
futurum,& tattius dolore cord tatrinſecus, which in- 
ward wound might very far prouoke the wrath 
_ ofaCreator againſt his creature: yet in reſpe&t 
ofhis word cagaged, from the beginning ofthe 
world, That the bleſſed ſeed of a woman(whom 
all generations call bleſſed) ſhould bruiſe the. ſer- 
pents head; Which myſtery wasto be wrought 
with effect in plenitudine tempors : He would nor 
diſpenſe with his owne promilc, bur ſuffered the 
purpole of free grace to bce caried vpon the 
wheeles of eternall prouidence, to the prefixed 
periode of his owne benignittic. The gricuous 
{innes of the Prophet Dauzdand of his oft-ſpring, 
prouoked Gods wrath iuſtly ro- wipe both che 
bloſſomes and the root,our ofall grace and mer- 
cie: and yer inreſpet of anoath taken long bc- 
fore, that an heire of his linc ſhould neuer want, 
to keepe his Throne, ir pleaſed him for the ma- 
king good of his owne promule, to remit his dif- 
pleaſures. 

The greateſt hope of encouragement that 
Gods people could draw from the Prophet $4- 
muecl, When they implored his aſsiſtance un di- 
ftreſſe;was this, That G 6 v hauing by a ſolemne 
oath ſeleted andin a fortimpropriated chat Na- 
tion as a choiſe people to himſecltc,would neither 
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excludc them out of protection, nor leaue them 
ro fury, 

The rule of Gods owne direttion is very: 
ſtri&t, That if any man hath madea vow to God 
& ſe iuramento conſlrinixerit, and bound him- 
ſclfe by oath to kceepe the ſame, it ſhall no longer 
be in his owne cleQion to make it voyde, but he 
ſhall pertorme preciſely what was deliberately 
promiſed, Itisnotknowen to any man of vn- 
derſtanding , vvhat the Law ſets downe concer- 
ning theredemption of Vowes vponiuſt cauſe in 
the preſence of the Prieſt, and atſucharare as the 
Vorary, according to the meaſure and proport1- 
on of his meancs,1s able( without vndoing)to at- 
tord. Againe,all men vnderſtand that valawſull 
vovvecs and oathes,(as that of Tepbrhe, Herede,and 
many other raſh proteſtors of hike ſort) force not 
che point of' conſcience in the leaſt degree : Bur 
when wetake an oath aduiſedly and freely , ac- 
cording tothe meaſures and conditions limitred 
and expreſſedin the Law of God, that is, accor- 

ding to 1udgement, righteouſneſle , and trueth; 
yea, though 1t bee by ducty toa wicked Prince, 
Ezechielwillteach vs by the warrant of the holy 
Spirit, That God himſelfe will nayle-vpon the 
head of the Permror , the oath which he hath ſet 
light, andthe couenant which hee hath perfidi- 
ouſly broken. © 

| Bythe reaſon Which Pope Gregorie makes his 
Warrant of releaſing the Subieds oathes to Henry 
the fourth, the Prophet Hananias one of the high 
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Prieſtes for the time,mighr aſwell haue diſpenſed 
Wich theothes of Gods people to Nabuchodonefor 
aninfidell, and an Idolater. - But God himſfelfe 
condemneth al Prieſts and Prophets that by falſe 
hopes went aboutto cafe the peoples burthen be- 
fore the time prefixed for their penance by his 
impoſition: and the daycs of Yananias the falſe 
_— were cut off for his flattery, Wherefore 
as the boldneſle and preſumption is very great in 

any morrall man to diue ſo deepely into the (e- 
cret myſteries of proutdence, as ro tudge at what 
time,in Whatperſon,vpon what condition,or by 
what warrant one {inner may releaſe another of 
his-oath : So likewiſe the Charter which the 
Schoolemen in the Popes behalfe pretend vpon 
thisclayme,, nuſt yndoubtedly bee very weake, 
Whenſocuer they ſhall vadertake withour aſſu- 

rance of Gods certainely reucaled will , to diſ- 
charge the conſcience of man engaged by eleQi- 
on, andobliged with ſolemnitie. The Schoole- 


men ſhall neuer be able to make cleare proofe by 


any ground out of cither Teſtament, by any Ca- 
non of the Councels primate, nor any of rhe 
Fathers,liuing in a purer ayrethen ours, (howſo- 
cuer they deuiſe diſtintion vpon diſtinQion , ra+ 
ther to entangle then to ſettle faith ) that this do- 
&rine ofaccurſing Princes vpon light occaſions, 
of releaſing oathes, of depoſing Magiſtrates, is 
conſonant ro thoſe principles of obedience and 
patiencewhich our Sauiourlefrtohis Apoſtles, 
and hey like heirelomes to their ſucceſſors, TIfit 
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be cleare by Saint Mathew , that our peace ſhall 
returnc vato our ſclues, vvhenthey to whom we 
wiſh the peace, declare themfelues vnworthy of 
our with: vndoubtedly as truc 1t is,thatour cur- 
ſes ſhallrecoylc vpon our owne heads, ( and chat 
worthily) when they thatare within the boſome 
of the Church , (Which is the houſe of God)de- 
clarethemſclucs vaworthy of the curſes vvhich 
withoutdeſert we caſt vpon them. For as itis a 
queſtion well moucd in this caſe of Balaam, quo- 
modo maledicat ei cut non maledixit Domminius? {0 is 
it as diſcreetly noted by S.Gregory,that ligandi & 
folnend: poteſtateſe prinat, qui cam ininſte exercet : 
hedeprives himſelte ofthe powerof bindingand 
looſing ſinnes , thar ſeekes to praftiſe without 
grounds,that may bc mſtificd. Origen writcs ex- 
ccllently, that where the moriucs of tharpe ſen- 
tences are vniuſt, and not able to endure the 
rouch ofdueregard, he thats caſt out,goes nor, 
[cd qui manet intus,excluditur. FIY 
It was notin the power ofthe Prieſt by thelaw 
ofcMoſes, to make hima Leper that was cleane, 
but to1udge (by ſearch ) whether he were cleanc 
ornot : Andrhereforc S. THuguſtine may more 
confidently deliuer his owne concluſion, That 
raſh tudgementhurtcs not the perſon de qua teme- 
re iudicater , ſedei qui temert indicat. The reaſon 
may be drawen out of another of the ſame ſuite, 
quia aum volummus per tram altena coercere, grauiora 
committim : in ſecking to corre th ofarſes of 0- 


ther men in paſsion,our ſclues commit faults that 


are 
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are greater for want of charity. Tab 5ndf 

Therefore I conclude,and that. Magiraltter as 
the Schoolemen ſpeake, outof the very Canous 
thcmſelues, manere Petri prinilegii, vbicungque fer- 
tur ex ipſins equitate itdjciiom : That Peters priui- 
ledge doth coriaue ſo long as the ſentence 1s pro- 
nounced out of Peters cquity,and not otherywilc. 
To that cautis put in by S.Gregory out of ſcrupu- 
lolitic ofconſ{cience, Yel zaiquam Tudicy ſententia 
timendam, that the ſentence of a Lawfull Iudge 
ought to be feared, ( yca, though it be vniuſt)we 
may giuea reaſonable anſwere , by reſtrayning 
that feare to ſuch a kinde of modeſty and render- 
neſle,as being cuer apt to fuſpett frailty in it ſelfe, 
fhall offend lefſe by ſearching finne with roo 
deepe,then too ſhort an inſtrument ; and by ſup- 
noling out of the ſenſe of an humble fpiric, that 
all men are more aptto flatter themſelncs in the 
wayes of their owne errors, thenalcarned, dif- 
creet and religious Indge to cenſure without a 
iuſt occaſion, 

A wiſe manthat deſires to preſerue his health, 
recciuing pilles from the hand of his Phiſictan, 
who vnderſtandeth the ſtate of his body out of 
knovvledge, and experience , much betterthen 
himfelfe ,preſumeth at the firſt impreſsion, that 
ſome humor.may offend ctther in quantitic or 
qualitiewhich deſerueth correfion, though hee 
know itnot : butaftercalling ro minde' vponad- 
uiſed obſeruation , that his appetite is ordinary, 
his remper perfect , his digeſtion ſtrong, og al 
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thoſe other circumſtances , whichthe learnedin 
that facultic regard, ſurableto a perfeQt conſtitu- 
tio and ſtate of healrh,hebeginnes to apprehend 
(by oppoſing the ſenſe of his owne partsto his 
doQors aime ), that men though graue and lcar- 
ned otherwiſe,may erre cither by miſtaking pria- 
ciples,or giuing too light care to falſe informmi- 
ons, Which are rightly termed the ſpeQtacles of 
error, For G ov docth onely ſearch the hearts 
and reines , and therefore onely knowes truely 
with what ignorance or skill the plaiſter is ap- 
plicd to the part either feſtered in deed, or for 
Want of a ſound 1udgement (in thoſe that take 
vpon them as his Vicegerecs to deſcerne) ſo dee- 
medof, God hath pronounced 1n his word, 
That ſpzritus homins tanturmodo,the ſpirit of man 
onely knowes thoſe things which are in man, 
and the Spiritof G ov alonethoſle things which 
belongto G 0D : and therefore ae ocenults wel de 
male intellef&is,that ſpirit which onely breathes in 
the Noſtrels of mortall men,can neither diſcerrc 
nor indge infallibly, Butifany man obieQ,thar 
Popes proceeding againſt Princes , :arme them- 
{clues with ſufficiencic of -proofe , before they 
coineto reſolue tothe defendants preiudice : - I 
anſwere, Thatpreſumptions too farre carried in 
the ſcope of paſsion,, haue cauſed many Popes to 
erte againſt Emperours 1a the a&kc of proceſle. 
Andleaſtweſtray too farre in ſecking am exam- 
ple, cuen thus Gregorie the ſcuenth.condemned 
Henry, Canſa inaudita, before the cauſe was heard, 
"as as 
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as ſome writers of that agerteſtifie, That rule of 
equitic Which warrants orderly -appeales from 
Ludges ill enftormed , to Iudges grounding ſen- 
rence vpon proofe aboue exception, in matters 
of lefſe weight then this , hath bene currantinall 
policies and times : For, Lex i#fto noneſt poſita. 
And howſocuer for the maintenance of order, 
outward formes areto be kept with moderation 
and reucrence; yetto the ſoule of man , the con- 
ſcience ſtandeth for a thouſand witneſles, and is 
in very deed the trueſt touch. And therefore for 
my owne part I ſhall neuer taxe that Patient, that 
priuily , and without diſgrace to the Doour, 
throwes the pulles out of the window which are 
ſent, if from certaine and yndoubted knovviedgec 
of his ovyne inward ſtate, hee be ſure,thar for the 
reparation of health,or for the cure ot a ſuppoſed 
ſickneſſe,his body hath no need ofthem, 

I ſtand the longer vpon fatisfation to this 
place of Gregory , becaulc it is oppoſed in defence 
of all erring Iudges, tothe ſnaring ( or at the leaſt 
to the frighting ) of thoſe ſoules that are often- 
times moſt timorous, becauſe they are moſt iano- 
cent. Butin the meanerime, note that this godly 
Father releaſed no'Subic of his oath in paintof 
dnetic : Hee accurſed no Prince in the Chaire of 
Royaltic : Hee confounded no Stare by extent of 
Primacie : but knew very wel how eaſtly a Tudge 
mayerre by ſtrong imagination, with Gad inthe 
Booke of Iudges, miſtaking capita homanum, pro 
wmbris montium , the heades of men, for the ſha- 
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dowes of hilles, &*hoe errore deeipi, andby this er- 
rourbe deluded/and daſeled. COTE 
The Chapter of Liege viterly reieting this re- 
leaſe of oathesandfealty,might be mooued with 
many grounds. Firſt, becauſe the breach of a 
lawfull oath ( as hath bene iuſtified before ) alles 
into the compaſle of a mortall ſinne. Againe, 
becauſe many of their predeceſſors vycre ; avon 
red to Godin peace of conſcience, thartill thelaſt 
point of life obſerued their oath; whoſe example 
they had ſmall reaſon ro vuder-value, Further- 
more, they alledged, and not withoutiuſt cauſe, 
that ſuppoſing this Emperour as impious as the 
ſentence did import -: yet it became them' no. 
more then Zedechias, (till the fire of correction 
had eaten out the ruſt offinne) to withdraw their 
neckes preſumptuouſly from the yoke of Nebu- 
chadnezzar. 1I conclude this point with a fit ex- 
ample of the wiſedome of our Kings tn former 
times,drawen outofche Cabinet of moſt ancient 
Records: For nothing could giue them fatisfa- 
ion touching the Loyaltic and fidelitie of their 
owne Prelats, till they had inſerted into the oath 
of homagetheſe words, 1»werbo veritats, (which 
bindes conſcience) in place of former wordes of 
an elder date, Sa{yo ord;ne , vvhich left Church- 
men in effect to their ownehibectie. Foriris free, 
faith an old Romane Catholicke ,19hannes de Pare. 
fys,for any lawtul Princeto repeil the viokence of 
the Spiriruall {word by the beſtmeanes hee can, 
finding that it rendeth to the difturbance ofthe 
Ciuyr 
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Cimuill State), cniws Twre. incumbit Regi, the care 
whereof belongecth to the King ; orels he ſhould 
bearethe "woe idlely. 

_ But now to make the:beſt yſe that the fitneſſe 
of this occaſion offers vpon the worſt motiue 
that eucr was heart of among men before this 
accident;and to make all men ſeerhac hauccither 
eycs of vnderſtanding 1n their heads, orthe feare 
of Gods Indgementsintheir hearts, how raſhly 
ourlate vndertakers.(to ſteere Peters ſhip in our 
narrow ſeas , M. Garnet bcing one of the chicte 
Pilots) haue run her vpon the rocke of Rebelli- 
on, ncither looking to the Card of conſcience, 
nor regarding the Compaſle of Faith : I deſire 
that certaincobſeruations may be kept in memo- 
ry ,as certaine Monuments of Gods powerfull 
. Workes were in Iſrael , 1anquam ſigns predicantia, 
that is,foreyvarning ſignes and cautions for abſti- 
nence,, to giddy Malc-contents in future times : 
which otherwiſe vpon the moriues of like miſ- 
chiefe may bee metamorphoſed into figures of 
like inhumarty 3 for an Angelſaid to Tober, That 
ro publiſh and reucale the workes of Goo, is 
laudablc. 

I know that ſtrange things happen oftentimes 
by accident , (ſo farre as the yveakeneſſe of our 
ſenſe is able to apprehend) though trueth aſſure 
vs, that vvithout the prouidenceof God no ſpar- 
rovv lights vpon the ground: And Pericles inſtly 
maketh fortune to bee nothing els but7ere cauſe 
#7norationem , our ingnorance of the.proper and 
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true cauſes ofall things : But yer yvherea wilde 
boare by rootingin the ground doeth not acci- 
denrally expres one A , but addes to that ſo many 
letters in due courſe as preſents this whole yvord 
Agamemuen to the readers eye; where a man doth 
not caſt three quaters vpon three dice, bur three 
thouſand quaters vpon threethouſand : & where 
order which proceeds from reaſon and eleftion 
is kept1n coherent formes , chance hath no ſtroak 
of predominance by the right grounds of Philo- 
ſophie. Wherfore no man can tell whether ſome 
of thoſe confederates alme (becauſe I dare not 
ſay that there are none)looking backe as it were 
from the ſhore vpon the rockes and quickfandes 
Which they eſcaped in this ſtorme (calling roac- 
compt the bad ſucceſle not of one or two , but of 
all theirmany counſels, labors and euents jn this. 


luckles ation, keeping 1n mind that obſeruation 
— the Galeniſtes , that where al ſimples worke 


againſt their kinde or propertie the cure is deſpe- 
rate, )finding our Hieruſalem to bee built as a Ci- 
tic, Cuius participatio in idipſum 3 marking that our 
gracious, our tuſt ,and beſt deſeruing King (ſup- 
ported by Gods Angels, which are Spiritus admi- 
niſtratory in miniſterium miſii propter eos qui capiunt 
bereditatem ſaluts , )doth dwellin Adiutorio Altiſ- 
ſanizand that itis1n vaine to worke vpon a Mo- 
narchie , Cuius cor eſt vnum & anima vns,Whoſe 
heart and ſoule 1n the point of obedience is one, 
and the ſame: wil returne ro the reſolution wher- 


in they ſtand ingaged by the lawes of God , and 
of 
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of their owne naune ſo1le : = care tothe voice 
oftheirowne ſhepheard,and acknowledge hum- 
bly vvich 1aceb, that Dominus erat in loco iito, & 1pſ6 
neſciebant : God vvith the mightie proteQion of 
his powerfull hand vvas in this place, although 
they knew it not. 

Firſt therefore I obſerue, thar when you Mas» ' 
ſter Garnet, and your praGtiſing diſciples layd's 
packet together for a proiett of inuaſton , againſt 
the late Queene, and in her later daies with hope 
to put outa fluſh of princes with a prime of Iacks, 
which wil neuer ſtand in this ſtare(I truſt) with 
our right game of primus ero: God tooke away 
this Ladie 1n her ripe and melloweyecres, when 
her head was White with the bloſſomes of the 
Almon tree, as he did /ofias , Ne wideret mala que 
euenturs erant : leaſt , ſhe ſhould ſee themiſchiefe 
vyhich vvas likely to enſneand had foloyved vn- 
doubredly, (as men wete reſtrained from thecer- 
taine knowledge ofthe only rightful Succefſor) 
if the Bonus Genizs of our deare Soucraigne had 
not through the preparation ofordinary means, 
and inſtruments by ſupernal grace eſtabliſhed this 
ſte 1n the full fruigon of their long laſting ſe-

The Buls which by the praiſe of you 8 your 
Catiline the liuely image of your hearr, ſhould (by 
lowd lowing) haue called all his calues together 
with a preparation to band againſt our Souc- 
raigne,at the firſt break of day, and to haue crop- 
ped thoſe ſyycer oliue buds, that enuyron the re- 
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allſeate, didmore goodthen hurtas ithapned, 
- callmg-1n a third Bull , vvhich vvas Bull the 
Hangman, to make a ſpeedy riddance 8 diſpatch 
ofthis forlorne fellowſhip. ph 
. Inthe time of Renrythe frxt, Hamfrey Duke of 
Glouſter, finding cerraine 'Buls that came from 
Roine to be very preiudiciall to the Kings eſtate, 
without asking lcaue of any man , caſt them 
roundly.into a bonefire. The late Queene of hap- 
py -memory entertathing the Bull which Feltox 
{ervpon the Bithop of Londons gate, with the 
ſame or greater diſtaſte , becauſe the drift was 
to embaſc her title and tranſport her Croyvne, 
gauc 1t as quicke diſpatch by like deſteny : And 
Maſter Garnet thought his Buls as worthy to bee 
facrificed ina quick fireas any ofthe reſt, for their 
idlenefſe.and weakenefle in effecting what was 
wiſhed , and expeCtted by the friends tharinuired 
them. Theſc Buls maſter Garnet were Cornupet e: 
you were Warned by the ſtare ro ſhut them vp,in 
reſpect of the miſchicfe that they meant : you re- 
garded not the prohibitions of Law , bur gaue 
them ſcope of grazing in certaine —— hi 
the markes of their imprefsions are viſible, If this 
be denyed , Caresby your apt Scholler and choiſe 
friend-ſhall charge your conſcience, who drew 
from the direion of theſe Bulls that ſhrewd ar- 
ment, Tharif ir were lJawfull tokeepe a right 
1eire fromhis kingdome,inrefpe of conſcience 
before eſtabliſhment, itwas as lawfull ro remoue 
him after he wereeſtabliſhed, The wiſedome of 
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the holy Ghoſt ordaineth That bes /apidiburobyue- 


fer ſioccidetur dominus : though we lcaucall to the 


Lawes ordinance,8 his Maieſtics good pleaſure, . 


But whatſocuer happeneth in theproceſſe, I muſt 


confefle that Bulles haue little reaſon to require a.

ceſſe is acceptable , nor their ſucceſle fortunate. 


Thepoint whereat I wonder moſt,(in renotum 
theſe ſtrange cuents ) is, That the Bulles which 
were conſ{umedinto aſhes at White Webbs , ſhould 
bee brought foorth this day to bee bayred ar the 
Guildhall. 

Ar the Kings firſt entrance into this happy 
State, With as great ſecuritie and eaſe,as ifhe Kh 
remoued after an ordinary faſhion from London 
tro Greenewich,and from Greenewich to Hamp- 
ron Court, the moſt expedient deuiſe forthe hi 
ſturbance of the generall applauſe ( which enter- 
tained noſt/um Salomonem pacificum with a kind of 
ioy and cheerefulneſſevnſpeakeable) as was con- 
cciued by the brotherhood , was to awake the 

irpoſe of Inuaſton, that ſlept in forraine partes, 
by a ſet meilenger employed. Burthongh Yerws 
had commended this petition by letter ofrequeſt 
to Mars, it would not haue bin heard , God' ha- 
ving then prepared and diſpoſed rhe: mindes of 
Princes-on both fides-to fucha Peace , as'could 
admirncither ſecret operation, nor open execur?- 
on of hypocriſie, This was not-by che methode 
of Dmiine procefſe,elzere injirma vf confunadat for- 
the.: Burthis wasrather by theſpiric of 4ehitophels 
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ſuggeſtion , abati fortibus vt confunderentsr omnia, 
Bur thankes bee to God, the Lion is aliue, outof 
whoſe mouth you mult haue drawen your drop- 

ing hony combe , before your riddle could haue 

d eicher the grace or the ſucceile yyhich you 
deſire among our conſpiring Philiftives: Sothar 
we only finde your fixed truſt in tumult and vex- 
ation, (as the Propher ſpeaketh , ) in ſtead ofthar 
hope and filence which ſhould haue bene your 
ſhot-ancor, 

Your end vvasby poſleſsing Princes vvich the 
moriues of your malice to ſtirre compaſlsion ; be- 
cau{c it happeneth often that exhalations drawne 
vp to the heigheſt Region by the beames of the 
Sunne,, are = enflamed and ſent backe againe 
With a fiery eftct : But multicommittunt cadens tii- 
#er/0 criminafato. A great Philoſopher obſcruerh 
co the ſame cffe@, that Proſperum ſcelus virius vo- 
catur : And tunably to this conſort another, thar 
though the fa & intent were one1n both, yer Me 
crucem ſceleru pretium tulit, hic djadema. But in this 
caſe by the goodnes of Godt fell out quite corra- 
ry for the princes being as weary of war as you 
were of peace, defiring aſmuch to ſpare blood, as 
you to let itout; and regarding more the grounds 
oftheir ownediſcretion,then the ſtormes of your 
paſsion, ſent avvay your ſecond Mercury with a 
flic in his care, and 1n,ſtead ofprocuring treaſure 
and ſupples,were content to learne (by the ſcope

Burt forprenention of this pe- 
rill,G o pÞ fo wrought, by Joling times and ac- 
cidents to beſt effes,as before the poylon could 
pierce to the ſecret of mens ay Suomi = the 
Pricſt had confeſſed to my ſelfe ( ſent from his 
Maieky to the gaole atVinche#er,for the finding 
out ofthe firſt Authorof this lewd report ) not 
paſt one day ortwo before his death, ( atwhich 
time no manis preſumed dy the Ciuill Lawes to 
lyc) that hee neuer could recciue any ſparke of 
comfort, couching caſe of conſcienceto Catho- 
lickes from his Maicſtic, how vniuſtly ſocuerthe 
world had made him Author of thar'ſcandale; 
though withall he added how vmwilling hee had 
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The Rrorretimes avainit 
betietovicer the: [Kings anſwere to the Carh6- 
licks:arhis retutnein his oWne wordes;iand with 
thoſeincurable obſtruttions, (Which appeared by 
the maner, Yfortcare leaſt ouergreat d{coutage- 
ment mightmake themdeſperate,anddriverhem 
to ſecke other helps;as ſome did, which this aQi- 
on makes cuident.. 2 

Beſides, there are in'England ſome Recuſants ar 

this day,thatfora need both could and would a- 
now the like report of Percy after his rerurnes ont 
of Scotland; 'borh before and after the Queenes 
death ; aduiſing' no man to depend vpon the 
leaſt conceiror apprehenſ16 of hope-fro-thence, 
bar make the: beſt ſhift they could deviſe for 
rhemſclues : for in the point of conſcierice hee 
found the Kings intent and finall purpoſeto bee 
peremptory. By this plaine dealing many were 
depriucd of their beſt aduantage of imptobing 
this ſhrewd circumſtance, both ag a colour of ex- 
ception anda maske of conſpiracy.

finaes/#hatare'yoluntaric ind premedirate, vvill 
At greatly vyonder/at the badde faccefle of this 
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T he. Proceedings againit 
coniunttion, calling to mind that the firſt worke 
ef Iudas after the receiuing of the ſoppe , wasto 
betray his Maſter, and the next to hang himſelte; 
and in ſuch.a maner, vi creparet medius & effunde- 
 rentur ein viſcera, that he brake in the middle,and 
his entrailes came out of him. + - a5 

The purpoſe of theſe Gallants in binding faith 
and promiſe one toanother by ſolemneoath, 
(though Demens eff qui fidem pr e/at errori,)ftood 
ypon the diſtruſt that one repolcd in anothers 
loue & moueleſſe coftancie, holding themſclues 
as ſurcafter ſuch ſcale ofthe contra, as Seleucus 
did himiſ{clfe in the ſpeculati6 of a city to be built 
in the ayrc abouc the reach ofthe capaciticorwr 
of man: bur yer experience reueales, that-the 
hands of Madras haue foughtagainſt themſelues,

totranſprofſe {-1nduced ſome of-rhele: (-I doubt 
nor) t6 vidertake mote gallantly yponhopeto 
be repured holy Angels in this life'( in caſe their 
enterpriſe ſucceeded happily ) or Martyrs in the 
next;if it fellour otherwiſe; But by euident con- 
feſ$ion it appeares-,-thar the very night wherein 
the Powder ſhould haue wrought the deſperate 
effect ; eitherthe light of reaſon , the horror of 
vexation,orthepowerofreueclation, preſented to 
Robert Winrerih a dreame, the faces of his chicfe 
triends;andrhehigheſt Traitors tharſhould haue 
ated execution vpon the bloody ſtage in ſuch a 
oaſtly and ougly figure, morc' like tothat malus 
genins Which appeared vnto-Brutw the night be- 
tote his dearh,or rheface of HefFor thar appeared: 
vnto Andromahe, arthe courtenancewhich they 
themſelues held afterward vpon the pinacles of 
the Parlamehr,then to that figure of bcatitude, 
by Which their owne phantaſticalleonceits; and' 
alluding apptehenſions wererdo meh flareeted, 
For it s not 6hlytrue char God, as-1ob ſayes, terres 
per ſorrmia, uffights by dreamos, e5-per viſoneshoy- 
rorem concnrir , and'by vifions ſhakes the minde 
with kerror :'bur befide;, thisground out of rhe 
Booke of i/lld#ic tan rene failey as F aid be-. 
fore, thatowiy timida {it requitia dat teff imonium con- 
dermnatrowss *Wictkedneffe gives cuidence of con- 
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demnation, becauſeit istimorous, Er ſemper Pre- 
ſumit [e1ua perturbata conſeientia. 

While the wiſeſt in this wicked packe (vpon 
the diſcouery made by that worthy Lord of 
whom Tſpake before) began to lay icir heads 
together , and in a ſtaggering wirh great vncer- 
rainty What courſe to take, ſtood with the King, 
of Babyloy, as the Prophet ſayes, in bruio querentes 
dininationem;ſomedoubring,ſome ſecuring, ſome 
hoping, ſome deſpairing,and all ſetting the cauſe 
in ſuch a courſe, as incaſe Percy their exploraror, 
(that was let our like a rauen, and ſent asa {py to 
diſcry by the beſt inducements hee could finde, 
 Wwhetherthe ſtate rooke hold'of their diſcoueries 
or not) brought backe ill newes, a ſhip might bee 
any on the ſudden for the ttanſport of this 

1s packe. God dazelled their eyes with ſo darke 
a-miſte ot errour and perplexitte, as rhey could 
not finde the right way roger our of the wood; 
and their Fay Percy by ſecuring doubrs at 
his returne, inſpired new life into-dead hopes, 
thar the proteC for ſpeedy rigging'of aſhip, was 
careleſly caſt oft, anderror ki tomake fulMatiſ- 
fation byſuffering: For God tharcauſed the firſt 
veſſell ro be built by Noh for thefatiing ofthoſe 
eight faithfull , pure and feleted ſoules, that 
 Hould with rime renew tharworld, which ftnne 
had dtowhed in the deepes of defpaire?, Would: 
nor (permit thac-any other 'of that monld oFfa- 
bricke, ſhotldpreſerae theſe eight vaſaithſal, vh- 
purc and derefte#ſoiles ;, whoſetadewit#rode-- 
= Bbb- 3 ſtroy- 
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ſroy this wiejrrus of our Engliſh Orbe ,; which 
hath bene ſo ſtrongly ,ſo often,and ſo powerfully 
rotetted ynder the wings of his tenderneſſe. = 
As Toab kiſſed Abner when he gaue him the 
ſtabbe ,: 1e{abe/ proclaimed a faſt when ſhee cutte 
RX abothes throate, and Tndas Killed our Sauiour 
when his end was only to betray him to the Pha- 
riſes : So Percie the rightlimbe of Lucefer, preren- 
ded with a colour of deuotion to kifle the Image 
of the Bleſſed virgin , after he had plighted faith 
and promiſe to his complices , by blowing vp the 
bodie of the State , to deſtroy the King,, who is 
indeedethe ſacred Image of theeternall Sonne, 
But G o y, whoſe wholy purpoſe was to publiſh 
to the world how farre his blefled mother1s from 
countenancing , and proteQting traitors, that by 
oppoſing to his Depuriereuolc from him, bran- 
deq this at ofhypocriſie, with ſo palpable a mark 
foran admonition cuerlaſting , to well meaning 
ſoules , that;are often times ſurpriſed in their 
weakeneſle , by falſe ſeeming ſhewes of pictic, 
whenthe pradiſes are foule,as on that very Feaſt 
of the Bleſſed virgin, ( whoſe p1Qture Peyeie did ſo 
embrace,) which ſhall ſet forth to the worlds end 
the memory of Chriftes incarnation , whom the

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'To yout owne drift and purpoſe Maſter Geyner,

G 0D, Which conuerts both the labours and the 
prayers of the wicked into ſinne , and refle- 
Qeth execrations of infidelity, vpon the heads of 
thoſethar execrate & curſe without iuſt ground, 
gaue ſatisfaQtion , though in a contrary 6 k 
purging the preſent ſtate , of Cazesby, Percie, and 
their complices , which may trucly bee recko- 
ned, and reputed aboue all menthat cuer were, 
Gens per fidiſsima , tranſcending all proportions 
cither of precedent or future Immanitie : As 
for your feruencic in ſwearing and forſwearing 
manifeſt vntruthes , and ſuch as you wereforced 
afterwardes to confeſſe witha bluſhing counte- 
nance,itprocceded as TI think from a reuerent re- 
gard to ſhadow great faults, which breaking out 
of Chaos into light, might caſt ſcandale as you 
thought vpon your vyhole ſocietie,' And this I 
gather cuidently, aſwell out of your -owne ſpec- 
ches,as out of your requeſt : that the cenfure of 
yaur. vvcakeneſſe might determine perſonally, 
vvithin the compaſſe of your fault .

and pcakes ambiguouſly vpon aduantage, when 


he ſhould ſpeake plainely for ſariſtattion. 
I darc ynderiake , it was certatnely conceiued 
by you A.Garner, and by M.Hall your tellow pri- 
ſoner both in profeſsion and bands, that ifby any 
accident you might conferre but halfe an hoare 
after you had paſſed rhe file of their examinati- 
ons, that had both you and your cauſe in hand, 
the lippes of ſcandalewould haue bin ſealed and 
ſhut vpſo cloſe, as nothing might euaporateto 
emblemiſh oaths,ſfincethe Lords ofthe Commil- 
ſion forbearing torture , dealt ſo tenderly; and 
thereupon you found aſecret vent of whiſpering 
berweenetwo doores,, but with no better proofe 
by this aduenture then by the reſt : For your for- 
mer reſeruedneſſe, being now encouraged and 
vrged by the ſpurre of apportunitic , became ſo 
confidentin running beyond ir ſelfe through the 
chiefe points whereof the Scate was moſt cager 
and deſirous to take certaine notice at. that time, 
asthey that could not reape, mighe gleanc, and 
many ſhifts & ſubull traverſes were ouerwrought 
by this occaſion, which could not bee exrrated 
out of your breſt cither by intreaty or induſtry, 
' By writing tothe Pope in a Chriſtian and hum- 
ble manerfor the tempering and cooling of hotre 
_ humors 
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humors of ſome giddic headed Catholikes by his 
Apoſtolikc authoritic , leſt chey naight cauſe di- 
ſtemper in the State, caried in appearance a great 
likelyhood ofthat obedience and paticnce which 
the word of G o Þ enioynes,and was accordingly 
diuulged both by you M. Garnet; and many 0- 
thers of your ſuite , for the (atiſfattion of their 
conceits that were ſuſpicious of your plaine faith; 
But many grewe to. feare by the forewarnings 
Which Watſon left before his death , thatthis was 
bur a viſard of inuention to dazell truſt : And 
moſt grew ſuſpitious of a-miſchicte imminent, 
though they knew not what it was : The world 
heard rumors of a feate to bee wrought for the 
Catholiks in Parliament, though they could not 
vaderſtande the meane, and.-Experience hath 
caught the groundof this ſubmitsiueletterto the 


Pope,after the beſtowing ofall che Barrels among 
the piles of VV ood, to hauc onely proceeded our 
of feare, that ſuch agother hot alarme.asaroſe in 
[Vales about the giddy mutinics of ſomelight Ca- 
tholikes might awake thoſe cycs of Argos that 


were brought into ſo {wect aſlumberbythepipe 
of Mercgrie, and put all vifes arid demfesout of 
frame, that were ro Worke with leiſure ; filence, 
and repoſein thegrear helliſh enterpriſe, 

Thus G o» entending mercitully the proſpe- 
rousand happy defeare of Achitophels denſe, was 
content that the firſt contriuers ſhould put it to 
the higheſt proofe, that ypon diſconery the pra- 
iſe might bee more cleare, the Stare more fe- 
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cute ;|and the faulermore inexcuſable. For homo 
inimicus the enuous man ſowes his tares to fliely 
and ſecretly at the firſt; as the eycofobſcruation : 
cannot reachto the depth of fraude; bur ike ba- 
ſtard llippes, the higher they grow,the more cui- 
demily they diſcouer the trac parents impictic, 

 Greenewell deſiring more the good ſucceflc of 
this Inuention , then'the planting of the Romane 
faith, cnjoyned Bates in the ſecret of confeſsion to 
reucale rhe purpoſe ro-no Prieſt, ſo iclous and 
ſuſpitions hewas ( wreſpe@ of the mayne) both 
of weakenefle and error in his owne conſort, and 
you HM.Garnet no leffe prouidentin thoſe things 
Which concerned your owne fafetie or reputati- 
on,0r as ;itis ſaid by one Tpitefullal:ke with you, 

. Sabſedit dubiue totamt dum'tolligit iram : 
forbade Greenewell to 'giue rhe leaſt inckling to 
Catcſb; of yout priuitieto the proceeding,though | 
you Were made acquaintedrh” rhe martet 1h 
gencralitie, Andmorog'\yhen you were affured' 
of alikelyhood of goodſuccefle by Catesbies own 
encouragement; {fo much wiſer are the children 
of this world thavdoe rather ſapere que ſent earns, 
then. ſentire que ſunt ſpirits as Pant foreWarnes, 
then the cluldrea oflighit; batchisis only in their 
owne generation). you-were iſo carefull our of 
fcaretobeſurpriſed with alie(as the wicked Ind- 
gore etc by Daxrelvpotrthegqueſtion ſub qucay- 
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mote preciſely and more punQually for preten- 
tion of diſcouery by orderly:digeftion ofall occa- 
{10ns or direQtions, then you dud by this/prepara- 
tive, But againſt the ſtroke of ,prouidence., all 
counter-praGiles are;yaine::' for ates.aver eru77ar 
verbum & nox not: indicat ſcientian , as may ap- 
peare by that xubes teffinm, that cloud of witnel- 
ſes, Which turning to a Scertiſh myſte , hath not 
onely wette both' your ſelfe and-your tellowes ro 
the skinne, bur beſide, made all their ſhametull 
parts ſo maaifeſt, (cuento vulgar eyes, that were 
ro Acte vpon the bloody Stage) as'the Prieſts 
tiemſclues appeaching one another , and falling 
out. to bee ſuorum flagitiorum proditores, Were as 
much decztucd in the Theoricke -of truſt, as the 
Lay diſciples were in the praCtike of conſpiracie:

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ment of his owne 1uſt ends ) with the higheſt ob- 
ie of your wicked ayme , which was the deſtru- 
tion of the moſt juſt, learned, bounritull, rempe- 
rate,and tender hearted King,(I may ſpeake it on 
my. conſcience without baſe flattery, ).thar cucr 
was rancked either 'in rhe Engliſh or the Scottiſh 
regiſter, his righr, his heart, his rongue, hath wiſh- 
ed happinefſe,and brought ſecuritie to this State, 
which if you: and your confederats diſdaine or 
wiltully reite&,his owne goodWithes ſhall returne 
to him(ſelfe, and the duſt of thoſe harmeleſle feer, 
thatneuerwerewveloces ad effundendum ſangumem, 
{wift or haſty to ſhed blood, ſhall raiſe a cloud be- 
tweene you andthat erernall Indge in the dread- 
full day, to plague your ingratitude.

Princes vſe not to taſte offers withourtaſlayes; 
We cannot admit your obſtinacy 1n refuſing to 
pledge the health ot this whole Eſtate, And no 
man kaoyves better ( A4.Garnet) thenyour ſelfe, 
by. yvhat VVrit true men are vvarranted iz poculp 
quod nobss miſcuiſtis , miſcere vobis duplum , to giue 
you double mcaſure of the draught vyhich you 
had prepared for the States deſtrution : when 
your purpoſe vvas.(if courſes.had{uited to your 
wiſh)that irfhould begin from them, By this it ap- 
peares , 'That virtut curſus (if-that were inyou 
vyhichtheyvorld did imagine) yyas celerior qguans 
etatis,that yourlite hath ouerrunne your loyalty. 

Itis hard for a man ſo many wayes engaged to 
a Prince, and for ſo many fauours as my tle, to 
cut cucnly betwecne afteQion and truerh, or to 
prouide ſo tenderly by preoccupation, as no Spt- 
der may ſuckepoylon outota Roſe; buriz#a ef 
alca, and therefore {ince it is neither my delightto 
ſowe ſoft pillowes vnder Princes elbowes , nor 
the Kings defire that his truſtic ſeruants and true 
Counlellors ſhould with the gloſfing prophets in 
the dayes of CMiche viter plagemtia potins quam ſ0- 
Gda, I would onely crauc that libertic which is 
afforded. in,caſc of priuare perſons to aftections: 
thararcmoſt indifferent, which 1s to prefent his 
picture to.phe, eye of 'gbſcruation tn true'colours 
and proporuons,, Without {waruing too farre on 
cither.hand, (becauſe he muſt eyerbe iaiqums dig- 
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nitats Index, qui aut inuidet aut nimium fauet) and 
to Wipe away the wrong which hath bin done ro 
him, (and hercaftter may by falſe aſperſtons, from 
the penſils of preiudicate concert:)aWake my (pi- 
rits in diſcharge of duet, beſide obligations of 
orace,to raiſe my compaſſe thus high at theleaſt, 
and to lend my ſtrongeſt armes and deſt endeuors 
ro the iuſt defence of a moſt juſt & worthy King, 
turioufly and vniuſty ſerypon. What ſpirirmo- 
ucd you and yours{ M.Garact )to diſlolue the qui- 
ct of a State, that neuer conceiued you in ier 
wombe, with a purpoſe that (like the broode of 
Vipers) you ſhould make pou ifſue into life by 
cating out the bowels of the Damine that gaue 
you both creationand nouriſhment? forit could 
not be, butthe common wealch' zn ipſa vinticta li- 
bertatts.as yours termed. ir, efſet perrtnra, When 
Catesby and his deſperate rout meantnor Swbigere 
noſtram urbem as the Athenian Orator faith of Phi- 
lip, Sed funditus evertere, well knowing thgr thoſe 
that eſcaped,to be flaues, neqae voluerunt eſſe, ne- 
que potuerunt, \V hat ayled youto Mine into the 
ſtrongeſt Fort of your deare Countrey-menywhor 
liutng by the temper ofthe Kings aftetivnovn-: 
der Libra, that 15 as much as vnder.the golden tine 
of Iuſtice, Moderation, and Grace; canhardly 
iudge out of thcir. owne attetion', whether the- 
nights or the dayes: pafſeoner rheirhieads'triore 
happily. For neither: is ar pocible arcthig dayfor 
Virgotitat barre3-fignetowndanger vs by orbirte 
or age , nor for TawmtheBullto.goare —_—— 
vvith 
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with anticiparion,nor for Scorpzs to ſting vs in the 
heart,nor forSagittarius ro wound vs in thereines, 
nor Aries the Romane engine to butte with his of- 
fenſiue head at the walies of our high Court of 
Parliament : Tempeſias abyt, £ ecce noua fatta ſuns 
07214, | 

Athis Maieſtics firſt entrance he found vs em- 
broyled and greatly weakened by the deepely fe- 
ſtered long running vicer ofa laſting warre: what 
was the cure? A beame of wiſedome ſ{ceaſonably 
derived from the praiſe and experience of the 
wiſeſt King that cuer was, to conclude a Peace

full Subie& might entoy the ſhade of his owne 
Figtree, and the fruir of his owne Vine from Dar 
to Beerſheba. I doe caſily beleeue M. Garnet, that 
this courſe was nothing agreeable ro your affe- 
tions and endes}, that ſought a greatec gaine by 
fiſhingin ſtreames that were more troubled : and 
ſitting gn a bare bough like the Rauen when the 
Lionand the Leopard came forth to fighr, began 
braucly to ſound a poynt ofwarre, in hope that 
whether of both thoſe had the worſt, one ſhould 
ſcrue for a pray for him to feede vpon. And with 
the wicked crew in Lucan your prayer Was,

aftettions to ayme: Iris the Raſor that cuts the 
throat of crying ſinnes: Itis the good Angel that 
driues horror out oftheconſcience of cuery Chri- 
ſtian , when death threatens to arreſt : Ir is the 


, Chicfeſt badge by which our Sautour would haue 


his true Diſciples knowen from hypocrites: And 
itis both the richeſt and the laſt Tewell which de- 
parting henceto his Father , he left to his ſpouſe 
the Church for alegacie. And rthetfore our pray- 
cr by oppoſition to your exorciſme muſt be thus, 
Nulla ſalus bellogpacem te poſeemus ones. 

But howlong1sit, I pray you, M.Garnet, ſince 
the heart of cuery faithfull Subie&in this King- 
dome was ready to breake with a fearefull cons 
templation ofthoſe rockes, vpon Which the veſ- 
ſels of all fortunes both publique and particular 
were likely to haue runne , at what time ſocuer 
Dcbora Was to walke the wayes ofall fleſh,and to 
beclayd vp to reſt in the grane of her Anceſtors, 
for want ofa certainely deſigned Succeſſor , vp- 
on whom Iſrael might onely fixe their eyes, both 
for ſatiſfaction in conſcience, and infallible dire- 
ion to Loyaltic? In thoſe dayes the State was 
charged by all your pennes and Pamphlets with 
an vnciuill, or rather an vachriſtian facihtie in 
flattering the preſent time, with perill to the time 


to come, in preferring humors perſonall, before 
__ Ddd reall 
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rcall plagues, and in ſetling che whole wetght of 
this State vpon the ſtafte of Age, with no lelle 
confidence then 1t it had bene a pole of eternirie. 
You could then inſtnvare for the kindling of vn- 
duetifull afteCtions at home , how deepely both 
the Queene ſhould bz chargedin anather day for 
fetting the Kingdoms reſt ypon rhe weake cards 
of her owne particular reſpeCtts; and; others for 
enclining ſo- much our of awe to the predomi- 
nance of time as Without the wotkeof Gov s 
powerfull hand, their feare might haue bin the 
cauſe of the States ouerthrow, Nothing was 
then more rife1n the mofithes of many Catholikes, 
then the wrong that was done te the true and 
lawfull flue of that worthy Queene, who (in 
ſtead of Ugging vp a turfe according to the man- 
ner, ) made her graue an entric in her ſonnes be- 
halfe to the Title of theſe Crownes, as if ſhee 
ſhould hane ſaid with the Conquerour when he 
tooke a iall ar hus firſt landing, Terram capio: by 
laying downe her life, ſhe tooke a formall liuery 
and ſeaſon forher ſonne, Herlife Iſay,more pre- 
cious then eicher my minde is able to apprehend, 
or my pen to-deliuer, | 

Giue mcelcaue therefore to enquire of you in 
the phraſe of Pau/,andrather with true zeale,then 
detraQting ſpleene, O znſenſati Galate,quis vos [uſct- 
zauit non obcaire weritati ?

werecompounded ofColiquintida , Which in ha- 
wred of time paſt you onely ſought, as your onely 
reſtoratiues ? For though cucry man that had in 


' bis head either halfe a dramme of diſcretion, or 


the leaſt ſcruple of common ſence, knew yery 
well what ſhould become of thoſe which in the 
day of demonſtration durſt proteſt with Sebathe 
ſonne of Belial by ſound of trumpet , nullam jibs 
eſſe partem in Dama, neque hereditatem in filio Teſſe : 
that ſince they had neither part in David, nor in- 
heritance in the ſonne of leſſe,it were free to 1ſracl 
to returneto their pauillions : Yet I muſt confeſle 
that the wiſer ſort in omnemeucntum(to make the 
foundation more ſure) would haue purchaſed 
the publicke ſatiſfaQtion in this degree at an cx- 
ccl5tue rate, which was ſuppreſſed by the ſtcength 
of Law, and ouercaſt with a cloude of ſuſpicion. 
We are not ignorantin thoſe dayes CM. Garnet, 
how many did expe& with E/au, diem luitus for 


opportunitic of renenge, Wee knewe both in 


What maner , and by what meanes ſome heauic 
bodies, and more heauic ſpirits were in hope to 
raiſe themſelues like Buſterds in fallow fieldes 
vi turbinis by the ſtrength of a whirlewinde, to 
that height which ambition ( voyde of due con- 
fideration) did fooliſhly afte&.

fearc,tantafuit vnius viri Maieſtas, vt nec bonus, ne- 
que contra malos opus armts foret For ſo great was 
the Maieſtte of one man , that not ſo much as 
thoſe that were duetifull , needed vveapons a- 
gainſt thoſe that vyere traiterous : for whatſoe- 
ucr heprorected vvasſate, and vyhatſocuerhere- 
ieted did onely periſh. 

And thankes be giuento God, we arenow ſo- 
ſafe and throughly ſecured from forren grones 
and pining feares by theſe {weere Oliue buds 
which enuroned the Mercic-ſeat,as Dolman may 
in decd dolere , that by no kinde of inſtrument he 
can dolare, that 1s, boare or winble into this glori- 
ous and gracefull tocke, wherein he would ino- 
culate the greiites of his ſtinging grieuances. 

Againe it caunot be denied, That the ſtate of 
this ſtrong Iland , ifitbe conſidered by integritie 


and vnion of parts, was ina maner paraliticall(ſo- 


long as Scotland was diuidedfrom this Realme of 
Englandas it were in halfe ) by priuation aſwell of 
motion, as of ſenſe; And by reaſon of obſtruQi- 


ons in divided heads(that ſtopthe free courſe and 


paſſage ofthe ſpirits through all and euery part 
and member of the maine from preſeruation of 
ticalth and ſtrength,) it waslike to fall by the leaſt 
| diſtem- 
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diſtemper fympromaticall into a dead apoplexic, 
It was a worke of mercy in our Sauiour to cure 
manumaridam , I meane aridam in reſpe& ofthe 
fmall yſeto vs, though ate, ſtrong,and power- 
tull forirſelfe. Ir was an atte of policie i Ceſar 
to ſhut yp the backe doore that letin the Germanes: 
to the diſturbance and diſquier of thofe parts in. 
Gayle, And great wiſdomeit was once in Senerus, 
to part thoſe fro vs witha wal ofHoſtility, whom 
fince a more duuine hand hath happily: faſtenedto 
vs in eternall fraternitie £ For the fioly:Ghoſt avs 
counteth it a curſe to ſtand alone, becauſe he can- 
not be ſure of his. next neighbour to-take him vp3 
The branch beares. fruit no longer then ut conri- 
nucs in che naturall and proper Vinezfed with the 
ſame ſap , ſtrengthened fromthe ſameroore, cut 
and pruined by the ſame Vinetor : thus England 
and Scotland are the twinnes of Hypoerates, that 
mulſt euer laugh and weepe together : they are 
the Caffor and Pollux that muſt euer riſe and ſet 
together : they are the two handes of one body 
naturall and politicke, that ought both to waſh 
one anothers ſpots, andſupply weakenefles: To 
conclude, they arc that cor & cerebyam, that heart 
and braine ſo faſtened and:iknir together in har- 
monyand correfpondencies, thatrwithout a per- 
fe& vnion ofboth,it is not poſſible for the Ile of 
Britaine to: moue with power , to feelewith ten- 
derneſſe,or to breath in ſecurine, 


Our anceſtors deſired to haue ſeene this happy 


day;(I'wilnot ſay as Abr«hamdeliredthe dayes of 


Ddd 3 Curisr, 
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Cux1sr , leaſt the compariſon might perhaps 
ſeeme ouer bol4, but yetasthey thacliue ynder 
the Pole delire to ſce the Sunne which is fami- 
liar) as may appeare by Treatics betweene Prin- 
ccs in the times of ſome.of our wileſt Kings,as 
the third and teuenth Henres; Andagaineby the 
continuance ofthatearneſt-inftance of rheeight; 
for a match becweene the yongQueene Mary, 
and prince Edward his eldeſt ſonne vpon caſe 
conditions... The lets in former times proceeded 
inpart. fromthe practiſe of torraine Potentates, 
enuying thegreatneſſe of vnited Crownes; and ia 
part from the flawes of domeſtick faCtions with- 
in the bodies of both kingdomes, negleCting the 
benefit of opportunitic thus offered vpon the 
lighrimpreſgions of priuate feares. God him- 
ſelfe beſtowed this vnion betweene the Realmes 
of Iſrael and Tnda (ſeuered much after the ſame 
meaſure and proportion that ours haue bene ſo 
long) as the ſtrongeſt pledge of fauour, and the 
richeſt bleſsing of eternall bonnty chat his loning 
kindeneſle could conferre vpon both States, ve 
eſſet Rex vnus omnibus imperans , vt non efſent vitra 
aux gentes,nec diniderentur amplins in duo regna:that 
there might be but one king to raigneindifferent- 
ly ouer all, that they might no longer be repured 
two nations ; and with a further condition, That 
from that time forward, they ſhould be no more

acknovvledge Non feciſſe Deum taliter omni natio- 
ni, That God hath notdealt thus with eucryNa- 
tion, Forour Rex pacificus, our Delicie Britanne 
gentis, our Leo Rubens, (Which according to Mer- 
lines prediction , wasto hold in onepaw the Bat- 
tlements ofnew Troy, in an other Syluzm Caledont- 
am,Whichcan leuell in common ſenſeat no other 
Prince that welded the Scepter ofthis Stare be- 
fore)hath by Gods bleſſed proutdence aſwelvnt- 
redrheparts of Enzland, Scotland & !reland tm one 
bodyotdomimion;as the lines of Edga#, Fergus the 
Conqueror, Mac Morrazh,and Cadwalader in one 
Center of coniunttion, and thereby compoun- 
ded out of many warzrs, that Margaritam pretio- 


ſam , for the compaſsing whereof rarher then it 


ſhould eſcape our hands, weoughlt to purchaſe 1t 
at as higharate,as the wiſe Merchant did that 0+ 
ther in.

hauing found one precious pearle among the 
reſt, went & ſoldall that he poſleſied inthe world 
beſide,to purchaſe it, 

I reſemble the rare obic@ ofthe King our Ma- 
ſters ayme, (in ſeeking to vnite and knit together 
all his ſubie&s affections , ſcopes and endeuours, 
N oa endiſſolubili, to this end chictely that irmay 
not reſt hereafterin the power of fleſh ro ſcauer 
What hath been conioyned by the hand of grace) 
rather Margarete then to any other Iewel of grear 

rice, becanſe her name was Margaret,by whom 
his Maieſtie deriues his lineall deſcent by iuſt title 
ofthe Saxon Kings. Her name was Margaret,that 
beingeldeſt daughter to king Henriethe ſeucnth, 
anueſted in the Plood of our deere Soucraigne 
king Iamzs, the moſtabſolutely and radically 
vnited intereſt of the rwo renowmed families of 
Yorke and Lancaſter : wherein weare to note Ex 
abundamte, that at the point prefixed of one hun- 
dred yeeres, in Which this worthic Princeſle was 
conucied by a luckie march for this renowmed 
Iſland,to her husband 7ames the fourth, her roiall 
offfpring fames the fixt ourmatchles Soucraigne, 
made his happy entriceintothe poſſeſs10n of all 
/ theſe Crownes with a cheerefull 7bile. I would 
be glad formy priuate comfort, 8 ingrateful due- 
tieto the gratious bounrie ofthis bleſſed line (ifir 
be lawfull to intermingle corpus opacum with ſo 
many glorious aſpets,)in alight touch ro record 
and view the reuolutions & fortunes of my owne: 
INS bes prom ___ family, 
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tamily.For as the Duke of Norfolke was a forward 
miniſter in attending this great Princeſle (by the 
wiſc kings direQtion) to the full accompliſhing 
of the nuptial ſolemaity , So his heirc in to third 
degree, by miſconſtruction of humble thoughts, 
and wittie vvorkmanſhip vpon weake ſuſpition, 
vvas dravven into thelofle both of life and ſtate, 
for gaſing too much ypon thegleames of this ri- 
linggloty . And our royall Soucraigne ( the truc 
a lavvtull heire of thac pecreleſſe Margaret, on 
vvhom the ſcruice did attend) reſerued by deſtz- 
nic to reſtore the honor of that fading houſe, 
vvhich vyas ouercaſt vvith a cloud of ſcorne,and 
as it vvere to lay nevy carth to the root of thar 
fapleſſe tree whoſe leaues vvere fallen, and the 
faireſt branches withered. Ofmy ſelfe on whom 
it hath pleaſed my moſt gratious Maſter and 
deere Soucraigne, to caſt more fauour then ei- 
ther Sub/pe I could merite, or I» re I can vtter, 
this onely ſhalbe ſaid in acknowledgement of fa- 
uor and admiration of grace, 
Vltimus hic ego ſum quiquam bene,quam male nole 
Dicere,qui de me indicet alter erit. 

The name of thelate olde Counteſle of Leyox 
was alſo Merearet, by whom as daughter to the 
Queene of Scotland, by an Earle of CHngw in a [c- 
cond match, the yonger branch of that Princely 
line was throughly incorporate into the perſon 
of the King on Fis fathers ſide for a ſtronger Vni- 
on,ifit were poſsible, both of blood andintereſt, 


and for a double ornament to his Royall proge-

nie. She was no Margaret I confeſſe , but a wor- 
thy Marie that in the laſt deſcent couered fermen- 
zum acceptit the leauen Which ſhe had reccrued by 
deſcent into three Kingdomes , as the diſcreete 
woman in the Goſpel did her owne , into three 
lumpes of dough , till by her bleſſed Iffue, foun- 
der of our perpetuall quict, they might bee all 
throughly and completely leauened, 

Now to draw to the'conclufion , whichis the 
knot of theſe vnired endes, this is that worthy 
Souecratgne,to Whom

That you and your diſciples M. Garyet in reward 
of ſo great merite of this -Iland, were ſo haſtie to 
blow vp by your Powder-plots into a higher re- 
Fion,then that wherein his Throne wasby G o p 
eſtabliſhed , rogether with thoſe very Walles, 
which as I findeby anctenrRecord, were hiſt by 
the holy Confeflor $' Edward rayſed ; of whoſe 
Familie his Maieſtte deſcendes, that one King 
might bee buried, and the chiefe of his race de- 
ſtroycd within the compaſſe of one Monument, 
But howſocuer 2M.

of S. Edwardes profe(sion, to extirpe the rootes of 
S. Edwards polteritic, For in the Prouerbes wee | 
are certainely aſſured, that Domus #uſtorum perma- | 
nebit,the houſe or generation of the uſt ſhal con- 
| tinue: Bur it falles out in a better conſequence, 
; That the skull of faithlefſe Piercie ſhould ſtand 
| Sentinel where he was once captaine Pioner;and 
Lambeth ſhould now be Catesbyes Horigon,that was 
his Arſenall: And their giddie pates are left Tax- 
Kam malus nauis like the Maſt of a ſhip, to yſe the 
Skis phraſe, to warne paſſengers by what 
juſt. diſaſter theſe roung Pyrates came to their 
vnhappy end: eſpecially for ſeeking the golden 
Fleece,not by laſons merit, but by Medeas ſorcery. 
To conclude,wemay learne ofthe Wiſe man, PP | 
That there can be neither wiſdome, nor counſell | 
againſt God. The ribbes of a crazed veſlell arc 
too Weake to bruſe the Rocke which they ruſh | 
vpon. Wee ſpurre Aﬀes to no purpoſe, when 
Gods Angel is ad oppoſitum. Iacob hauing ſhrunke 
a ſinewe , halted all the dayes of his life, after he 
wreſtled fo long and to (o litle purpoſe with God 
omnipotent, Men are ſure to gaine no more 
then their owne ſmart, that kicke againſt the 
thorne : In ſuch attempts ic is neither in him that 
Ece 2 willes, 
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wills, nor in him that runnes, but in Gov that 
ſhewes mercy to thoſe that dire themſelues ac- 
cording to diſcipline : for Sortes mittuntur in $1- 
num, Thelotts are caſt into the lap, but itis God 
that diſpoſeth the Lottery, Though your pur- 
pole were all one with Ahab and lezabell, in (ee- 
king to cut the throat of Naborth tor his ground: 
Though you gowe out your Himne before this 
holy a&e as they proclaimed a religious faſt: 
Though you made your ſelues ſicke ( as Achab 
did ) with anguiſh and vexauion , becauſe you 
could not haue your wills , Yer ſince you could 
neither Occidere.>, nor Poſidere_, your lucke was 
worſe then theirs; For by Gods powerfull and 
preuenting grace, you Were thruſt aſwell from all 
the meanes and aduantages ofkilling whom you 
hatcd, as of poſſeſsing what you couered, Ir 
were good therefore ( that vpon ſo many plaine 
experiments) you would confefſe with certaine 
wanderers 1n the Booke of tV/iſdome , Laſſatos eſſe 
vos, that you are Wearied and oucr-!aboured in 
theſe crooked wayes, and haue bene cuer ſince 
youlcaped out of Via Regia, the Kings high way, 
which neither leads to diſhonour,nor wu. in mi- 
ſery. Nothing is more proper Materie, to mat- 
ecr, then to flow ( ſay the Philoſophers ) niſi a forma 
ſiffiter,vnleſle itbe ſtayed and fixed bythe forme:

Pardon me { M.Garnet )though I doubt whe- 
ther inthe point of conſcience Mins you would 
voluntarily & reſolutely abide the ſaw of E/ay,the 
bolrs of leremsy , the gibber of Perer, the {wordof 
Iames,orthe ſtoning of $.Stephen,much lefſemake 
a gathering among thoſe of your profeſsion,to-

he had any thing to ſay voto the people be- 
forehe died; Itwasno time to diflemble,and 
now his Treaſons were too manitelt to bee 
diſſembled : therefore it he would , theworld 
ſhould vitneſle, what at laſthe cenſured of 
himſelte, ard of his fac; Itſhould be tree to 
him to ſpeake whathe liſted. But Garnet vn- 
willing to take the offer , ſaid, His voyce was 
low, his ſtrength gone , the people could not 
heare him , though he ſpake to them ; Butto 
thoſe about him on the Scaffold, he ſaid, The 
intention Was wicked, and the fat would 
haue bene cruell,and from his ſoule he ſhould 
haue abhorred it,had it eftedted. Buthe faid, 
he onely had a general! knowledge of it by 
M.Catesby, which in that he diſcloſed not,nor 
vied meanesto preuent it, Herein he had of- 
tended ; Whathe knewin particulars was in 
Confeſsion, as hee ſaid. Butthe Recorder 
wiſhed himto be remembred, That the kings 
Maieſtic had vader his hand-writing , theſe 
foure points amongſt others. 
1, That Greenway told him of this, not as a 
taulr,but as a thing which he had intelligence 


of, andtoldithim by way of conſultation.

2. That Catesbyand Greenway came toge- 
ther to himto bee refolued. 

3. Thar M.Teſmond and he had conference 
ot the particulars of the Powder-Treaſon in 
Eſsx long after. 

4. Greenway had asked him whoſhould be 
the Proteour ? but Garnet ſaid, That was to 
be referred till the blow was paſt. 

Thele proue yourpriuitie beſides Confe(- 
ſion, and theſe are extant vnder your hand. 
Garnet anſwered, whatſoeuer was vnder his 
hand was true. And for that he diſcloſed not 
to his Maieſtic the things he knew , Hecon- 
feſled hinlelfe iuſtly condemned ; and for 
this did aske forgiueneſſe of his Maieſtie. 
Hereupon the Recorder led him to the Scaf- 
told to make his Confeſsion publique, 

Then Garnet ſaid , Good countreymen , I 
am come hither this blefled day of The inuen- 
tion of the holy ( rofſe, to end all my croflesin 
thislite ; The cauſe ofmy ſuffering is not vn- 
knowen to you ; I confefſe I hauc offended 
the King, and am fory for it, ſo tarreasI was 

uiltie , Which was in concealing it, and for 
- Rar aske pardon of his Maieſtic ; The trea- 
ſoninrended againſt the King and State was

bloody, My {elie ſhould haue deteſted it,had 
it taken ettect. And I am heartily forry,that 
any Catholickes cuer had fo cruell a deligne. 
Then turning himſelte from the people to 
them about him, He made an Apologic tor 
Miſtrelſe daneFaune , laying,There 1s fuch an 
honourable Gentlevelina Sho hath Lenz 
much wronged 1n report: For itis {uſpected 
and {aid , thac I ſhould be married to her, or 
worſe. But [ proteſt the contrary ; She 1s a 
ve:tuous Gentiewoman , and tor me apertect 
pure virgin. For the Popes Breues,fir Edmond 
Baynams going ouer Seas ,and the matter ot 
the Powder-treaſon , he referred himſ{clte to 
his Arraignment , and his Confeſsions , For 
whatſocuer 1s vnder my hand in any of my 
Conteſsions, ſaid he, is true. 

Then addreſsing lumſelfe to execution, he 
kneeled at the Ladd foote, and asked it he 
might haue time to pray, and how long. It 
was anſfivered,he ſhould limit himſelte: none 
ſhoull interrupt him. It appeared he could 
not conſtantly or deuotitly pray; feare of 
death,or hope of Pardon even then fo diſtra- 
Red him: For oft in thoſe prayers he would 
breake oft, turne and looke about him, and

* anſwere to what he ouer-heard, while he ſee- 
med to be praying. When he ltood vp, the 
Recorder tinding in his bchauiour as it were 
an expectation ota Pardon , wiſhed him not 
to decetue bimſelic , nor beguile his owne 
ſoule, he was come to die, and mult die; re- 
quiring him not to Equiuocate with hs laſt 
breath, ithe knew an y thi2g thar might bee 
dinger to the King or State, he ſhould now 
vtterit. Garnet {ayd, [tis noumcnow to E- 
uiuvocate : how it Was lawfull, and when, he 
had ſhewed L1izminde elfewhere. Burt fayth 
hee, I doe not now Equiuocate, and more 
then I haue conicſied, I doe not know. Art 
his aſcending vp the Ladder, hee defired to 
haue warning betore he was turned off. Bur 
it was tolde him , he muſt looke for no other 
rurne but death. Being vpon the Gibbot, he 
vied theſe words, I commend meto all good 
Catholickes,and I pray God preferue his Ma- 
icſte,the Queene,and all their poſteritie, and 
my Lords of the Priuie Counſell, to waom I 
remember my humble duetie, and I am ſorie 
thatTI did diſlemble with them ; burl did not 
thinke they had had ſuch proofe agataltme, 
till it was ſhewed mee; But when that was 
: Ftf. 3 proued, 
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proued, I held it more honour for me atthat © 
rume to confeſle, then before,to haue accuſed. 

And tor my brother Greenway , I would the 

trueth were knowen: tor the falſe reports that 
are,make him more faulty then he is. I ſhould 
not haue charged him, but that I thought he 
had bin fate. I pray God the Catholicks may 
not fare the worſe for my fake, and I exhort 
them al] to take heede they enter not into a- 
ny Treaſons, Rebellions, orInſurreRions a- 
gainſt the King : and withthis, ended ſpea- 
king,and tel to praying ; And croſsinghim- 
ſelie,ſaid, In nomine Patris &+ Fily,C& Spiritus 
ſan#ti, and prayed Maria mater gratie, Maria 
mater miſericordia, Tume 4 malo protege,& ho- 
ra mortts ſuſcipe, Then, In manus tuas Domine, 
commend ſþiritum meum ; Then,Per cructs hoc 
ſtgnum, ( croſsing himlſelte ) fugiat procul omne 
malignum. Infige Crucem tuam in corde meo Do- 
mine. Let mealwayesrememberthe Croſle, 
and ſoreturned againe to Maria mater gratie,

and then was turned off, and hung 


till he was dead.
